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INTRODUCTION. 


HE  Stone  in  the  Bladder  is  a  Diftemper,  .which,  lor 
ought  we  know  to  the  contrary,  is  as  ancient  as  any 
other  to  which  the  humane  Body  has  ever  been  fub- 
jed:  And  Hippocrates ,  to  whom  we  owe  the  firfb  Ac¬ 
counts  of  that,  as  well  as  of  all  the  other  Difeafes  he 
has  mention’d,  informs  us,  that  in  his  Time  the  Ope¬ 
ration  of  extrading  the  Stone  byCutting  was  alreadyin 
Ufe  ;  and  that  there  were  Men  who  made  it  their 
chief  Bufiri'efs,  without  intermedling  with  any  other  Part  of  Phyflck 
or  Surgery,  which  then,  and  for  a  great  while  afterwards,  made  up 
blit  one  and  the  fame  Profeflion.  All  this  is  evident  from  that  Claufe 
of  Hippocrates’s  Oath,  in  which  he  makes  his  Difciples  fwear  not  to  cut 
any  Perfon  for  the  Stone ,  but  to  leave  that  Operation  to  fuch  who  exer- 
cifed  themfelves  in  that  Art,  and  made  a  particular  Profeflion  of  it.

thefe  Words  there  may  be  fome  ground  to  think,  that  Hippocrates  never 
pradis’d  this  Operation  himfelf.

What  was  the  Method  of  Cutting  then  us’d,  we  know  not.  Thus 
far  however  we  may  be  fure,  that  the  Incifion  was  not  propofed  to  be 
made  in  the  Body  of  the  Bladder  ,*  becaufe  Hippocrates  every  where  de¬ 
clares  it  to  be  his. Opinion,  that  Wounds  there  are  mortal,  xvmr 
JluscomuTi  .  .  , . .  SuixTufo 5,  fays  he,  Aphor.  6,  18.  and  in  his  Book  de  Mor~ 
bis  3.  tt$  Kvmv  The  only  further  Conjedure  that  can 

with  any  Probability  be  formed  is,  that  as  Celfus  is  univerfally  allowed 
to  have  borrowed  his  whole  Syftem,  both  of  Phyfick  and  Surgery,  from 
the  Greeks ,  the  Method  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone  which  he  has  deferibed,

may  likevvife  have  been  taken  from  them ;  and  perhaps  they  knew  no 
other  but  that.  Ammonias,  firnamed  Lithotomus  from  the  Indrument  he 
invented  to  break  the  Stone  in  the  Bladder,  when  it  happen’d  to  be  too 
large  to  pafs  through  the  Wound  entire,  pradlis’d  this  Method  at  Alex¬ 
andria,  in  the  Time  ot  Herophilus  and  Erafiftratus ;  that  is,  perhaps 
about  150  Years  after  Hippocrates ;  and  Meges  practis’d  it  at  Rome  in  the 
Reign  of  Auguftus,  It  is  Celfus ,  who  has  prefer ved  us  the  Names  of  thefe 
two  famous  Lithotomids  ;  and  it  is  evident  from  what  he  fays  of  them, 
that  he  believed  their  Method  ot  Cutting  to  be  the  fame  with  his.  And 
as  they  lived  at  a  great  Didance,  both  of  Time  and  Place,  from  one 
another  ;  and  the  firfl  of  them  fo  near  the  Age  of  Hippocrates ,  it  becomes 
from  thence  further  probable,  that  the  Operation  for  the  Stone  defcrib’d 
by  Celfus  was  the  mod  ancient,  and  perhaps  the  only  one  that  had  ever 
been  pra&is’d  before  his  Time. 

Whatever  Solidity  may  be  in  thefe  Conjedures,  for  I  give  them 
only  as  fuch,  Celfus  is  undoubtedly  the  firft  Author  now  remaining, 
who  has  taught  us  any  thing  like  a  Method  of  Cutting ;  and 
the  fame,  without  any  confiderable  Variation,  is  defcrib’d  by  the^ 
later  Greek  Writers,  particularly  Paulus  Egineta  ;  by  the  Arabians , 
Avicenna  and  Albucafis ;  and,  in  general,  by  all  Chirurgical  Authors 
down  to  the  Beginning  of  the  Sixteenth  Century,  Rogerius ,  Rolan - 
dus,  Erunus ,  T’heodoricus,  Gulielmus  de  Saliceto ,  Lanfrancus ,  Mundinus , 
Guido ,  and  others.  Thefe  Authors  do  little  more  than  copy  one 
another ;  and  what  is  worth  remarking  about  them  is,  that  it  does  not 
appear  that  any  of  them  ever  faw  this  Operation  perform’d,  Guido  a- 
lone  excepted ;  but  even  he  does  not  feem  ever  to  have  cut  himfelf. 

During  all  this  long  Interval,  no  other  Method  but  this  being 
know  n,  we  are  not  to  imagine  that  it  went  by  any  other  Name  than 
that  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone ,  or  Operation  of  Lithotomy .. 


But  when  Johannes  de  Romanis  had  invented  his  New  Method  of 
Cutting,  which  happen’d  fome  Time  near  the  Year  1500,  at  lead  in 
all  probability  nearer  that  than  1520,  as  is  faid  by  Gourmelenus ,  and  the 
generality  of  Writers  d nee  his  Time;  it  then  became  neceflary  that 
Names  fliould  be  appropriated  to  thefe  two  Methods,  by  which  they 
might  be  dihinguifhed  from  one  another.

The  principal  Difference  between  them  confifts  in  the  Inftruments 
ufed,  and  in  the  Manner  of  ufing  them  ;  and  therefore  it  was  natural 
that  the  Names  apply’d  to  them  fhould  be  taken  from  thence.  Ac¬ 
cordingly  we  find  that  De  Franco  calls  Mariams  s  Operation,  La  Cure 
de  la  Pierre  avec  gros  jerrement ;  and  from  thence  undoubtedly  came  the 
Appellations  of  Major  and  Minor  Apparatus ,  by  which  thefe  two  Opera- 
rations  have  fince  been  moft  commonly  exprelfed  ;  firld  ufed,  as  far  as  I 
can  find,  by  Paraus  and  Gourmelenus ,  as  well  as  the  French  Names  which 
anfwer  to  them,  Le  haut  &  le  petit  Appareil  The  Englijlo  Names  of 
Cutting  upon  the  Staff ,  and  Cutting  upon  the  Gripe,  are  oi  a  much 
later  Date.  We  probably  borrowed  them  from  the  Dutch,  in  which 
Language  thefe  two  ways  of  Cutting  are  exprefs’d  by  Terms  analogous 
to  them  ;  and  perhaps  they  came  to  be  taken  into  the  Englift)  Language, 
by  being  ufed  by  Lithomifts  whom  we  have  had  oftener  than  once 
from  Holland. 


The  Second  of  thefe  Methods,  the  Apparatus  Alajor,  wras,  as  I  have 
faid,  invented  by  ffohannes  de  Romanis,  and  pra&is’d  by  him  at  Rome  ; 
but  it  was  firfl  publifhed  there  by  his  Scholar  Mar i anus  Sanilus  Barolita - 
nusin  the  Year  1522,  not  at  Venice  in  1535,  as  fome  have  faid.  And  it 
is  upon  this  Account,  that  Authors  who  do  not  fo  much  attend  to  Dif- 
coverers,  as  to  the  Publifhers  of  Difcoveries,  have  given  it  the  Name 
of  Methodius  Mariana  or  Mariniana . 


This  Operation  being  fuited  to  Perfons  of  all  Ages,  whereas  that  of 
Celfus  was  formerly  thought  practicable  only  upon  Children,  foon  gain’d 
a  general  Vogue,  and  brought  Lithotomy  much  more  in  Fafhion  than  * 
it  had  been  for  many  Ages  before.  Celfus’s  Method,  however,  was  not 
quite  laid  afide,  but  continued  to  be  pra&ifed  ;  and  perhaps  even  more 
frequently  than  it  had  ever  been  fince  AEgin  eta’s  Days;  with  this  Advan¬ 
tage  alfo,  that  the  Succefs  of  the  other  Method  being  experienced  in  full 
grown  Perfons  as  well  as  Children,  encouraged  Lithotomifis  to  break 
through  the  narrow  Limits  of  Time  fixed  by  the  Ancients,  and  ex¬ 
tend  the  Ufe  of  Celfus’s  Method  much  further  than  Celfus  himfelf  had 
prefcribed. 


From  this  Time  downwards,  the  Pra&ice  of  Lithotomy  becoming  ftili 
more  common,  a  great  many  Improvements  were  made  in  both  Me¬ 
thods,  efpecially  in  that  of  Mariams ;  and  other  Varieties  introduced 

in 
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In  them,  as  beft  fuited  tne  Genius  of  particular  Operators,  the  Con¬ 
dition  of  the  Patients,  or  the  FlumOtir  of,  the  Time’s  ;  and  in' all  thefe 
the  Parifian  Lithotomies  mull  be  allowed  to  have  had  the  principal 
Hand. 


In  the  Year  1561,  De  Franco’s  Treatife  oiHernia  s>  &c.  Was  firft  pub¬ 
lished,  and  in  that  he  gives  an  Account  of  a  new  Method  he  once  made 
ufe  of  in  order  to  extract  a  Stone  >  all  the  others  proving  ineffe&ual,  and 
that  was  by  making  anlncifion  above  the  Os  Pubis .  Tho’  the  Opera¬ 
tion  fucceeded,  yet  he  thinks  fit  to  did  wade  all  Perfons  from  ever  fol¬ 
lowing  his  Example  j  and  indeed  his  Advice  was  fo  far  coniply’d  with, 
that  for  above  Twenty  Years  after  his  Book  appeared,  Authors  are  as 
entirely  file'nt  about  this  extraordinary  Operation,  as  if  it  had  hever 
been  known  ;  and  in  all  Probability  would  have  continued  fo  much 
longer,  had  not  a  lucky  Chance  engaged  a  Perfon  of  Rojfetus’s  Learning 
and  Sagacity,  to  undertake  the  introducing  of  the  Cafarean  Operation  : 
For,  in  order  to  recommend  this  unheard-of  and  dangerous  Pradice, 
one  Method  this  great  Man  thought  it  for  his  Purpofe  to  take,  was  to 
compare  it  with  fome  others  then  in  Ufe  ;  and,  amongfl:  the  reft,  with 
the  common  ways  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone..  This  led  him  to  fo  clear 
and  terrifying  a  View  of  the  Cruelty  and  Barbarity  of  both  of  them, 
that  a  Perlon  of  his  Talent  for  Invention  needed  ho  more  to  put  him 
upon  the  Search  of  a  New  one ;  and  the  Pains  he  had  been  at  to  confi- 
der  the  Nature  and  Confequences  of  Wounds  in  the  Abdomen ,  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  what  gave  him  the  firft  Hint  of  that  which  he  invented.  De 
Franco  muft  indeed  be  own’d  to  have  publifhed  an  Inftance  of  this  Ope¬ 
ration  long  before  Rojjetus  endeavoured  to  introduce  it :  But  Ro (fetus  is 
not  for  that  Reafon  to  be  denied  the  Glory  of  having  invented  it ;  for, 
to  fay  riothing  of  the  Circumftances  of  De  Franco’s  Story,  which  every 
body  is  now  fufficiently  acquainted  with,  Rojjetus  was  led  to  the  Theory 
He  eftablifhed  by  the  meer  Force  of  his  own  Judgment,  his  Knowledge 
of  the  Structure  of  the  Parts  concerned,  in  which  he  exceeded  all  that 
went  before  him,  Vejalius  himfelf  not  excepted,  and  Confequences 
drawn  from  Facfts,  among  which  that  mention’d  by  Franco  appears  to 
Have  ho  Enlace,  Rojjetus  having  difeover’d  his  Method  before  ever  he  had 
feen  that  Author’s  Book,  as  he  affirms  himfelf,  and  in  a  manner  that 
gives  not  the  leaft  ground  to  fufped  him  of  a  Fahhood. 


But  if  it  fhould  be  granted  that  he  took  the  firft  Hint  of  His  Me¬ 
thod  from  Franco ,  he  muft  ftill  be  allowed  by  all  who  have  read  and 
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nnderftand  his  Book,  to  deferve  a  greater  fhare  of  Praife  as  an  Im¬ 
prover,  than  the  other  can  claim  as  an  Inventer  :  And  I  believe  it  will 
be  found  upon  a  drift  Examination,  that  the  Honour  of  many  Difcove- 
ries  which  We  now  enjoy,  is  given  to  Perfons  who  had  no  better 
Title  to.  them  than  he  has  to  this,  even  fuppofing  he  had  borrowed 
from  De  Franco  ail  that  he  could  poflibly  borrow  from  him.  He  muft 
be  very  little  acquainted  with  the  Hidory  of  Inventers,  who  does  not 
know  that  many  of  their  Inventions  are  owing  to  more  favourable  Ac¬ 
cidents,  than  reading  De  Franco's  Book  can  have  been  to  Rojfetus.

Thof  this  great  Author  lived  to  publifh  a  compieat  Account  of  his 
new  Method  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone ,  (which  has  by  Writers  in  Latin 
been  generally  called  Seclio  Hypogaftrka  ;  by  the  French ,  Le  haul  Ap par-ell ; 
and  in  Englifhy  'the  High  Operation  )  yet  he  never  had  an  Opportunity 
of  performing  it  upon  a  living  Body;  and  for  above  130  Years  after 
him,  none  feemM  ever  fo  much  as  inclinable  to  make  Try al  of  it* 
The  Writers  of  Lithotomy,  during  that  Time,  have  moft  of  them  in¬ 
deed  mentioned  this  Operation  ;  but  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  fhews  very 
plainly  that  few  of  them  had  ever  read  Rojfetus's  Book,  and  that  not 
one  of  them  underflood  it*  The  Authority  of  De  Franco ,  who  forbids 
the  attempting  of  this  Method,  and  of  Hippocrates,  who  thought  all 
Wounds  in  the  Bladder  mortal,  are  the  common  Topieks  they  make 
ufe  of  to  cry  it  down  *5  and  all  this  moil  commonly  in  the  Compafs  of 
half  a  Page,  from  which  an  intelligent  Reader  can  gather  no  more, 
than  barely  that  it  had  been  once  proposed  in  France  to  cut  for  the 
Stone  above  the  Os  Pubis .  Dionis ,  it  is  true,  has  been  at  a  little  more 
Pains  about  it  than  the  red,  and  had  probably  heard  fomething  of 
Rojfetus3 s  Method;  but  then  he  is  To  fupinely  negligent  in  all  the 
Parts  of  his  Account,  that  one  would  be  ready  to  think  he  mentions 
it  at  all,  not  fo  much  with  a  defign  to  recommend  it  to  Praftice,  as 
to  have  fomething  to  fay,  and  to  make  way  for  a  new  Figure  in  his 
Book,  which  fhould  not  be  found  in  the  other  Treatifes  of  Chirurgicai 
Operations.  r 
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From  thefe  lame  and  imperfeft  Scraps,  my  Brother  took  the  drit 
Hints  of  this  Method,  having,  as  I  aro  very  well  fatisiied,  never  Teen* 
Rojfetus3 s  Latin  Tr&itife  till  he  had  compofed  the  whole  Theory  of  his 
Operation,  and  performed  it  fuccefsfully '  on  living  Bodies:  "To  him 
therefore  may  be  applied  what  I  havefaid  about  Roffetusy  fuppofing  that 
Author  to  have  read  De  Franco's  Story  before  he  invented  his  Opera-" 
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tioii.  But  even  Rojfetus  himfelf  muft  yield  to  him  the  Honour  of  having 
introduced  the  Pradice  of  it;  and  for  this,  confidering  the  Difcourage- 
ment  he  met  with,  the  Difficulties  he  had  to  overcome,  and  on  the 
other  hand,  how  highly  this  Method  has  already  conduced  to  the  Prefer-* 
vation  of  Mankind,  no  Praife  nor  no  Reward  can  be  too  great, 

-  From  this  fhort  View  that  I  have  given  of  the  Hiftory  o £  Lithotomy, 
it  will  appear,  that  properly  fpeaking  there  are  but  two  Ways  poffible 
of  extrading  the  Stone  out  of  the  Bladder  by  Incifion  ;  and  thefe  are, 
making  the  Wound  either  above  or  below  the  Os  Pubis ,  The  firft  of 
thefe,  if  rightly  practis’d,  admits  of  no  conflderable  Variety  ;  in  the 
fecond,  there  is  a  greater  Latitude,  not  only  in  refped  of  the  Inftruments 
ufed,  and  the  feveral  Steps  of  the  Operation,  but  alfo  in  the  Place  of  the 
Incifion.  All  thefe  may  be,  and  adually  have  been,  compounded  and 
combined  together  by  Lithotomifts  in  a  great  many  different  manners, 
and  it  would  be  hard  to  prove  that  any  two  of  them  ever  cut  exadly 
the  fame  Way ;  but  to  avoid  as  much  as  can  be  done  all  unneceffary 
Subdivifions,  I  think  the  different  Methods  of  extrading  a  Stone  by 
Cutting  below  the  Os  Pubis,  may  be  reduced  to  three  kinds  ;  that  of  Cel - 
fus,  that  of  Marianus,  and  what  I  have  chofen  to  call  the  Lateral  Way 
firft  pradis’d  by  Frere  Jacques.  The  two  firft,  as  has  been  already  oh* 
ferved,  differ  from  one  another  chiefly  in  the  Inftruments  and  Sttps  of 
the  Operation,  and  the  laft  differs  from  both  thefe  in  the  Place  of  the 
Incifion. 

To  this  Method  I  fhail  confine  myfelf  at  prefen t,  referring  the 
compleat  Hiftory  of  the  other  two,  together  with  the  High  Opera¬ 
tion,  to  another  Opportunity ;  and  in  treating  it,  I  intend  to  obferve 
this  Order, 

Firft,  I  fhall  fet  down,  from  all  the  Authors  I  have  met  with,  the 
Hiftory  of  Frere  Jaques,  his  two  Methods  of  Cutting  Males,  and  the 
Succefs  with  which  they  were  attended.

Secondly ,  I  fhall  compare  the  different  Accounts  which  have  been 
given  of  the  feveral  Parts  of  his  Operations  with  one  another,  that 
theieby  it  may  clearly  appear  W'herein  they  really  confifted. 
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Thirdly,  I  fliall  relate  the  Opinions  of  Authors  concerning  his  Ope¬ 
rations,  and  the  Grounds  "upon  which  their  Opinions  have  been  found¬ 
ed.  Thefe,  as  is  eafy  to  conceive,  are  chiefly  the  Obfervations  made 
on  the  dead  Bodies  or  fuch  as  he  had  cut. 


Fourthly ,  I  fhall  fet  down  his  Method  of  Cutting  Females,  and  the 
judgments  that  have  been  made  thereof. 
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Under  thefe  four  general  Heads  will  be  contained  the  whole  Hiftory 
of  the  Lateral  Operation  for  the  Stone,  as  it  was  perform’d  by  this  Monk; 
and  from  thence  we  are  naturally  led  to  confider  the  Improvements  that 
have  been  made  of  it  ,*  firft  thofc  propofed  by  Monfieur  Mery ,  and  then 
fuch  as  were  contrived  and  put  in  Pra&ice  by  Profelfor  Ran. 

For  the  Matter  of  all  this  Hiftory,  I  rriuft  be  obliged  to  Books  ;  no¬ 
thing  can  be  called  mine,  except  the  Order  in  which  I  have  digefted  it. 
What  Authors  I  have  chiefly  confulted,  the  Reader  will  fee  in  the  Be¬ 
ginning  of  the  firft  Chapter. 

Before  I  clofe  this  Introdu&ion,  I  muft  further  acquaint  the  Reader, 
that  I  intend  that  the  Hiftory  of  this  Lateral  Operation  fhall  be  followed 
in  a  very  fhort  time,  by  that  of  the  other  three  general  Methods  of 
Cutting  for  the  Stone,  in  three  feparate  Treatifes.  To  thefe  I  ftiall  add 
a  fifth,  containing  the  Anatomy,  and  Figures  of  the  Parts  concerned  in 
them  all  ;  the  Figures  of  all  the  Inftruments  that  have  been  ufed  ;  and 
laftly,  my  own  Obfervations  concerning  the  Advantages  and  Inconveni- 
encies  with  which  each  of  them  are  attended ;  and  in  what  Cafes  f 
judge  any  of  them,  taken  all  together,  to  be  preferable  to  the  reft. 
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Chap.  I. 


The  Hi/lory  of  Frere  Jaques  Methods 

of  Cutting  Males. 

HE  firft  Account  that  I  find  to  have  been  ever 
published  of  Frere  Jacques  Operations  for  the  Stone, 
is  contained  in  a  Letter  written  by  Mr.  Buffi  ere,  a 
skiltul  and  experienced  Surgeon  in  London,  and 
F.  R.  S.  to  Sir  Hans  Shane ,  and  inferted  in  the 
Philo fop  hi cal  IranJ, actions  for  the  Month  of  March 
1699.  The  Author  begins  by  defcribing  the  In- 
ftruments  ufed  in  thefe  Operations,  and  che  Me¬ 
thod  of  performing  them,  according  to  the  Informations  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  from  Paris ;  then  he  fets  down  the  Opinion  of  his  French  Corre- 
fpondent  about  them  ;  and  laftly,  fubjoins  his  own,  founded  on  feverai 
Experiments  he  had  made  on  dead  Bodies. 


Much  about  the  fame  time  Dr.  Lifer  publifhed  his  Journey  to  Paris , 
and  amongft  other  Curiofities,  he  has  given  us  fome  Account  of  Frere 
Jacques .  The  Do&or  went  Phyfician  to  the  Earl  of  Portland,  who  was 
fent  Ambalfador  to  France  by  King  William  after  the  Peace  of  Refwick  ; 
and  during  his  Abode  at  Paris,  he  had  the  good  Fortune  to  fee  Frere 
Jacques  feverai  times  cut  for  the  Stone. 


Soon  after  tfat,  appeared  a  French  Treatife  with  this  Title,  Obfervations 
fur  la  Maniere  de  'Tailler  dans  les  deux  Sexes  pour  f  Extraction  de  la  Pierre,  pra¬ 
tique  e  par  Frere  Jacques,  par  Jean  Mery,  Chirurgien  de  la  feile Reine,  &  Ana - 
tcmifte  de  t  Academie  Royale  de  Sciences  ;  printed  at  Paris,  and  prefently 
afterwards  at  Amfterdam,  both  in  the  Year  1700.  This  excellent  Au¬ 
thor  has  left  almoft  nothing  unfaid  that  relates  either  to  the  Hiftory  of 
Frere  Jacques  Operations,  or  the  various  Succefs  with  which  they  were 
attended  in  France  ;  and  he  has  likewife  fhown,  at  very  great  length, 
the  Reafons  of  the  Inconveniencies  that  follow  upon  them,  and  the  Way 
by  which  he  thinks  thefe  may  be  remedied :  But,  as  it  is  to  him  that 

D  we 
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we  muft  be  chiefly  obliged  for  all  that  can  with  certainty  be  affirm’d 
about  them,  it  is  unneceflary  to  make  any  more  particular  AbftraCt  of 
his  Book  in  this  Place. 


The  fame  Year  that  Monfieur  Mery  s  Obfervations  were  publifh’d, 
the  Leipfick  Journalifts  gave  an  ExtraCt  of  it  ;  but,  as  I  (hall  have  occa- 
cafion  to  remark  as  I  go  along,  they  do  not  feem  always  to  have  hit  the 
true  Senfe  of  the  Author. 


Saviardy  in  a  Collection  of  Chirurgical  Operations  publifhed  at  Paris 
in  1702,  has  likewife  mention’d  thofe  of  Frere  Jacques  for  the  Stoney  but 
refers  entirely  to  Mery  for  an  Account  of  them  ;  and  indeed,  by  the 
few  Things  he  has  faid  about  them,  he  appears  to  have  been  very  un¬ 
fit  for  that  Task  himfelf. 


Monfieur  Dionis  is  the  next  who  affords  us  any  thing  further  re¬ 
markable  upon  this  Head.  In  his  Book  of  Chirurgical  Operations 
publifhed  at  Paris  in  1707,  he  has  given  a  very  diftinCt  and  methodi¬ 
cal  Hifiory  of  Frere  Jacques  Operations.  The  principal  FaCts  he  men¬ 
tions  are,  or  might  have  been  taken  from  Mery  ;  and  to  thefe  he  has 
added  fome  others,  which,  as  he  lived  and  pradis’d  in  Paris  while 
Frere  Jacques  was  there,  and  faw  him  feveral  times  cut,  it  could  be  no 
hard  matter  for  him  to  colled:. 


Goelick ,  in  hisHiftory  of  Surgery  1713,  has  tranfcribed  the  ExtraCt 
of  Meyys  Book  from  the  Leipfick  ACts  ;  and  Mr.  Chefelden ,  in  his  Trea- 
tife  on  the  High  Operation  for  the  Stone  1723,  has  abridged  the  Ac¬ 
count  of  Frere  Jacques  given  us  by  Dionis  ,*  but  yet  differs  from  him  in 
fome  Things. 

The  learned  Profeflbr  Albinus  has  made  a  few  Obfervations  on  the  fame 
Subjed,  introductory  to  the  accurate  Account  he  has  lately  publifhed 
of  Mr.  Raus  Method  :  And  it  is  from  thefe  Nine  Authors  that  I  have 
extracted  the  following  Hi'aory  of  Frere  Jacques  Operations  for  the 
Stone  ;  tho’  in  reality  they  may  all  be  reduced  to  Three  j  the  other  Six 
having  to  d  us  nothing  worth  minding,  but  what  they  have  borrowed 
from  Bujjterey  Mery  and  Dionis .

We  know  but  very  little  concerning  this  Man’s  Original,  Education, 
Life  or  Character,  in  any  other  refped  than  as  a  Lithotomifl.  The 
Name  he  gave  himfelf  was  Jacques  Beaulieu ,  and  hefaid  he  was  born  in 
Beaufort ,  a  Town  or  Village  of  the  Di  ft  rid  of  Long faultier ,  in  what  is 
call’d  the  County  of  Burgundy .  (i)

All  our  Authors  agree  that  he  ■was  a  Monk  of  fome  one  kind  or 
other  ;  but  of  w’hat  Order  or  Inftitution  is  not  fo  certain.  Mr.  Buf- 
ftere  calls  him  an  Hermit  ;  (2)  and  this  feems  to  be  confirm’d  by  what 
we  are  told  by  Dionis  y  that  he  had  framed  to  himfelf  a  Rule  of  Religion 
back’d  with  Vows,  which  he  left  it  to  his  Bifhop  for  the  Time  being 
to  difpenfe  him  from  at  Pleafure.  (3)  For  at  this  time,  as  I  have  been 
inform’d,  an  Hermit  in  France  is  commonly  a  Perfon,  who,  being  with¬ 
out  Education,  and  having  either  fpent  his  Subfiance,  or  been  born  to 
none,  affociates  himfelf  with  one  or  two  (never  more)  of  the  fame 
Stamp,  and  finding  means  to  get  a  Gift  of  fome  few  Acres  of  Ground 
in  a  folitary  Place  near  a  great  Town,  and  Liberty  from  the  Bifhop  of 
the  Diocefe  to  ered  a  Hermitage,  together  with  what  they  call  a  Rule 
to  be  obferved  in  it,  firfl  build  themfelves  little  Cells,  and  then  by  ma¬ 
nuring  the  reft  of  the  Land,  felling  little  Trinkets  which  they  make, 
and  the  Charity  of  well-difpofed  Perfons,  fupply  themfelves  with  all 
the  Neceflaries,  and  mod  commonly  even  the  Conveniences  of  Life. 
What  makes  it  farther  probable  that  our  Monk  was  of  this  kind  is, 
the  Ignorance  and  want  of  Education,  which  both  Mery  and  Dionis  have 
obferved  in  him.

Mery  tells  us  he  was  a  Brother  of  the  Third  Order  of  St.  Francis  ;  a 
Sett  of  Mendicant  Monks,  who  differ  indeed  very  much  from  Hermits, 
becaufe  they  live  in  great  Communities,  and  are  tied  up  to  a  finder 
Rule  of  Life ;  but  amongfl  thofe  they  call  Brothers  of  that  Order, 
there  are  many  fo  perfedly  void  of  all  forts  of  Education,  that  they 
cannot  fo  much  as  read  their  own  Mother  Tongue.  (4) 

j Dionis  fays  he  wore  the  Habit  of  a  Recolet ,  except  that  he  had  Shoes 
inflead  of  Sandals,  and  a  Hit  inflead  of  a  Cowd.  The  Recolets  are  fuch 
Monks  of  the  firfl  or  great  Order  of  Francifcans ,  call’d  in  France ,  Corde¬ 
liers  or  Freres  Mineursy  who  embraced  the  Reformation  that  was  fome 
time  ago  made  amongfl  them  ;  and  if  what  Dionis  here  fays  be  flridly 
true,  our  Monk  might  fliil  be  a  Hermit,  but  could  not  be  of  the  Third 
Order  as  Mery  pretends  he  was.  (5 )  But 
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But  of  whatever  Order  he  was,  or  whether  of  any  Order  or  not,  none 
of  thefe  Authors  give  us  the  leaft  ground  to  think  he  was  ever  admitted 
to  Holy  Orders  ;  and  the  Appellation  of  Frere  Jacques  which  Dionis  fays 
he  took  to  himfelf,  is  Proof  enough  to  any  body  who  has  had  Occa- 
fton  to  inform  himfelf  of  the  Cuftoms  of  thefe  Monks  in  France ,  that  he 
never  was.  ( 6 )  And  therefore  it  is,  I  believe,  pretty  much  without 
ground,  that  Mr.  Chejelden  terms  him  an  Ecclefiaftick,  (7)  a  Name 
feldom  given  to  any  but  the  Secular  Clergy,  and  never  to  a  Friar  who 
is  not  a  Pried:.  Dr.  Lifter  indeed,  and  his  Correfpondent  Mr.  Probie , 
both  call  him  Pere  Jacques ;  but  he  is  never  fo  termed  by  the  French 
Authors,  who  underftand  the  Propriety  of  fuch  Defignations  better  than 
Strangers. 

Albinus  contents  himfelf  to  call  him  in  general  a  Monk,  and  fuch  in 
fome  Senfe  or  other  he  undoubtedly  was  ;  and  this  is  all  that  can  with 
any  certainty  be  affirmed  about  his  Profeffion.  (9) 


His  ordinary  Refidence  he  pretended  wras  in  an  Hofpital  called  La 
Charite  at  Befanfcn ,  the  Capital  of  the  Province  of  Franche  Comte ,  ereded 
for  the  Maintainance  of  poor  aged  People  and  Children.  (10)  His 
outward  Behaviour  had  all  the  Appearances  of  Probity  and  Simplicity  ; 
lie  lived  on  nothing  but  Bread  and  ordinary  Soupes,  defpifed  Money, 
and  never  asked  for  any  but  only  a  few  Pence  to  fet  his  Inftruments  and 
mend  his  Shoes.  (11) 


But  to  come  nearer  our  prefent  Defign,  the  Hiftory  of  his  Operations 
for  the  Stone,  Mery  informs  us,  that  his  natural  Charader  was  very  much 
fuited  to  them  ;  he  was  of  an  intrepid  and  undaunted  Courage  and  Re- 
folution,  had  a  fure  and  fteddy  Hand,  and  w;ent  about  whatever  he 
undertook  without  the  leaft  Hefitation,  Faultering  or  fign  of  Fear. 
Thefe  natural  Talents  were,  however,  the  only  ones  he  poflefs'd ;  Art 
he  was  a  perfed  Stranger  to,  being  altogether  ignorant  of  Anatomy, 
and  the  regular  Operations  of  Surgery.  ( 1 2)  Neither  is  it  without 
ground  that  Dionis  obferves,  that  the  Intrepidity  and  Qpicknefs  with 
which  he  perform'd  his  Operations,  were  owing  to  nothing  fo  much  as 
his  being  infenfible  of  the  Danger  that  attended  his  Mifcarriages. 


This 
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This  being  the  cafe,  it  may  be  juftly  wonder’d  how  he  came  ever  to 
attempt  Cutting  for  the  Stone  at  all.  This  is  a  Myftery  which  no  Au¬ 
thor  but  Mery  has  endeavoured  to  explain,  and  he  has  done  it  but  very: 
imperfectly.  By  comparing  his  natural  Character  with  that  of  Raoux , 
a  famous  Impoftor,  their  Curing  of  Hernia  V,  and  likewife  their  Method 
of  Operating  for  the  Stone  y  he  imagines  that  Fee  re  Jacques  might  have 
been  Raoux  s  Difciple,  and  learnt  fome  Part  of  his  Operations  from 
him  ;  and  from  thence,  and  what  he  had  taken  from  the  Method  com¬ 
monly  practis'd  when  he  began  to  cut,  have  invented  the  reft.  (13)  But 
this  will  be  better  underftood  when  we  have  explained  wherein  his  Ope¬ 
rations  confifted  ;  and  that,  together  with  the  Series  of  his  Practice,  as 
far  as  our  Authors  have  handed  it  down  to  us,  is  what  we  now  pro¬ 
ceed  to. 


That  he  had  cut  for  the  Stone  many  times  before  he  went  to  Paris,  is 
evident  from  the  great  Number  of  Atteftations  which  he  brought  along 
with  him  from  Eefamon ,  and  feveral  Towns  and  Villages  in  Burgundy , 
and  other  Provinces  of  France.  He  boafted  extremely  of  the  Succefs  he 
had  had,  and  his  Credentials  feem’d  to  confirm  all  he  faid  ;  however,  it 
appear’d  foon  after,  by  Letters  from  thefe  Provinces,  that  thefe  Attefta¬ 
tions  wrere  given  upon  too  flight  grounds,  and  before  any  other  EfFeft  of 
his  Operations,  befides  bare  -extracting  the  Stone y  could  be  perceiv’d: 
his  Way  being  to  run  from  Place  to  Place,  where  there  was  any  Employ¬ 
ments  for  him ;  and  as  foon  as  he  had  perform’d  an  Operation,  to  en¬ 
gage  the  moft  confiderable  of  the  Spectators  to  fign  a  Certificate  in  his 
Favour,  without  ever  allowing  them  Time  to  fee  whether  the  Patient  re¬ 
covered  or  not;  and  when  he  had  cut  all  that  came  in  his  way  in  one 
Place,  he  immediately  left  it  and  haftened  to  another,  being  foilicitous 
about  nothing  but  to  make  his  Dexterity  appear  in  taking  out  the  Stone, 
and  not  at  all  about  what  fhould  become  of  the  Patient  after  the  Ope¬ 
ration.  (14) 

This  is  all  we  know  of  him  before  he  arrived  in  Paris ,  which  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  Month  of  Auguft  1697.  The  Occafion  of  that  Journey  he 
gave  out  to  be  no  other  than  to  teach  the  Surgeons  of  the  Hofpitals 
there  a  new  Way  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone :  And  having  found  means  to 
get  an  Acquaintance  with  Monfieur  MarefcbaU  afterwards  Firft  Sur¬ 
geon  to  the  French  King,  he  endeavoured  by  his  Intereft  to  obtain  leave 
to  Cut  in  the  Hofpital  of  La  Charite ;  but  the  Surgeons  there,  as  well 
as  thofe  of  the  Hotel  Dieuy  being  unwilling  to  truft  the  Lives  of  their 

E  Patients 
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Patients  in  the  Hands  cf  a  Stranger,  of  whofe  Abilities  they  were  alto¬ 
gether  ignorant,  delired  him  firft  to  make  fome  Experiments  in  their 
Prefence  upon  dead  Bodies,  which  he  readily  confented  to  ;  and  accord¬ 
ingly,  as  Monfieur  Dionis  relates,  he  perform'd  his  Operation  on  a 
Body,  into  the  Bladder  of  which  a  Stone  had  been  convey'd  before  by 
the  Surgeons  of  the  Charite ,  but  not  at  all  to  their  Satisfaction.  (15) 

Monfieur  Mery,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Fir  ft  Prefident  of  Paris 
(whom  the  Leipfick  JcurnaliJls  have  miftaken  for  the  Prefident  of  the 
Royal  Academy,)  id  to  infpeCt  thefe  Experiments  of  Frere  jaques 
Operation,  fays  nothing  of  any  that  were  perform'd  at  the  Charite  ; 
and  concerning  thofe  which  he  was  Witnefs  to  at  the  Hotel  Dieu ,  he 
makes  quite  a  different  Judgment  from  what  Dionis  fays  was  made  by 
all  the  Surgeons  who  were  prefent  at  that  which  he  mentions. 

On  the  7th  Day  of  December ,  fays  Monfieur  Mery ,  I  received  Orders 
from  the  Firft  Prefident  to  go  to  the  Hotel  Dieu ,  and  be  prefent  at 
the  Extradion  of  a  Stone  out  of  the  Bladder  of  a  dead  Body  by  Frere 
Jacques.  He  perform'd  the  Operation  in  this  manner. 


Having  introduced  into  the  Bladder  a  folid  round  Staff  without  a 
Groove,  and  of  a  different  Figure  from  thofe  ufed  in  the  old  Way  ot 
Cutting,  he  took  a  Bifloury  like  the  common  ones,  only  longer;  and 
with  that  made  an  Incifion  on  the  Left  and  Infide  of  the  Protuberance  of 
the  IJchium,  and  cutting  obliquely  from  below  upwards,  he  divided 
whatever  came  in  his  way  between  that  Protuberance  and  his  Staff, 
which  he  kept  ftill  in  the  Bladder.  His  Incifion  being  finifhed,  he  thruft 
his  Finger  through  the  Wound  into  the  Bladder,  to  find  out  the  Stone ; 
and  having  obferved  where  it  lay,  he  introduced  an  Inftrument  into 
the  Bladder,  of  the  Figure  hereafter  reprefented,  to  dilate  the  Wound, 
that  the  Stone  might  have  more  room  to  come  out,  Upon  this  Dilator, 
which  he  calls  his  Conductor,  he  thruft  in  a  Pair  of  Forceps ,  and  then 
drew  out  the  Conductor  ;  having  felt  for  and  laid  hold  of  the  Stone,  he 
pulled  the  Staff  out  of  the  Urethra ,  then  his  Forceps  and  the  Stone  along 
with  it.  All  this  he  did  with  a  wonderful  Facility,  notwithftanding 
the  Stone  was  as  big  as  an  Hen's  Egg. 


i 
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The  Operation  being  finifhed,  I  differed  the  Parts  which  had  been 
cut  in  Prefence  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  ;  by 
that  means,  and  by  comparing  at  the  fame  time  thefe  Parts  with  thofe 
of  the  other  Side,  we  obferv’d  that  Frere  Jacques  had  cut  fird  about  an 
Inch  and  an  half  deep  in  Fat,  that  from  thence  he  had  carried  his 
Knife  between  the  Mufculus  EreElor  and  the  Lejt  Accelerator ,  but  without 
wounding  either  of  them  ;  and  ladly,  that  he  cut  through  the  whole 
Length  of  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  on  one  Side,  and  about  half  an  Inch 
ot  the  Body  of  it. 


Two  Days  after  this  Experiment  I  waited  on  the  Fird  Prefident,  to 
give  him  an  Account  of  my  Obfervations,  and  at  the  fame  time  my 
Opinion  concerning  Frere  Jacques  Operation  :  My  Report  was  con¬ 
ceived  in  thefe  Terms.

CC  TJRere  Jacques  Method  of  Cutting  appears  to  me  to  be  much 
<c  preferable  to  that  commonly  practis’d,  becaufe  the  Incifion. 
<c  being  made  both  in  the  Neck  and  Body  of  the  Bladder,  and  the 
<c  Stone  extracted  at  the  broaded  part  of  the  Angle  made  by  the  OJfa 
Ci  Ptibis,  comes  out  with  great  Eafe,  and  without  the  leaf!  Force  :  But 
<c  in  the  common  Operation,  as  the  Incifion  is  only  made  in  the  Ure- 
<(  tkra,  and  the  Stone  drawn  through  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  which 
“  remains  entire,  and  at  the  narrowed:  part  of  the  Angle  of  the  OJfa 
“  Pubis ,  it  is  evident  that  the  Extraction  of  the  Stone  through  fuch 
cc  {trait  Paffages  mud  be  very  difficult,  and  require  a  great  deal  of 
cf  Force  when  of  any  confiderable  Bignefs  ;  from  whence  it  is  eafy  to 
cc  conclude,  that  Frere  Jacques  Operation  will  not  be  liable  to  fuch. 
<c  dangerous  Accidents  as  are  found  to  attend  the  other  j  and  that  for 
‘‘  thefe  Reafons, 


<c  i.  Becaufe  in  his  Way  of  Operating  he  cuts  none  of  the  Mufcles. 
cc  of  the  Penis ;  whereas  in  the  common  Way  the  two  Accelerators 
“  are  entirely  feparated  from  one  another,  by  the  Incifion  which 
<£  is  made  of  the  Place  of  their  Union,  that  is,  at  their  Origin  ; 
<c  by  which  means  thefe  Mufcles  happen  very  frequently  to  lofe  their 
“  A&ion.

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*c  2.  In  making  his  Operation  it  muft  be  owned,  indeed,  that  he 
cc  cuts  the  Body  of  the  Proftates ,  the  whole  Neck  of  the  Bladder  on  one 
“  Side,  and  a  little  of  the  Body ;  but  thefe  Parts  having  no  confidera- 
tc  ble  Blood  Velfels  belonging  to  them,  an  Hamorage  is  not  fo  much  to 
fC  be  feared  as  in  the  common  Operation,  in  which  the  Incifion  is  made 
“  in  the  fpungy  and  thick  part  of  the  Urethra ,  which  receive  a  great 
<c  Quantity  of  Blood  from  the  two  Arteries  of  the  Penis , 

<c  3.  His  Operation  can  neither  be  followed  by  a nEchymofis,  Fluxion 
<c  nor  Suppuration  in  the  Membranes  of  the  Scrotum ,  which  happen  fo 
“  frequently  after  the  other  ;  becaufe  the  Place  by  which  he  gets  into 
<c  the  Bladder  has  not  the  fame  Communication  with  the  Scrotum  as 
<c  the  Perinaum ,  in  which  the  other  Lithotomies  begin  their  Incifion. 

tc  4.  By  making  a  large  Wound  in  the  Neck  and  Body  of  the  Blad- 
<c  der,  through  which  he  eafily  draws  out  the  Stone ,  he  evites  the  Con- 
<c  tufion  and  Tearing,  which  in  the  common  Operation  almoft  conftantly 
ct  happens,  both  to  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  and  Proftates  which  are 
<c  joined  to  it,  and  even  to  the  Urethra  itfelf  when  the  Stone  is  large,  or 
(i  its  Surface  rugged.  And  from  hence  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  the  Parts 
<c  which  he  divides  being  only  limply  cut,  -will  very  eafily  reunite  after 
<c  the  Operation,  and  by  this  means  Fifiulas  be  in  a  great  meafure 
cc  prevented  ,•  whereas  in  the  common  Method,  the  Parts  fullering 
lt  moft  commonly  caufe  a  violent  Contulion,  and  a  conliderable  Lofs  of 
<c  Subftance  by  Suppuration,  their  Re-union  is  retarded,  and  thus  Fi- 
<c  Lulas  are  occalioned :  But,  however,  I  am-inclined  to  believe,  that 
*c  if  Frere  ^Jacques  made  his  Incilion  two  Inches  higher  up  than  the  Place 
<c  where  he  now  begins  it,  he  might  get  into  the  Bladder  in  the  fame 
*c  manner,  and  yet  the  Wound  not  be  fo  deep,  and  confequently  fooner 
€c  healed;  fuppofing  always  that  Wounds  in  the  Neck  and  Body  of 
<c  the  Bladder  are  not  mortal,  as  has  been  hitherto  believed,  and 
€C  that  the  SphinBer  Mufcle  may  be  reunited  as  exactly  as  it  was  before, 
fC  which  Experience  alone  mull  determine. 

As  for  the  Inftruments  he  ufes,  I  cannot  find  that  they  are  any 
“  ways  preferable  to  ours.  On  the  contrary,  his  Staff  feems  to  be 
*c  much  more  inconvenient,  both  becaufe  it  forces  the  lower  Part  of  the 
<c  Urethra  too  far  outwards,  and  becaufe  not  being  Grooved  it  cannot  be 
€t  fofurely  cut  upon  ;  for  let  Frere  Jacques  have  never  fo  fieddy  a  Hand, 

tc  the 


<c  the  Point  of  his  'Biflour y  Mifl  be  apt  to  flid’e  either  to  die  Side  6r 
cc  tHer,  upon  a  Staff  which  is  exactly  round.” 


“  The  Conductor  which  He  thrufls  into  the  Bladder  after  the  Wound 
a  is  made,  is  not  at  ail  proper  to  dired  his  Forceps  thither,  and  can  be 
<c  of  no  manner  of  Service  to  dilate  the  Incifion  made  in  the  Neck  and 
<c  and  Body  of  the  Bladder,  becaufe  that  Incifion  is  longer  than  the 
tc  Conductor  is  broad  ;  and  befides  the  Wound  may  be  dilated  by  the 
“  Forceps  with  this  Advantage,  that  the  Dilatation  will  never  be  more 
cc  tlian  is  neceffary,  which  is  what  no  other  Dilator  can  do. 

The  Account  I  have  here  given  of  Monfieur  Mery9  s  Obfervations 
made  on  drffe&ihg  the  Parts  cut  by  Frere  Jacques  in  this  firfl  Tryal  of  his 
Operation,  did  not  properly  belong  to  this  Part  of’  my  Hiflory;  in  width 
my  Defign  is  not  to  confider  either  the  Strndure  of  the  Parts  concerned 
in  this  Method  of  Cutting,  nor  the  Judgment  that  has  or  may  be  formed 
from  thence  concerning  the  Advantages  and  Inconveniencies  thereof.  This 
I  referve  for  a  diflind  Head  :  But  as  Monfieur  Mery  did  afterwards  re- 
trad  the  greatefl  part  of  the  favourable  Opinion  he  had  here  conceiv'd 
of  Frere  Jacques ,  upon  a  more  full  Infight  into  his  Operation  ;  and  as 
this  is  the  firfb  Tryal  that  We  have  any  certain  Account  ever  to  have 
been  made  of  it ;  I  judged  it  neceffary  in  entering  upon  the  Hiflory  of 
this  Method  of  Cutting,  to  make  the  Reader  thus  far  acquainted  with 
the  Nature  of  it,  that  the  Sequel  of  this  Relation  might  be  the  more  ca~ 
lily  underflood.  .

What  Effed  this  Report  had  upon  the  Firfl  Prefident:,  and  the  other 
Perfons  to  whom  it  was  communicated,  Monfieur  Mery  has  not  in¬ 
form'd  us;  nor  of  any  thing  elfe that  happen'd  before  the fecond  Expe¬ 
riment  was  made,  which  was  jufl  a  Week  after  the  firfl. 


On  the  14th  Day  of  the  fame  Month  of  December ,  continues  our  Au¬ 
thor,  I  went  to  th e  Hotel  Dieu>  by  a  fecond  Order  of  the  Firfl  Prefident, 
to  fee  Frere  Jacques  perform  his  Operation  a  fecond  time.  He  cut  the 
dead  Body  of  a  Child  between  Twelve  and  Fourteen  Years  of  Age,  and 
like  wife  of  a  Woman  ;  into  the  Bladders  of  which  Stones  had  been  put 
as  before.  He  cut  the  Boy  exadly  in  the  fame  manner  aS  he  did  the 
Man,  and  I  difieded  the  Parts  cut  in  Prefence  of  the  Phyficians  and 
Surgeons  of  the  Hotel  Dieu.  (17)  F  What 


What  was  the  Refult  of  our  Author’s  Obfervations  vve  fhall  fee  elfe- 
\vhere  ;  as  likewife  the  Account  he  here  gives  of  Frere  Jaques  Method 
of  Cutting  Women.  It  is  fufficient  to  remark  in  this  Place,  that  the 
Judgment  he  makes  of  both  thefe  Operations  was  not  near  fo  favoura¬ 
ble  to  the  Monk  as  the  former  had  been  ;  and  it  may  very  well  be,  that 
this  was  the  Reafon  of  his  leaving  Paris  fo  abruptly,  as  Monfieur  Dionis 
informs  us,  tho’  he  has  by  Miftake  placed  the  Time  of  his  Journey  two 
Months  too  early. 

The  Court  was  then  at  Fontainbleau ,  and  thither  our  Operator  re- 
folved  to  fleer  his  Courfe.  Upon  his  Arrival,  he  addrefs’d  himfelf  to 
Monfieur  du  Chefne,  firfl  Phyfician  to  the  Princes  of  the  Blood,  having 
found  means  to  procure  fome  Letters  of  Recommendation  to  him,  and 
we  may  be  fure  he  did  not  forget  to  fhow  him  his  whole  Bundle  of 
Certificates,  Monfieur  du  Chefne  was  charm’d  with  the  Account 
the  Monk  gave  him  of  his  Defign  in  going  to  Paris,  his  Method  of 
Cutting,  and  the  great  Number  of  Operations  which  he  had  per¬ 
form’d  :  And  out  of  a  Zeal  for  the  Welfare  of  his  Fellow-Creatures, 
which  can  never  be  enough  commended,  he  mentioned  him  to  Mon¬ 
fieur  Fagon,  firfl  Phyfician  to  the  King  ;  to  M.  Bourdelot ,  firfl  Phyfician 
to  the  Dutchefs  of  Burgundy ,  and  to  feveral  others  belides  ;  who  all 
concluded  that  it  would  be  worth  while  to  fee  him  cut  :  And  for  this 
purpofe  a  Shoe-maker’s  Boy  of  Verfailles ,  then  at  Fontainbleau ,  and  who 
was  troubled  with  the  Stone,  luckily  offered  himfelf.  Monfieur  du 
Chefne  immediately  fent  him  to  a  Nurfe,  and  ordered  him  all  manner 
of  Neceffaries.  Frere  Jacques  perform’d  the  Operation  in  Prefence  of 
the  Phyficians,  and  of  Monfieur  Felix,  then  firfl  Surgeon  to  the  King. 
The  Succefs  anfwer’d  their  Expedation,  and  they  were  all  perfedly  fa- 
tisfied  with  what  they  had  feen,  efpecially  Monfieur Felix  ;  who  from 
that  Moment  took  Frere  Jacques  home  to  his  Houfe,  and  kept  him 
there  all  the  time  he  flaid  at  Fontainbleau . 

This  Operation  we  may  eafily  conceive  made  a  great  Noife,  and 
Was  publifhed  all  over  the  Court.  The  Princes  of  the  Blood  were  in¬ 
form’d  of  it  by  Monfieur  du  Chefne ,  and  he  gave  them  an  Account  every 
Day  of  the  Progrefsof  the  Cure.  As  for  his  own  part,  he  look’d  upon 
the  Monk  as  a  Man  fent  by  God  for  the  Relief  of  thofe  who  were  af- 
flided  with  the  Stone ,  by  a  more  eafy  and  lefs  dangerous  Method  th-m 
any  that  had  till  then  been  known  ;  and,  indeed  the  firfl  Effeds  of  his 
Operation  on  the  Shoemaker  were  extremely  happy.  It  was  perform’d 

very' 
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very  quickly,  the  Urine  came  out  through  the  ordinary  Paflfage  a  very 
fhort  time  after;  no  bad  Accident  fuperveen’d,  and  the  Patient  was  able 
to  go  abroad  in  three  Weeks  Time.  (18) 

This  was  the  firft  Operation  that  ever  we  hear  Frere  Jacques  per¬ 
formed,  after  his  Arrival  at  Paris ,  on  a  living  Body.  It  happen’d  at 
Court,  to  which  he  went  of  his  own  Accord,  not  by  Invitation,  as  we 
are  told  by  Mr.  Chefelden  ;  and  by  the  Succefs  of  that,  not  by  the  Repu¬ 
tation  he  had  acquired  by  thofe  he  had  cut  before,  he  recommended 
hinifelf  to  the  Court. 


Monfieur  Dionis  goes  on  to  Frere  Jacques  Manner  of  Cutting  ;  but  the 
Account  thereof  fent  to  Mr.  Buffiere  from  Parisy  being  prior  to  his  in 
order  of  Time,  it  mud  for  that  reafon  be  inferted  before  it.  Here  is 
the  Defcription,  fays  Mr.  Buffiere  to  Sir  Hans  Sloane ,  of  the  Way  of  per¬ 
forming  the  Operation  for  the  Extraction  of  the  Stone  out  of  the  Bladder 
by  Brother  James ,  an  Hermit  in  France ,  as  I  received  it  from  Paris . 

He  maketh  ufe  of  a  Steel  Staff,  much  bigger  and  fhorter  than  thofe 
which  are  commonly  made  ufe  of.  It  is  fhorter  from  the  Top  to  the 
Bending  of  it,  it  bends  more  than  ours  ;  he  hath  but  two,  one  for 
Men  and  another  for  Children.

His  ConduFtor  is  {lender  and  longer  than  ours  ;  the  Point  whereof, 
which  goes  into  the  Bladder,  being  of  the  Figure  of  a  Lozenge,  is  wide 
and  open  in  the  Extremity.

His  Forceps  have  longer  Branches  than  ours ;  but  the  Holds  of  them 

are  fhorter  and  wider,  with  many  large  Teeth  within.

The  Eurethra  with  which  he  draweth  the  Sand  or  Gravel,  which  re- 
m  ain  fometimes  in  the  Bladder  after  the  Stone  is  out,  is  fhorter  than  ours* 

His  Knife  is  much  longer  and  {lenderer  than  ours. 


He 
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He  caufeth  the  Patient  to  lie  flat  upon  his  Back,  -either-upon  his  Bed 
or  upon  a  Table,  whereupon  is  a  foft  Quilt,  in  fuch  a  manner,  that 
the  Fundament  is  three  or  four  Fingers  over  the  Table,  fome  Servants 
fupporting  his  Legs  and  Thighs.  He  ufeth  no  Ligature  to  fallen  the 
Patient,  giving  him  more  Liberty  than  we  do ;  he  caufeth  his  Legs  to  be 
bent  againfl  the  Thighs,  but  not  the  Thighs  again#  the  Belly,  except 
the  Left,  which  in  his  Operation  he  ufeth  more  or  left,  as  he  thinks  lit. 

Then  he  introduceth  the  Catheter  or  Staff  into  the  Bladder ;  whichi 
tho5  bigger  and  fhorter  than  ours,  yet  feemeth  to  run  in  eafier.  Very 
often  he  holdeth  it  himfelf  with  his  Left  Hand,  preffing  it  clofe  towards 
the  Fundament,  in  order  to  dilate  and  extend  the  Membranes  of  the 
Bladder ;  then  he  feeleth  with  the  Fingers  of  his  Right  Hand,  to  find 
our  the  Staff  through  the  Skin  ;  fo  havingfelt  it,  he  runneth  his  Incifion 
Knife,  at  the  Bent  of  the  Left  Thigh,  upon  the  fat  Protuberance  be¬ 
low  the  Ifibium  Bone,  dire&ly  upwards  by  the  ReEium  to  the  Blad¬ 
der,  which  he  pierceth  by  its  Neck,  and  fometimes  a  little  above  it. 
When  he  cutteth,  the  cutting  Parts  of  his  Knife  are  turned  upwards 
and  downwards.  Having  thus  pierced  the  Bladder,  which  he  knoweth 
by  the  Urine  running  out,  then  he  turneth  his  Knife,  and  thrufleth  it 
a  little  further,  in  order  to  open  the  Bladder  wide  enough  that  his 
Finger  may  go  in  eafily  ,*  then  he  withdraweth  his  Knife,  and  eniargeth 
the  Wound  in  the  outward  Parts,  of  the  Length  of  two  or  three  Inches  ; 
after  which  he  thrufleth  his  Finger  into  the  Bladder,  in  order  to  know 
more  precifely  the  Bignefs  and  Situation  of  the  Stone ,  and  make  it  loofe, 
but  chiefly  to  dilate  the  Overture  of  the  Bladder,  by  tearing  its  Mem¬ 
branes.  ^ 

Then  he  introduceth  his  ConduEtor  into  the  Bladder,  along  this  Finger 
which  is  in  it..

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When  the  Conduclor  is  in  the  Bladder  he  taketh  the  Staff  out,  and  in¬ 
troduce^  the  Forceps  by  the  Conductor  into  it,  with  which  he  gets  hold 
of  the  St'Qne'&hd  draweth'it  out.

If  he  finds  any  Difficulty,  either  in  getting  hold  of  the  Stone,  or  in 
drawing  it  out,  he  ufeth  all  the  Ways  commonly  ufed,  railing  the  Left 
.Thigh  more  or  lefs,  putting  his  Finger  in  the  Fundament,  and  fome¬ 
times 
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times  the  Bladder,  in  order  to  examine  the  Situation  of  the  Stone,  and 
loofen  it  in  cafe  there  might  be  any  Adhefion  with  the  Membranes  of 
the  Bladder.  Having  found  out,  and  removed  the  Caufe  of  the  Diffi¬ 
culty,  he  thrufteth  the  Forceps  again  into  the  Bladder,  and  gets  hold  o t 
tile  Stone,  and  pulls  it  out.  •  .  ~  .  *  ;  ;

It  is  to  be  obferv’d,  that  this  fecond  Time,  nor  any  other,  he  ufeth 
no  Conductor ,  the  Forceps  running  in  very  ealily.  Be  never  thrufteth 
his  Finger  or  any  In iiru merit  into  the  Bladder,  without  fteeping  them 
in  Oil  of  Rofes.  He  never  ufes  any  Dilatator  ium  or  Camlet,  or  Tents 
in  the  Wound,  except  fome  fmail  Poffils  in  the  Lips  of  the  outward 
Wound,  to  keep  them  open  for  a  little  while.  He  ufeth  no  Ointments 
at  all  for  the  YVound,  applying  only  a  Pledget  fteeped  in  Oil  of  Rofes 
upon  it ;  for  he  underftands  nothing  at  all  of  the  Way  of  drefling 
Wounds,  nor  in  the  Diet  which  the  Patient  is  to  obferve ;  which 
Things  he  doth  not  value.  In  this  Way  he  operates  as  dexteroufly  as 
any  of  our  beft  Operators.  (19) 

Wherein  this  Account  of  Frere  Jacques  Operation  differs  from  the 
reft  ;  and  alfo  wherein  they  all  differ  from  one  another,  we  fhall  be 
better  able  to  (liow,  when  we  have  gone  through  all  that  belongs  to  the 
Hiftory  of  it. 

The  next  Author,  in  order  of  Time,  who  has  faid  any  thing  further 
about  the  Method  of  performing  it,  is  Saviard  ,*  and  he  has  only  told 
us,  that  Frere  Jacques,  wrho  cut  feveral  Patients  in  the  Hotel  Dieu  in  the 
Year  1698,  ufed  to  leave  a  large  ill-contrived  Catheter  in  the  Bladder  till 
he  had  extra&ed  the  Stone.  (20) 


Dionis ,  to  whom  we  now  return,  begins  his  Account  of  Frere  Jacques 
Method,  by  obferving,  that  he  took  no  Pains  to  prepare  his  Patients 
for  the  Operation,  and  cared  not  whether  they  had  been  blooded  and 
purged  before-hand  or  not.  He  places  the  Patient  upon  the  Edge  of  a 
Table  fet  in  a  good  Light,  and  then  lays  him  upon  his  Back,  wdth  only 
a  Pillow  under  his  Head.  He  raifes  his  Thighs,  feparates  them  wide 
from  one  another,  bends  his  Legs  fo  that  his  Heels  and  Buttocks  almoft 
meet,  and  fets  two  ftrong  Men  to  keep  him  in  that  Pofture,  without 
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binding  him  at  all,  but  trufting  entirely  to  the  Strength  and  Manage¬ 
ment  of  thefe  Alliftants. 


The  Patient  being  thus  in  a  proper  Situation,  he  introduces  a  greas’d 
Staff  not  groov’d,  into  the  Penis ,  and  holding  it  in  his  Left-hand, 
he  thrufts  out  that  part  of  the  Bladder  where  he  defigns  to  make  his 
Incifion  :  Then  taking  in  his  Right  a  long  Biftoury  fhaped  like  a  Dag¬ 
ger,  he  plunges  it  near  the  Point  of  the  Left  Buttock,  two  Fingers 
breadth  from  the  Perinaum ,  and  pufhing  it  freight  towards  the  Blad¬ 
der,  he  Cuts  into  the  Body  thereof  as  near  the  Neck  as  he  can,  making 
an  Incifion  as  wide  as  the  Size  of  the  Stone  requires  it,  before  ever  he 
takes  out  his  Biftoury, 

He  makes  ufe  of  a  Conductor  in  order  to  diredt  the  Forceps ,  which  is 
made  pretty  much  of  the  fame  Shape  with  ours  ,*  but  very  often  before 
he  introduces  this  Inftrument,  he  thrufts  his  Finger  into  the  Wound. to 
difcover  the  Situation  of  the  Stone,  As  foon  as  he  lays  hold  of  it  with 
the  Forceps,  he  pulls  it  out  fuddenly  and  roughly,  never  refledting  on  the 
bad  Confequences  that  fuch  Violence  may  be  attended  with.  If  there 
be  more  Stones  than  one,  he  extra&s  all  of  them  after  the  fame  manner  ; 
and  when  he  finds  there  are  none  left,  he  believes  his  whole  Work  to  be 
done,  for  he  never  thinks  of  getting  any  Apparatus  ready  before-hand, 
nor  of  drefling  his  Patients  after  the  Operation.  He  ufes  no  Aftringents 
nor  Defenfives ;  all  he  does  is  to  apply  a  little  Oil  and  Wine  to  the 
Wound ;  and  when  he  is  put  in  mind  of  the  Necefiity  there  is  of  the 
Patient’s  being  well  looked  after,  his  Anfwer  is,  I  have  extradfed  the 
Stone y  I  leave  God  to  cure  the  Patient.  (21)

Mr.  Chefelden,  in  order  to  explain  Frere  Jacques  new-invented  Way  of 
Cutting  for  the  Stone,  thinks  it  fufficient  to  tell  us,  that  it  was  by  the 
Dire&ion  of  a  Staff  into  the  Bladder  near  the  Return  ;  and  as  he  fup- 
pofes  this  to  be  the  fame  with  that  pradtis’d  afterwards  in  Holland  by 
Mr.  Rau,  wre  may  gather  this  further,  that  he  thought  the  Incifion 
was  made  in  the  Bladder  exadfly  betwixt  the  Ureters .  (22)

Albinus  informs  us,  that  the  Parts  propofed  to  be  cut  in  Frere  Jacques 
Operation,  were  not  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  as  had  been  anciently 
practis’d,  nor  the  Urethra^s  was  commonly  done  at  that  time  ;  but  the 
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Bladder  itfelf  on  one  Side,  near  the  Neck,  and  a  little  towards  the  lower 
and  back  Part.  In  order  to  this  the  Patient  was  laid  upon  his  Back* 
with  his  Knees  ere&,  his  Thighs  bent,  and  kept  at  a  fmall  Diftance 
from  one  another.  The  Incifion  was  begun  on  the  Side  of  the  Anus , 
and  afterwards  the  Knife  was  thruft  obliquely  inwards,  and  a  little  up¬ 
wards  all  the  way  to  that  Part  of  the  Bladder  already  defcribed  ,*  and 
Iaftly,  a  Pair  of  Forceps  introduced  through  the  Wound  to  lay  hold  of 
and  extract  the  Stone. 


Thefe  are  all  the  Accounts  that  I  can  find  ever  to  have  been  publifh’d 
concerning  Frere  Jacques  Method  of  Cutting  upon  the  Staff ;  and  I  have 
placed  them  all  together,  Mer/s  alone  excepted,  which  came  in  more 
naturally  before,  that  it  may  be  eafiier  for  the  Reader  to  compare  them 
with  one  another,  or  at  leaf!  to  perceive  the  Truth  and  Exa&nefs  of 
the  Comparifon  I  fhall  lay  before  him  in  its  proper  Place. 

Frere  Jacques  was  fuificiently  earefs’d  at  Fontainbleau,  not  to  think  of 
leaving  it  while  the  Court  remained  there  ;  but  I  hear  of  no  other  Ope¬ 
rations  he  perform’d  during  his  Stay.  It  had  one  good  -Effe£t  however  : 
By  giving  the  News  of  his  extraordinary  Succefs,  and  the  kind  Recep- 
ception  he  met  with  at  Court,  time  to  fpread  over  Paris ;  he  found  ids 
Reputation  as  a  Lithotomifl  much  better  eftablifhed  upon  his  Return* 
than  it  could  otherwife  have  been,  tho5  he  had  made  a  Thoufand  Ex¬ 
periments  before  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  the  Hofpitals.  The 
Approach  of  the  Court  to  Paris  contributed  further  to  this  ;  and  there¬ 
fore  no  fooner  had  the  King  left  Fontaiubleau  to  go  to  Ver failles,  but 
Frere  Jacqites  refolved  to  try  his  Fortune  once  more  at  Paris  ;  if  that 
can  be  called  a  Tryal,  in  which  he  knew  the  Genius  of  his  Nation  too 
well,  not  to  be  fure  tofucceed. 


He  arrived  there  about  the  Beginning  of  April  1 69$,  having  been 
between  Three  and  Four  Months  abfent.  A  very  few  Days  after  his 
Return,  he  cut  a  Woman  nam’d  de  Lorrain ,  a  Boy  between  Sixteen  and 
Seventeen  Years  of  Age,  two  Men  and  another  Boy,  and  three  more,  at 
W'hich  Monfieur  Mery  was  not  prefen t.  The  Days  of  the  Month  in. 
which  all  thefe  Operations  were  perform’d  are  not  fet  down  ;  but  they 
muft  all  have  followed  very  clofe  upon  one  another,  for  before  the  End 
of  April  he  had  made  a  Journey  to  Ver failles,  cut  four  People  in  an  Xio- 
fpital  there,  was  return’d  to  Paris}  and  had  cut  in  the  Hofpitals  of  that 

City,, 


City,  having  obtained  what  he  fomuch  defired,  Leave  fa  to  do,  in  the 
manner  we  fhall  prefently  relate. 

Concerning  the  Fate  of  thefe  Twelve  Patients,  for  I  do  not  find 
that  he  cut  any  more,  tho3  it  is  very  probable  he  did,  Monfieur  Meryf 
informs  us,  that  one  of  the  Pmfians  died  two  Days  after  the  Opera¬ 
tion,  another  in  three  Days,  another  in  the  Month  of  September  follow¬ 
ing,  having  never  been  cured  ;  the  reft  lived,  but  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
did  this  new  Method  no  great  Honour,  as  we  fhall  hear  in  the  proper 
Place.  Mery  fays  nothing  of  nis  Journey  to  Verjaities ;  but  Dionis  who 
mentions  it  owns,  that  all  the  Patients  he  cut  there  recovered  in  fome 
fort  or  other.  (23) 

One  of  the  Three  laft  of  the  Paris  Patients  he  cut  upon  the  Gripe . 
This  is  the  firft  time  we  hear  of  his  Cutting  for  the  Stone  in  that  man¬ 
ner  ;  and  Monfieur  Mery  has  given  us  the  following  Account  of  his 
Method.  He  introduces  the  Fore  and  Middle  Fingers  of  his  Left 
Hand  through  the  Anus  into  the  Inteflinum  Return ;  and  prefling  upon 
the  Bladder  behind  with  his  two  Fingers,  and  before  with  his  Right 
Hand  upon  the  Belly,  he  thrufts  the  Stone  towards  the  Perinaum ,  and 
keeps  it  there  by  means  of  the  two  Fingers  which  he  holds  firmly  behind 
it.  In  his  Right  Hand  he  takes  his  Biftoury,  and  beginning  at  the  Pro¬ 
tuberance  of  the  Ifchium ,  he  cuts  all  the  Parts  that  lie  between  that  and 
the  Stone.  So  that  his  two  Ways  of  Operating  difier,  not  in  the  Courfe 
of  the  Incifion,  but  only  in  the  Inftruments  he  ufes,  and  the  Manner  of 
cxtra&ing  the  Stone ;  for  whereas  in  the  great  Apparatus  he  cuts  upon  a 
Staff,  and  ufes  Forceps  to  draw  out  the  Stone ,  in  this  he  cuts  upon  the 
Stone  itfelf,  and  takes  it  out  by  means  of  a  Curete  of  about  an  Inch  in 
breadth.  Firft  of  all  he  dilates  the  Bottom  of  the  Wound,  by  thruft- 
ing  his  Condu&or  into  the  Bladder ;  then  forces  in  his  Curete  between  the 
Stone  and  the  upper  internal  Surface  of  the  Bladder  ,*  and  having  got  it 
behind  the  Stone ,  he  raifes  the  Handle  of  it  with  his  Right  Hand,  the 
two  Fingers  of  his  Left  remaining  ftiil  in  their  former  Place ;  and  thus, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  a  Weight  is  raifed,  or  any  other  Obftacle  re¬ 
moved  by  a  Lever,  he  forces  out  the  Stone .  (24)

Mr.  Buffiere y s  Correfpondent  has  likewife  taken  Notice  of  this  Me¬ 
thod  of  Operating.  Brother  James,  he  fays,  very  often  cutteth  the  Pa¬ 
tient  upon  the  Gripe ,  almoft  in  die  fame  manner  as  was  ufed  formerly, 

except 
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except  that  he  maketh  the  Inciiion  in  the  fame  Place  as  for  the  for¬ 
mer  ;  this  Way  he  iiketh  better  than  the  other,  and  it  feemeth  t  to  be 
more  favoured  by  him,  and  indeed  it  is  furer,  tho’  the  prefling  upon 
the  Belly  which  he  doth,  is  a  very  bad  Method.  (25) 

Neither  Dionis,  nor  any  of  the  reft  of  our  Authors,  have  fo  much  as 
mention’d  this  fecond  Way  of  Cutting.  The  Succefs  that  attended  it 
we  fhall  fee  as  we  go  along. 

We  are  now  come  to  that  Period  of  Ft  ere  Jacques  Tranfadions  at 
Paris  ;  in  which,  as  his  Wifhes  feem’d  to  be  entirely  crown’d,  fo  a 
fpeedy  Foundation  was  laid  for  the  Ruin  of  that  Reputation  which  he  had 
fo  unaccountably  acquired.  The  Operations  which  he  had  perform’d 
immediately  upon  his  Return  from  Fontainbleau,  had  fo  far  fucceeded,  as 
that  but  Two  Patients  died  out  of  Twelve  that  we  know  he  cut.  This, 
joined  to  the  favourable  Charader  that  fome  Phyficians  from  the  Pro¬ 
vinces  gave  of  him  at  Court,  and  the  great  Merit  that  was  made  there 
of  what  had  already  happen’d  to  him  at  Fontainbleau,  made  the  Magi- 
ftrates  of  Paris  (not  the  King,  as  far  as  we  can  learn  either  from  Mery 
or  Dionis ,  26)  begin  to  think  ferioufly  of  allowing  him  to  Cut  in  the 
two  great  Hofpitals  of  that  City.  In  order  to  that,  however,  the  Firft 
President  thought  it  proper  to  call  together  the  Adminiftrators  of  the 
Hotel  Dieu,  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  belonging  to  it,  and  alfo  Mef- 
(ieurs  Mery  and  Beffiere  who  had  before  been  commiflion’d  by  him  to 
infped  Frere  Jacques  Experiments  on  dead  Bodies,  to  hear  their  Senti¬ 
ments  upon  a  Matter  wherein  the  Lives  of  the  Sick  People  in  that  Ho- 
fpital  were  fo  nearly  concern’d.  The  AiTembly  was  held  in  the  Arch- 
bifhop’s  Palace  on  the  24th  Day  of  April ,  and  Monfieur  Mery  was  de- 
fired  to  give  his  Opinion  the  firft.  He  has  fet  down  at  length  the 
Difcourfe  he  made  upon  that  Occafion;  in  which  he  endeavours  to 
oppofe  the  Monk’s  being  allow’d  to  Cut,  as  ftrenuoufiy  as  he  had  in  his 

former  Report  recommended  him. 

■/ 
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None  of  the  other  Phyficians  nor  Surgeons  pretended  to  difpute  ei¬ 
ther  the  Fads  ailedg’d  by  Monfieur  Mery ,  or  the  Confequences  he 
drew  from  them  ;  but  they  thought,  that  confidering  the  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  fuccefsful  Operations  which  he  had  perform’d  in  the  Provinces,  as 
they  were  inform’d  by  the  Phyficians  there  refiding,  it  would  be  hard 
to  condemn  his  new  Method  altogether,  upon  account  of  a  few  unlucky 

H  Expe- 
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E*perimcnts  he  had  made  of  it  at  Paris ,  efpecially  fince  the  Publick  was 
fo  much  prejudiced  in  his  Favour  ;  and  therefore  they  gave  it  as  their 
Opinion,  that  the  fureff  Way  was  to  admit  him  to  make  new  Tryals, 
which  he  could  by  no  other  means  do  fo  well,,  as  by  being  allowed  to 
Cut  in  the  Hotel  Dieu  j  and  this  was  accordingly  refolvM  on,  (27) 

He  was  at  the  fame  time  admitted  to  the  Charite  ;  and  in  thefe  two 
Hofpitals  he  Cut  Sixty  Patients,  Forty  two  in  the  firft,  and  Eighteen 
in  the  fccond,  during  the  Space  of  one  Seafon ;  that  is,  at  fartheft  be¬ 
tween  the  24th  of  April  and  the  Beginning  of  July  ;  for  by  the  8ch  Day 
of  that  Month,  he  had  left  Paris ,  reached  Orleans ,  (which,  is  iqo  Miles 
diftant  from  it)  and  there  performed  an  Operation. 

The  Crowds  to  fee  him  Cut  were  inconceivable  ,*  there  was  not  a 
Phyfician  nor  Surgeon  who  did  not  flrive  to  get  in,  infomuch,  that 
they  were  forced  to  have  Guards  to  keep  off  the  Prefs  ;  and  there  have 
been  Two  Hundred  Perfons  prefent  at  once  at  his  Operations. 

Of  thefe  Sixty  Patients  Dionis  tells  us  more  died  than  lived,  and 
at  the  Time  he  wrote  that  may  be  true  ;  but  by  a  Computation 
which  Monfieur  Mery  made  of  the  different  Fate  of  them,  about  Sep¬ 
tember  following,  as  near  as  I  can  guefs,  fince  no  Part  of  his  Relation 
appears  to  have  been  written  after  that  Time  ;  and  it  is  certain  it  did 
not  exceed  a  full  Year,  becaufe  towards  the  latter  End  of  it  he  calls  the 
Time  in  which  Frere  Jacques  Cut  in  the  Hofpitals  the  lafl  Spring  :  By 
this  Computation,  I  fay,  it  appears  that  Twenty  Five  died  foon  after 
the  Operation  ,•  Thirteen  went  from  the  Hofpitals  perfe&ly  cured, 
as  was  thought,  tho’  afterwards  he  was  inform’d  that  fome  of  their 
Wounds  had  broke  out  afrefh ;  and  Twenty  Five  remain’d  in  the  Ho¬ 
fpitals,  fome  afflided  with  Incontinence  of  Urine,  others  with  Fiflulas, 
and  all  of  them  fo  very  low,  that  according  to  the  Information  he  had 
received  from  the  Officers  and  Servants  of  the  Hofpitals,  there  was  on 
the  30th  of  July  very  little  Hopes  of  their  Recovery.  On  this  Day, 
our  Author  fays,  he  ended  his  Obfervations  ;  but  as  in  other  Places  of 
his  Book  he  mentions  Fads  which  did  not  happen  till  September ,  it  is 
plain  they  were  retouched  after  that  Time.  (28) 


Mon- 
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Monlit*ur  Mtry  \\f as  at  Pains  to  examine  the  Bodies  of  fuck  as  died 
after  Frere  Jacques  Operations  with  a  great  deal  of  Care,  and  he  has  fet 
down  the  Oblervations  he  made  upon  them  :  By  thefe  we  may  with 
great  Certainty  judge  of  the  Merit  of  thele  Methods  of  Cutting  for  the 
Stone ;  but  before  we  can  proceed  to  that,  fome  few  Fadts  more,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Hiftory  of  them,  mull  fir  if  be  related.  ,  : 

It  is  not  mentioned,  neither  by  Mery  nor  Dionis ,  how  many  died  out 
of  eachHofpital;  but  it  is  probable  that  the  Number  was  greater  in  Pro¬ 
portion  to  thofe  he  Cut  in  the  Charite  than  in  the  Hotel  Dieu.  Dionis 
fays,  that  Seven  died  there  in  one  Day ;  and  from  thence,  and  from  a 
Quarrel  which  Frere  Jacques  is  faid  to  have  had  with  fome  of  the  Monks 
of  that  Houfe,  it  was,  that  he  and  his  Friends  took  occafion  to  trump 
up  a  fictitious  Story,  that  the  Monks  fometimes  poifon'd  his  Patients, 
and  fometimes  cut  other  Parts  in  drefling  their  Wounds,  than  thofe 
.which  he  had  touched,  in  order  to  difcredit  his  Operation.  This  Story, 
how  unlikely  fo  ever,  gained  the  Belief  of  great  Numbers  of  People,  and 
the  Death  of  Frere  Jacques  Patients  turned  as  much  to  his  Honour,  as 
his  having  fayed  the  Lives  of  the  reft.,-  but  at  length,  when  upon  Dif- 
fe&ion  of  the  dead  Bodies,  efpecially  of  thofe  who  had  been  Cut  at  the 
Hotel  Dieiiy  in  which  there  was  no  Suspicion  of  any  Fraud,  the  Ignorance 
of  the  Operator,  and- the  Inconveniences  of  the  Operations,  came  to  be 
plainly  difcovered,  this  Accufation  vanifhed  into  Smoak  ;  and  with  it 
the  Reputation  of  Frere  Jacques ,  and  his  Intereil  at  Paris ,  which  he  had 
reafon  to  think  fo  well  eflablifiied  ;  fo  that  it  was  foon  afterwards  re- 
folved  that  he  fhould  be  no  more  allowed  to  Cut  in  either  of  the  Hofpi- 

tals.  (29) 

What  contributed  very  much  to  this  fudden  Difgrace  of  Frere  Jacques 
was  the  Death  of  the  Marefchal  de  POrge ,  which  happened  in  the  moft 
cruel  and  lamentable  Manner,  the  very  next  Day  after  he  had  been  Cut 
by  him  j  while  at  the  fame  time  Monfieur  Fagon ,  who,  notwithftanding 
all  the  Sollicitations  that  were  made  to  him,  to  put  himfelf  in  the 
Hands  of  Frere  Jacques ,  refolved  rather  to  trufl  the  Art  of  Monfieur 
Marefchal ,  a  skilful  and  regularly  bred  Surgeon,  recovered  perfe&ly  af¬ 
ter  undergoing  the  fame  Operation.  (30) 

.  Frere  Jacques  finding  his  Credit  quite  funk  at  Parisy  and  that  there 
\yas  no  Hopes  left  of  getting  any  more  Employment  there,  thought  his 

bell 


belt  Way  was  to  withdraw  to  fome  other  City  in  France;  and  Orleans 
was  the  Place  he  pitched  upon.  There,  between  the  8th  and  15th  Day 
of  July,  he  perform'd  Eight  Operations,  Five  in  the  Publick  Hofpitai 
of  that  City,  and  Thr  ee  eife where;  as  we  are  inform'd  by  a  Letter  which 
Monfieur  Noel,  a  Phyfician  of  Orleans,  wrote  to  Monfieur  Mery,  dated 
Sept.  13.  1698.  The  Succefs  of  thefe  Operations  was  every  bit  as  bad 
as  thofe  he  performed  in  the  Hofpitals  of  Paris.  Three  of  the  Eight 
Patients  died  within  a  few  Days  after  the  Operation  ;  a  Fourth  before 
September, that  is,  in  Jefs  than  two  Months  after  he  was  Cut ;  One  reco¬ 
vered  perfe&ly ;  arid  the  other  Three  continued  in  a  languishing  State, 
being  either  troubled  with  an  Incontinence  of  Urine,  or  very  grofs 
Symptoms  of  a  Fiflula.  (3 1)  ^ 

Dronis  fays,  he  Cut  afterwards  at  Lyons ,  and  iri  other  Cities  in  France  ; 
but  he  muft  certainly  be  miiiaken,  {face  by  an  Advertifement  in  the 
Amflerdam  Gazette,  dated  the  8th  of  Auguft,  it  appears,  that  on  the 
28th  of  July 3  that  is  (allowing  for  the  Difference  of  the  Stile)  only 
23  Days  after  his  laft  Operation  at  Orleans,  he  arrived  at  Aix  la  Cha¬ 
pe  lie.  The  Subilance  of  that  Advertifement  is  as  follows  :

“  Surgeons  to  teach  them  his  Way  of  Cutting,  and  all  his  other  Ope- 
u  rations  gratis ;  and  to  all  Phyficians,  to  fhow  them  infallible  Reme- 
“  dies  agairift  the  Gravel.  He  lodges  at  Monfieur  Blondel’s  a  Phyfician. 
iC  His  Operations  are  all  New,  and  of  his  own  Invention.  That  for 
iC  the  Stone  in  particular  never  endangers  Life,  and  no  Fiflula  is  to  be 
Feared  after  it.  He  has  perform'd  it  cn Multitudes. at  Paris  and  Ver- 
u  failles,  in  Prefence  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  of  the  King  of 
4<  France 3  and  met  with  an  uni verfal  Approbation.  (32)

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The  Stile  of  this  Advertifement  fhows,  that  it  was  publifhed  by  the 
Monk’s  own  Order  j  and  from  it,  as  well  as  feveral  other  Particulars 
of  his  Hihory,  it  appears  fufEciently  that  he  mufl  have  been  a  moll  pro¬ 
fligate  abandon'd  Wretch  ;  and  that  under  an  outward  Air  of  Simpli¬ 
city 
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city  and  Self-denial,  he  concealed  fome  fee  ret  Defigri  or  other,  which 
perhaps  the  Multitudes  of  Perfons  that  died  under  his  Hands  prevent¬ 
ed  his  ever  putting  in  Execution. 

He  gives  himfelf  out  here  not  only  for  an  Operator  for  the  Stone,  but 
a  Curer  of  Ruptures .  He  had  made  fome  Experiments  of  his  Talents  that 
Way  in  Paris ,  and  more  at  Orleans :  His  Patients  all  of  them  recovered 
after  the  Operation,  at  leaf:  we  hear  of  none  that  died  ;  but  as  it 
was  always  accompanied  with  Caftration,  it  foon  met  with  a  general 
Difguft,  and  therefore  he  laid  it  afide  during  all  the  reft  of  the  Time 
he  remained  at  Paris .  (3  3) 

What  Reception  he  found  at  Aixla  Chapelk  I  have  not  as  yet  learned, 
nor  whither  he  went  from  thence.  It  is  certain  he  was  afterwards  in 
Holland,  and  Cut  for  the  Stone  there  ;  as  we  learn  from  Albinus  in  the 
following  Words,  ££  While  Rau  taught  Anatomy  and  practis’d  Surgery 
“  at  Amflerdam ,  Frere  Jacques  arrived  there  to  pra&ife  his  new  Method 
cc  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone ,  as  he  had  already  done  in  France .  For  this 
<c  purpofe  he  obtained  a  Permiflion  from  the  Civil  Magiftrate  ,*  and  Rau 
“  was  frequently  prefent  at  his  Operations,  which  he  highly  blamed 
<c  and  condemn’d.  This  Freedom  of  his  gave  fome  Umbrage  at  firft, 
<£  and  he  found  himfelf  obliged  to  hold  his  Tongue  ,*  but  afterwards, 
“  when  they  faw  that  all  he  had  faid  was  confirmed  by  the  Event, 
<c  Frere  Jacques  Permiflion  was  taken  from  him,  and  Rau  made  Publick 
£c  Lithotomift  in  his  Room* 
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A  Comp  ar if  on  of  the  federal  Defer  iptions 
that  have  been  given  of  Frere  Jaques 
Methods  of  Cutting  Males.

IN  the  foregoing  Hiftory  I  have  colle&ed  all  that  I  can  find  in  Au¬ 
thors  concerning  the  two  Methods  ufed  by  Frere  Jacques  in  Cutting 
Men  ;  but  as  thefe  Accounts  are  not  only  fome  of  them  more  full  and 
compleat  than  others,  but  likewife  differ  from  one  another  in  feveral 
Particulars,  I  have  thought  it  necefiary  to  compare  them  together ;  it 
being  impoflible  to  judge  as  we  ought  concerning  the  true  Merit  of  ah 
Operation,  except  we  be  firft  throughly  acquainted  with  the  true  Mar¬ 
iner  of  performing  it.  .  v‘  ^ 


To  begin  therefore  by  the  Preparation  of  the  Patient,  the  firft  Step 
towards  all  Operations  of  this  kind;  Dionis ,  the  only  Author  who  has 
faid  any  thing  about  it,  affures  us,  that  Frere  Jacques  looked  upon 
Blooding,  Purging,  and  every  thing  elfe  that  goes  under  that  Name, 
as  Things  indifferent  and  of  no  Gonfequence  to  the  Succefs  of  the 
Operation ;  and  indeed  this  agrees  fo  well  with  the  Chara&er  we  have 
given  of  him,  and  efpecially  the  fliort  Stay  he  ufually  made  in  the  Places 
where  he  Cut,  that  there  can  be  no  room  to  doubt  of  the  Truth  of  it. 

The  Xnft rumen ts  he  made  Ufe  of  .  were  firft  a  Catheter  or  Staff.  In 
deferibing  this,  all  our  Authors  agree  well  enough ;  and  from  what  they 
have  faid,  we  may  conclude  that  it  was  made  of  Steely  (olid,  round, 
without  a.  Groove*  thicker  and  (hotter  than  thofe  ufed  in  the  common 

Way, 
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Way,  fhorter  from  the  Top  to  the  Bending,  and  bent  more;  that  he 
had  two  forts,  one  for  Men,  and  one  for  Children,  differing  only  in 
Size ;  and  that  before  he  ufed  itr  he  always  dip’d  it  in  Oil  of  Rofes,  or 
fome  fu  ch  thing,. 

His  Incifion  Knife,  or  Biftoury ,  as  it  is  call’d  in  French T  differ’d  from 
the  common  one  chiefly  in  Length.  Buffiere  adds,  that  it  was  flenderer  5 
and  Dionis ,  that  it  was  (haped  like  a  Poinard  or  Dagger. 

Mery  has  given  us  a  Figure  of  his  Dilator  or  CmduBor ,  by  which  it 
will  be  better  underhood  than  by  any*  Defcription  that  has  been  made 
of  it.  Dionis  fays  in  general,  that  it  is  pretty  much  of  the  fame  Shape 
with  the  common  one,  which  I  believe  is  pretty  fir  from  being  true. 
But  Mr.  Buffiere  %  Defcription  will  agree  very  well  with  Mety’s  Figure. 
His  Conductor, i ays  he,  is  (lenderr  and  longer  than  the  common  one ;  the 
Point  whereof,  that  is  all  that  Part  which  goes  into  the  Bladder,  being 
of  the  Figure  of  a  Lozenge*  is  wide  and  open  in  the  Extremity.

His  Forceps  no  Author  has  defcribed  except  Mr.  Buffiere,  that  is,  they 
all  believed  it  to  be  like  the  common  one  ;  but  he  tells  us,  that  the 
Branches  are  longer  and  the  Holds  fhorter  and  wider,  with  many  large 
Teeth  within.  It  is  for  the  fame  Reafon  that  they  fay  nothing  of  his 
Scoop;  but  Mr.  Buffiere  takes  Notice,  that  that  Inftrument,  which  he 
calls  an  Eurethrafii s  fhoner  than  the  common  fort. 
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The  Situation  of  the  Patient,  Number  and  OfKce  of  the  Affiftants^  > 
follow  next  in  Order.  About  all  thefe  Monueur  Mery  is  entirely  filent ;  * 
Buffiere ,  Dionis  and  Alhinus  agree,  except  in  a  very  few  Particulars,  The 
Patient  is  laid  upon  his  Back  on  a  Bed  or  Table,  witte  a  foft  Quilt  un¬ 
der  him,  or  only  a  Pillow  under  his  Head,  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
Fundament  is  Three  or  Four  inches  over  the  Edge  of  the  Table,  the 
Thighs  ere&,  not  bent  towards  the  Belly,  and  at  a  good  Diftanee  from, 
one  another  ;  (Alhinus  fays  they  are  bent,  and  not  much  feparated ;) 
the  Legs  bent  fo  as  that  the  Heels  do  almoft  touch  the  Buttock  ;  and 
in  this  Pofture  he  is  kept  by  two  ftrong  Afliftants,  without  the  help  o£ 
any  Ligature,  fo  that  the  Operator  is  at  Liberty  to  move  any  Part,  as 
be  thinks  convenient.  'f  *1 
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The  Patient  being  placed  in  this  manlier,  Mery  tells  us  that  Frere 
Jacques  introduceth  his  Catheter  into  the  Bladder  ;  and  Bujjiere  adds,  that 
tho>  it  be  bigger  and  Ihorter  than  the  common  ones,  yet  it  feems  to 
run  in  eafier ;  that  he  very  often  ( Dionis  fays  always)  holds  it  in  his 
Left  Hand,  and  preffes  it  clofe  towards  the  Fundament,  in  order  to 
dilate  or  thruft  out  that  Part  of  the  Bladder  which  he  defigns  to  Cut, 
till  he  can  feel  it  with  his  Fingers  through  the  Skin.  Albinus  feems  to 
think  that  Frere  Jacques  made  Ufe  of  no  Staff  in  his  Operation  ;  for 
belides,  that  he  does  not  mention  it  in  the  Account  he  has  given  us,  he 
makes  the  Addition  Rau  made  to  Frere  Jacques  Operation  to  confift  in 
a  Staffs  which  he  compares  not  with  the  Staff  ufed  by  him,  as  he  natu¬ 
rally  ought  to  have  done,  in  order  to  (how  wherein  Raus  was  prefera¬ 
ble  to  his,  but  with  that  ufed  in  the  great  Apparatus . 

When  Frere  Jacques  had  felt  the  Catheter  through  the  Skin,  he  began 
to  make  an  Incifion  on  the  Lett  andlnfide  of  the  Protuberance  of  the 
Ijchium ,  and  fo  cutting  on  obliquely  from  below  upwards,  he  divided 
whatever  came  in  his  Way  till  he  reached  his  Catheter ;  and  it  appears 
by  all  Mery's  Diffe&ions,  from  whom  thefe  Words  are  taken,  that  his 
(Defign  was  to  cut  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  length-ways,  and  as  much 
of  the  Body  of  it  as  the  Size  of  the  Stone  required. 
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Bujjiere  defcribes  his  Incifion  thus :  He  runneth  his  Knife  at  the 
Bent  of  the  Left  Thigh,  upon  the  fat  Protuberance,  below  the  Ijchium 
Bone,  dire&ly  upwards  by  the  ReElum  into  the  Bladder,  which  he 
pierceth  by  its  Neck,  and  fometimes  a  little  above  it.  This  Account 
difagrees  with  the  former,  chiefly  in  the  Courfe  of  the  Incifion  from  its 
Beginning  till  it  reached  the  Bladder. . 
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According  to  Dionis ,  the  Knife  was  plunged  near  the  Point  of  the 
Left  Buttock  two  Fingers  breadth  from  the  Perineum,  and  from  thence 
pufhed  dire&ly  forwards  into  the  Body  of  the  Bladder,  as  near  the 
Neck  as  he  could,  and  all  this  before  ever  he  took  out  his  Knife.  Here 
the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  is  iuppofed  to  remain  entire,  which  is  contrary 
to  both  Mery  and  Bujjiere  s  Observations, 
iq  qis  fft  .  *  \  |  4 
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The  firft  part  of  Mr.  Chefeldens  Account  of  his  Way  of  Cutting,  that 
it  was  by  the  Direction  of  a  Staff  into*  the  Bladder  near  the  Rettum,  may 
o:)T  be 
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be  either  true  or  falfe,  juft  as  he  underflood  it ;  but  the  fecond  Part,  that 
the  Bladder  was  cut  exadlly  betwixt  the  Ureters,  can  never  be  true.  This 
fhall  be  fhownin  de  bribing  the  Structure  of  the  Parts  concerned  in  this 
Operation.

Albinus  has  copied  Dioms’s  Miflake  about  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder 
not  being  cut;  but  what  he  fays  further,  that  the  Incifion  was  begun 
on  the  Side  or  the  Anus ,  and  afterwards  the  Knife  thrufl  obliquely  in¬ 
wards  and  a  little  upwards  into  the  Side  of  the  Bladder  near  its  Neck, 
and  a  little  towards  the.  lower  and  back  Part;  is  exactly  agreeable  to  what 
we  have  heard  from  Mery, 

This  being  the  Part  of  Frere  Jacques  Method,  which  is  of  the  greateft 
Confequence  to  be  rightly  underflood,  I  thought  it  proper  to  bring  here 
.under  one  View  all  that  has  been  fa  id  about  it.

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The  Incifion  being  made,  Mr.  Mery  acquaints  us  further,  that  he 
thrufl  his  Finger  through  the  Wound  into  the  Bladder,  to  find  out  the 
Stone ;  and  having  obferved  where  it  lay,  he  introduced  his  Conductor  to 
dilate  the  Wound,  if  the  Bignefs  of  the  Stone  required  it,  and  alfo  that 
it  might  direct  his  Forceps  into  the  Bladder.  As  foon  as  the  Forceps  had 
entered  there,  he  drew  out  his  Conductor,  and  alfo  the Staff  out  of  the 
Urethra  ;  then  having  felt  for  and  laid  hold  of  the  Stone  with  the  For- 
-ceps,  he  extra&ed  both  of  them  together.

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j Buffieres  Account  of  this  Part  of  the  Operation  difagrecs  with  Meryls 
chiefly  in  this,  that  he  fuppofes  the  Wound  to  be  dilated  by  the  Knife 
and  Finger  only,  not  by  the  Conductor  ;  that  he  makes  him  enlarge  the 
outward  Part  of  it  Two  or  Three  Inches  after  the  firff  Incifion  is  h- 
nifhed;  and  that  xh?  Staff  is  taken  out  before  the  Forceps  is  introduced. 
He  has  likewife  made  this  very  confiderable  Addition  to  Mr.  Merys 
Relation,  that  when  the  Monk  found  any  Difficulty, .  either  in  getting 
hold  of  th e  Stone,  or  in  drawing  it  out,  he  ufed  ail  the  Ways  commonly 
pra&isJd,  raifing  the  Left  Thigh  more  or  lefs,  putting  his  Finger  ill 
the  Fundament,  and  fometimes  into  the  Bladder,  in  order  tp  examine 
the  Situation  of  the  Stone ,  and  loofen  it  in  cafe  there  might  be  any  Ad- 
hefion  wdth  the  Membranes  of  the  Bladder.  Having  found  out  and 
removed  the  Caufe  of  the  Difficulty,  he  thrufls  the  Forceps  again  into 
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the  Bladder,  gets  hold  of  the  Stone,  and  pulls  It  out ;  and  at  this  time 
he  ufed  no  Conduttor,  the  Forceps  running  in  very  easily. 

Saviard  makes  the  Staff  remain  in  the  Bladder  till  the  Stone  is  ex- 
traded.  This  I  take  to  be  a  Miftake,  becaule  it  not  only  contradids 
the  two  former  Accounts,  but  becaufe  by  this  means  it  muff  have 
been  more  difficult  to  fearch  for,  and  lay  hold  of  the  Stone  with  the  Forceps . 

Dionis  agrees  with  Mery  in  the  few  Things  he  has  faid,  without  ha¬ 
ving  made  any  material  Addition  ,•  and  Albinus  has  mentioned  the  Ex¬ 
traction  of  the  Stone  with  the  Forceps  in  very  general  Terms. 

As  for  the  Care  of  the  Patient  after  the  Operation,  and  the  Dr  effing 
of  the  Wound,  both  Bufftere  and  Dionis  inform  us,  that  Frere  Jacques 
negleded  that  almolt  entirely,  or  at  lead:  left  it  to  other  People  ,*  and 
amongft  all  the  Operations  that  he  perform’d  in  the  Hofpitals  of  Paris , 
I  cannot  learn  from  Mery  that  ever  he  applied  the  lead  Thing'  to  any 
Patient  whatever. 

In  the  Comparifon  which  I  have  here  made  of  Frere  Jacques  firft 
Method  of  Cutting,  I  have  taken  care  to  point  out  the  Miftakes  of 
the  feveral  Accounts  we  have  of  it,  as  far  I  could  with  any  Cer¬ 
tainty  conclude  there  were  any  to  be  found.  As  for  the  other  Particu¬ 
lars  in  which  they  difagree,  and  about  which  I  have  not  ventured  to 
determine  any  Thing,  it  may  very  well  be  fuppofed  that  they  have  all 
of  them  a  real  Foundation,*  fince  it  is  more  than  probable,  that  at  dif¬ 
ferent  Times,  and  on  different  Subjeds,  the  Monk  may  have  operated 
different  Ways. 

There  is  no  room  for  fuch  a  Comparifon  of  his  Method  of  Cutting 
upon  the  Gripe ;  for  belides,  that  the  only  thing  in  which  it  differs 
from  the  Old  Operation  that  goes  under  that  Name,  was  in  the  Place 
where  the  Incifion  was  begun,  we  have  no  particular  Account  of  it  but 
from  Monde ur  Mery9  and  that  has  been  already  fet  down. 

CHAP. 
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Chap.  IIL 


Judgments  concerning  Frerc  Jacques  Me¬ 
thod  of  Cutting  Males. 

TTAving  now  finished  the  Hiftory  of  Frere  Jacques  Operations  for  the 
Stone ,  and  compar’d  all  the  Parts  of  his  Method  of  Cutting,  as 
far  as  there  is  any  thing  to  be  met  with  in  Authors  about  it  ;  we  are 
fully  in  a  Condition  to  underhand  the  Judgments  that  the  fame  Au¬ 
thors  have  made  concerning  the  Advantages  and  Inconveniencies  that 
muft  attend  it ;  together  with  the  Reafons  upon  which  their  feveral 
Decifions  have  been  founded. 

Monfieur  Buffiere ,  as  has  been  already  faid,  was  the  firft  who  ven¬ 
tured  to  publifh  his  Thoughts  about  thefe  Operations,  firft  in  the  Name 
of  his  Correfpondent,  and  then  in  his  own. 

His  Friend’s  Opinion  is,  that  Frere  Jacques  Way  of  Cutting  is  not  lo 
fure  as  the  ancient  Way,  by  which  he  means  that  of  Marianus ;  and  that 
for  thefe  two  Reafons :  Firft,  Becaufe  the  Point  of  the  Knife  not  being 
directed  by  the  Staff y  he  is  always  in  danger  of  piercing  all  the  Mem¬ 
branes  of  the  Bladder  through  and  through ;  and.  Secondly,  Becaufe 
the  Place  whereupon  he  maketh  the  Incifion  being  full  of  confiderable 
Veflels,  one  can  hardly  avoid  Cutting  of  fome  of  them  ;  and  accord¬ 
ingly  it  was  obferved  in  almoft  all  that  died  in  his  Hands,  that  there 
was  a  great  deal  of  Blood  in  the  Bladder,  and  in  fome  in  the  Cavity 
of  the  Abdomen. 

The- 
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The  Author  goes  on  to  illuftrate  thefe  two  Reafons  in  this  Manner: 
He  fucceedeth  better  when  the  Stone  is  big  and  large  than  when  it  is 
-fmall,  by  reafon  that  a  big  Stone  not  only  extendeth  the  Bladder,  but  it 
ftoppeth  the  Point  ot  the  Knife.  He  did  reiufe  to  Cut  One,  in  whofe 
Bladder  there  was  but  a  fmall  Stone  ;  which  confirmeth  me  in  the  Opi¬ 
nion,  that  the  Unfuccefsfulnefs  of  his  Operations  proceedeth  from  the 
Point  of  his  Knife  not  being  ftopt  neither  by  the  Staff  nor  Stone; 
for  when  there  is  but  a  fmall  Stone ,  the  Bladder  being  empty,  he  mull 
necelfarily  cut  the  whole  Bladder  throughly?  and  confequently  cut  fome 
of  its  own  Veflels,  which  baufeth  the  Hemorrhage,  which  is  the  better 
voided  when  the  Stone  is  large. 

Thus  far  Monfieur  Buffteres  Friend  ;  and  what  he  adds  as  his  own 
Opinion  is  not  much  different,  except  in  the  Experiments  he  has 
made  to  prove  how  reafonable  it  is.  I  cannot  approve  the  Hermit’s 
Way,  lays  he,  on  all  Occaffons ;  yet  I  think  it  might  be  fuccefsfully 
improved  (by  which  he  can  mean  no  more  than  that  it  might  be  ufedj 
in  fome  particular  Cales.  What  thefe  Cafes  are,  will  appear  by  .the 
Obfervations  he  made  abcut  it,  after  he  had  received  his  Friend’s 
Account, 
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I  took  a  Body,  continues  he,  in  the  Bladder  of  which  I  put  a Stone  ; 
the  Staff  being  in  the  Bladder,  I  did  prefs  it  downwards  hard  enough 
as  to  be  felt  through  the  Teguments,  and  made  the  Incilion  upon  it  in 
the  Bent  of  the  Thigh,  in  order  to  know  whether  it  w  ould  not  be  a 
furer  Way  by  fecuring  the  Point  of  the  Knife  ;  by  that  Way  I  got  my 
Conductor  and  Forceps  into  the  Bladder,  and  drew  "the  Stone  very  eafily  ; 
but  afterwards,  by  the  Difleftion  of  the  Body,  I  found  that  the  Artery 
of  the  Penis  and  the  VeffcuU  Scminales  were  cut  through  and  through; 
which  cannot  be  avoided,  becaufe  the  Artery  and  Veficida  lie  imme¬ 
diately  under  that  Part  of  the  Bladder  which  the  Staff  preffeth  upon. 

I  took  another  Body,  and  having  put  in  the  Bladder  a  fmall  Stone,  I 
made  the  Incilion  much  lower,  and  pierced  the  Bladder  under  the  Staff , 
by  which  Incilion  I  drew  the  Stone  ;  then  dilfe&ing  the  Body  I  found 
the  Bladder  cut  through  and  its  Arteries,  which  can  hardly  be  avoided, 
the  Bladder  being  then  fo  much  contracted,  that  both  Sides  of  the 
Bladder  are  cut,  before  the  Operator  either  feels  the  Stone,  or  fees  any 
Urine  running  out. 
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I  tcok  a  third  Body,  in  the  Bladder  of  which  I  put  a  very  large 
Stone  y  the  Staff  being  in  it,  I  made  the  Inciiion  upon  the  fat  Protube- 
rancy  under  the  Ifchium  Bone  ;  and  piercing  the  Bladder  below  the  Staff, 
I  found  immediately  the  Stone  with  the  Point  of  the  Knife,  with  which 
I  cut  the  Bladder  the  Length  of  an  Inch;  through  which  having  intro¬ 
duced  the  Ccndulhry  and  then  the  Forceps ,  I  got  hold  of  the  Stoney  and 
drew  it  out  very  eafily.  Then  I  did  dilfedt  the  Body,  and  found  that 
neither  the  Vejicula  Seminales  nor  any  Artery  had  been  cut,  by  reafon 
that  the  Weight  of  the  Stone  prefied  the  Bottom  of  the  Bladder  lower 
than  the  Vejicula  and  Arteries. 


Monfieur  Buffiere’s  two  firfl  E?vperiments,  we  fee,  confirm  his  Friend’s 
two  Reafonsagainff  this  Method;  and  the  third  ferves  for  a  Foundation 
for  his  own  Opinion  in  favour  of  it  in  fome  particular  Cafes  ,*  that  is, 
he  thinks  that  this  Way  might  be  made  ufe  of  when  the  Stone  is  very 
big,  and  willingly  I  would  prefer  it,  fays  he,  to  the  old  Way  ;  for  by 
this  Way  we  avoid  that  extraordinary  and  violent  Dilatation  of  the  Neck 
of  the  Bladder,  wrhich  the  Stone  cauieth  when  it  is  very  big,  and  which 
is  the  Caufe  of  the  Inflammation  and  Mortification  of  the  Bladder  that 
killeth  the  Patient.  But  when  the  Stone  is  very  fmall,  or  but  of  an  in-* 
different  Bignefs,  the  old  Way  is  eafier  and  furer. 

Monfieur  Buffiere  has  given  us  his  Judgment  of  Frere  Jacques  Method 
of  Cutting  on  the  Gripe  likewife  :  I  cannot  approve,  fays  he,  the  Cut¬ 
ting  upon  the  Gripe  ;  becaufe,  in  that  Way  one  cutteth  through  the 
ProfiateSy  which  defiroys  the  Parts  of  Generation.  I  have  obferv’d,  that 
all  thofe  who  have  been  Cut  by  that  Method,  were  never  fit  for  Genera¬ 
tion.  (35) 

Dr.  Lifler  w7as  at  Paris  when  Frere  Jacques  was  there,  and  faw  - 
him  frequently  Cut.  The  principal  Thing  to  be  remarked  in  what 
he  has  faid  about  his  Method,  is  the  favourable  Judgment  he  makes 
of  it ;  and  therefore  I  have  chofen  to  infert  the  whole  Paffage  in  this 
Place. 


Another  popular  Difeafe  at  Paris y  fays  the  Dodtor,  is  the  Stone,  and. 
there  are  Men  well  pra&is’d  in  the  Cutting  for  it.  There  are  alfo  two 
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Hofpitals  where  great  Numbers  are  cut  Yearly,  La  Charite  and  Hotel 
Diea ;  but  that  which  I  fhall  here  moft  infill  upon  is  the  New  Way 
pra&is’d  by  Pere  Jacques,  a  Monk.  About  the  20th  of  April  he  Cut 
in  the  Hotel  Ditu  Ten  in  lefs  than  an  Hour’s  time  ;  the  third  Day  after, 
all  were  hearty  and  without  Pain  but  One. 

He  Cuts  both  by  the  Great  and  Little  Appareil ;  in,  both  he  boldly 
thrufts  in  a  broad  Launcet  or  Stilleto  into  the  middle  of  the  Mufcles 
of  the  Thigh  near  the  Anus,  till  he  joins  the  Catheter  or  Staff,  or  the 
Stone  betwixt  his  Fingers  ;  then  he  widens  the  Incifion  of  the  Bladder, 
in  Proportion  to  the  Stone,  with  a  Silver  Oval  Hoop ;  it  that  will  not 
do,  he  thrufts  in  his  Four  Fingers  and  tears  it  wider,  then  with  the 
Ducks  Bill  he  draws  it  out. 


I  faw  him  cut  a  fecond  time  in  the  Hotel  Dieu,  and  he  perform’d  it 
upon  Nine  Perfons  in  Three  Quarters  of  an  Hour  very  dextroully.  He 
feemed  to  venture  at  all,  and  put  me  into  fome  Diforder  with  the  Cruel¬ 
ty  of  the  Operation,  and  a  ftouter  Englishman  than  my  felf ;  however, 
I  vifited  them  all  in  their  Beds,  and  found  them  more_amaz’d  than  in 
Pain. 


Fere  Jacques  cut  alfo  his  Way  in  the  other  Hofpital  La  Charite ,  much 
about  the  fame  time,  Eleven  at  twice.  Here  Moniieur  Marechal,  the 
beft  of  the  Surgeons  now  in  Paris  for  this  Operation,  harangued  againft 
him  before  the  Governours ;  who  coldly  anfwered,  they  would  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  Event  which  Way  was  beft. 

Of  thofe  Cut  at  La  Charite,  One  died ;  and  being  differed,  it  was 
found  he  had  his  Bladder  pierced  in  four  or  five  Places,  alfo  the  Muf - 
cuius  Pfoas  fadly  mangled,  alfo  the  Left  VeficulaSeminales  cut.  Notwith- 
llanding  this,  if  this  Method  was  well  executed  by  a  skilful  Hand,  it 
might  be  of  good  Ufe  to  Mankind. 

Since  my  Return  I  had  a  Letter  from  Mr.  Prohie ,  a  very  learned  and 
induftricus  young  Gentleman,  who  was  with  me  to  fee  the  Operation; 
that  Part  relating  to  this  Matter  I  Hull  here  transcribe.  Indeed,  I 

migh- 
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mightily  long'd  for  an  Account  of  this  Matter,  the  Su ccefs  of  which  I 
came  away  too  foon  to  lea*  n  any  thing  for  certain. 
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Paris  y  Augufl  2.  <?8. 

T}Ere  Jacques  Reputation  mightily  flackens ;  out  of  Forty  Five  that 
**  “he  Cut  at  the  Hotel  Dieuy  but  Sixteen  of  them  furvive  ;  and  of 
Nineteen  in  the  Chari  te,  but  Eleven.  He  has  practis'd  at  the  Hofpi- 
tals  at  Lyons  ;  but,  ’tis  faid,  with  more  Succefs  than  at  Paris.  I  am 
fenfible  he  has  got  Abundance  of  Enemies,  which  makes  me  very 
much  queftion  what  I  may  hear  faid  of  him.  Dr.  Fagon ,  the  King's 
Phyiician,  told  Dr.  7 ournejort,  when  he  went  to  prefent  his  Book  to 
him,  that  he  had  Cut  Seven  at  Versailles ,  and  that  Six  of  them  are  a- 
live,  and  as  well  as  if  never  Cut.  The  Perfon  that  died  was  fo  di- 
ftemper’d,  that  he  was  not  expe&ed  to  live  ;  and  it  was  thought  if  he 
had  not  been  Cut,  he  had  not  lived  fo  long.  The  Surgeons  have  a 
great  mind  to  cry  down  the  Man,  tho>  they  praclife  his  Method  ; 
for  Marechal  has  fince  Cut  after  Pere  Jacques  Manner,  only  with  this 
Difference,  that  MarecbaPs  Catheter  was  canulated.  La  Rue ,  the  Se¬ 
cond  Surgeon  of  the  Charite  Hofpital,  Cut  after  the  Old  Manner,  at 
the  fame  time  when  Marechal  Cut  Pere  Jacques  Way,  but  had  not  fo 
good  Succefs  as  Marechal  had  ;  for  all  that  Marechal  Cut  are  .alive  and 
well,  whereas  the  other  loft  One  or  Two  of  his  Number;  befides, 
thofe  that  lived  were  not  fo  foon  cured,  no  not  by  a  Month  or  Six 
Weeks.”  Thus  far  Mr.  Probie . 


I  now  go  on  to  Monfieur  Mery ;  and  in  relating  the  many  Obferva- 
tions  he  has  given  us  concerning7>m>  Jacques  Operations,  I  fhall  obferve 
this  Order;  firft,  to  fet  down  the  Obferva  tions  themfelves  in  the  fame 
Order  of  Time  in  which  they  were  made  ;  and  Secondly,  Make  a  me¬ 
thodical  Extract  of  the  Reafonings  and  Conclufions  he  draws  from 
them. 


What  the  firft  Experiments  made  by  Frere  Jacques  furnifhed  him 
with  upon  both  thefe  Heads,  has  been  already  taken  Notice  of.  Upon 
differing  the  Body  of  the  Boy  on  which  the  fecond  Tryal  was  made* 
our  Author  obferved,  that  the  Monk  had  cut  the  Accelerator  ALufcle , 
which  remained  untouched  in  the  former ;  and  that  the  Beginning  of 
the  Urethra ,  the  Neck,  and  that  Part  of  the  Body  of  the  Bladder  which 
lies  near  the  back  Part  of  the  Os  Pubis }  were  fo  much  tom  as  to  be  al- 
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rnofl  entirely  feparated  from  the  refl.  Thefe  Accidents  he  judged  were 
to  be  imputed  to  the  Tendernefs  of  the  Parts,  the  Largene  fs  of  the 
Monks  Finger  which  he  thrufls  into  the  Bladder,  and  the  too  great 
Length  of  his  Staff  ;  and  from  this  vve  may  probably  infer,  that  he  was 
not  at  that  time  provided  with  fuch  a  Staff  proper  for  Boys,  as  vve  are 
allured  he  afterwards  made  Ufe  of.  (g<5) 


The  firfl  living  Perfon  he  Gut  at  Paris  wa s  a  Woman.  Out  of  the  fe- 
cond  he  extracted  Four  or  Five  large  Stones :  The  Patient  loft  a  great 
deal  of  Blood  in  the  Operation,  and  three  Days  afterwards  a  very  great 
Hemorrhage  happen’d,  the  Blood  coming  out  through  the  Wound,  the 
‘Penis  and  Anus  at  the  fame  time  ;  which  made  it  plain  that  the  Intejli- 
.num  Rethim  had  been  cut ;  and  accordingly  he  voided  two  Worms  by 
the  Wound,  and  Excrements  wrere  found  upon  the  Tents  applied  to  it. 
He  had  afterwards  a  Fiftula ,  and  died  about  two  Months  after  the  O- 
peration,  but  his  Body  was  never  opened.  (37) 


Of  Three  others  which  Monlieur  Mery  faw  Frere  Jacques  Cut  foon 
after,  one  died  of  an  Hemorrhage  in  two  or  three  Days  ;  Another  was 
alBi&ed  with  a  Tumour  in  the  Groin  different  from  an  Hernia ,  and  an 
Incontinency  of  Urine,  tho’  his  Wound  wras  cicatriz’d ;  the  Third  our 
Author  could  hear  nothing  of.  (38) 


The  firfl  Perfon  that  he  cut  upon  the  Gripe ,  died  two  Days  after  the 
Operation  ;  and  being  opened,  his  Bladder  was  obferved  to  be  torn  as 
with  an  Iron  Comb,  by  the  Forceps  and  Curette ,  which  had  been  feveral 
times  thrufl  into  the  Wound.  (35?) 


The  other  Obfervations  which  Monfieur  Mery  has  given  us,  were  made 
on  the  Bodies  of  fuch  as  Frere  Jacques  had  Cut  in  the  two  Hofpitals. 
The  firfl  dead  Body  he  diffe&ed,  was  of  a  Man  who  died  Five  Days  af¬ 
ter  the  Operation  ;  his  Scrotum ,  Penis  and  Bladder  were  gangreen’d, 
and  the  Left  Levator  Ani  cut  according  to  the  Direction  of  the  Fibres. 
In  the  Bladder  remained  one  Piece  of  Stone  of  the  Size  of  a  Man’s 
Thumb,  and  another  fmaller  which  w as  lodged  between  the  Membranes 
of  it. 


In 
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In  the  Second,  the  Inteftines  were  all  over  inflamed,  and  Tome  Parts 
of  them  gangren’d.  The  Cavity  of  th q  Abdomen  was  filled  with  a  {link¬ 
ing  ferous  Matter,  the  thickeft  Parts  of  which  glewed  the  Inteftines  to 
one  another,  and  alfo  to  the  Bladder,  Peritoneum  and  Mejentery.  The 
Bladder  itfelf  wras  gangrened,  and  there  was  a  Wound  in  the  Bottom  of 
it,  by  which  the  Cavity  of  it  had  a  Communication  with  that  of  the 
Abdomen  :  This  Wound  was  round,  and  confequently  in  all  Probability 
made  with  the  Catheter.  There  was  like  wife  a  Wound  in  the  Neck  of 
the  Bladder,  on  that  Side  which  lies  next  the  Re&um>  two  Inches  deep 
and  one  broad,  with  a  Bit  of  Stone  ftill  flicking  in  it. 

The  Third  Body  had  been  Cut  on  the  Gripe ,  and  the  Operator  had 
begun  his  Incifton  an  Inch  and  a  half  higher  than  in  the  reft.  The  Ca¬ 
vity  of  the  Abdomen  was  here  likewife  filled  with  a  ftinking  pituitous 
Matter,  which  glewed  the  Inteftines  in  the  Hypogaflrick  Region  to  the 
Bladder,  and  they  were  alfo  very  much  inflam’d.  The  Neck  of  the 
Bladder  was  quite  feparated  from  the  Urethra ,  and  the  whole  Body  of  it 
inclining  to  a  Gangrene.  It  was  thicker  and  harder  than  ordinary,  and 
between  it  and  the  Peritoneum  there  was  found  a  great  Quantity  of  Urine 
and  extravafated  Blood.  The  Inteftinum  Rectum  was  bruifed  and  flut¬ 
ter ’d,  and  of  a  livid  Colour. 
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Mery’s  Fourth  Obfervations  were  made  on  Five  Dead  Bodies,  Four 
of  which  had  been  Cut  two  Days  before,  the  Other  feme  time  longer  : 
But  in  this  laft  the  Lower  Belly  was  fo  much  corrupted,  that  it  was  im- 
poflible  for  him  to  examine  whence  that  terrible  Diforder  proceeded. 
In  the  reft  he  found  the  Urethra  cut  off  from  the  Bladder,  and  the  Blad¬ 
der  feparated  from  the  Os  Pubis  ;  fo  that  the  Nerves,  Arteries  and 
Veins  of  the  Penis  being  by  this  means  either  broken  or  cut,  there  was 
a  great  Quantity  of  Blood  between  the  Peritoneum  and  the  Vijcera  of  the 
Hypogaflrick,  Region;  the  moft  Part  of  which  were  very  much  bruifed. 
In  one  of  thefe  Bodies  the  Inteftines  were  every  where  inflamed,  and  in 
fome  Places  gangrened,  the  Cavity  of  the  Abdomen  being  filled  with  Pus . 
In  two  others  it  was  filled  with  a  ferous  Matter  dy’d  with  Blood.  Four 
of  thefe  Patients,  as  Monfieur  Mery  was  inform’d,  had  been  Cut  upon 
the  Gripe.  '  r  '  r  v 
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His  Fifth  Obfervations  were  made  upon  the  Bodies  of  Six  Children, 
fome  of  whom  had  been  Cut  upon  the  Gripe,  and  others  upon  the  Staff.  In 

M  all

all  of  them  he  found  the  Bladder  feperated  from  the  Urethra  and  Os  Pubisy 
the  Blood  Veflels  of  the  Penis  broken  or  cat,  the  Reclum  and  all  the  Parts 
thereabout  bruifed,  becaufe  the  Monk  had  thruft  his  Fingers  into  the 
Anus  of  them  all.  Moreover,  in  one  of  them  the  Bladder  was  cut  with 
the  Biftoury ,  from  the  back  to  the  fore  Part ;  in  another,  from  the  Left 
Side  to  the  Right  near  the  Neck.  He  found  likewife  a  great  deal  of 
extravafated  Blood  ;  which,  together  with  the  Contuflon  of  the  Parts, 
had  produced  in  fome  of  them  Inflammations  and  Gangreens,  in  others 
conflderable  Abfceifes,  the  Matter  of  which  run  out  at  the  Wound. 


The  next  were  made  on  the  Body  of  a  Boy  between  Thirteen  and 
Fourteen  Years  of  Age,  whom  Frere  Jacques  had  Cut  upon  the  Gripe. 
Befides  that,  the  Bladder  was  feparated  from  the  Os  Pubis ,  he  found  the 
Hemorroidal  Arteries  cut,  which  had  produced  an  Hemorrhage  at  two 
different  Times;  and  that,  together  with  the  Mortification  of  the 
Wound,  were  the  chief  Caufes  of  his  Death.  What  was  further  pecu¬ 
liar  to  this  Operation  was,  that  in  pufhing  his  Knife  towards  the  Blad¬ 
der,  Frere  Jacques  had  open’d  three  different  Paflages,  one  at  the  lower 
Parc  of  the  Scrotum ,  the  fecond  between  the  Bladder  and  the  ReEtum, 
the  third  between  the  Peritoneum  and  the  Outfide  of  the  Bladder. 


The  Seventh  dead  Body  was  of  a  Child,  which  had  likewife  been 
Cut  upon  tne  Gripe ;  the  Cavity  of  the  Omentum ,  as  well  as  the  Abdomen , 
was  full  of  a  ferous  {linking  Matter,  the  Sediment  of  which  had  glewred 
the  Inteftines  to  the  Bladder,  and  all  of  them  were  gangrened  at  the 
Place  of  their  Union.  The  ReEtum  was  livid,  and  that  as  well  as  the 
Bladder  furrounded  by  a  fetid  Ulcer,  the  Matter  of  which  run  out  at 
the  Wound.  In  order  to  extraft  this  Stouey  Frere  Jacques  run  his  Knife 
from  the  Protuberance  of  the  Ifchiumy  between  the  ReElum  and  Perito¬ 
neum ,  and  entred  the  Body  of  the  Bladder  without  touching  either  the 
Neck  or  Urethra ,  making  a  Wound  about  five  Inches  deep,  which  he 
could  not  do  without  Cutting  a  great  Number  of  Blood  Veffels,  and 
cruelly  dilacerating  the  Parts. 

The  Eighth  Body  was  of  a  Child,  who  died  near  a  Month  after  the 
Operation ;  but  not  having  been  opened,  the  only  Obfervation  that 
could  be  made  was,  that  during  all  that  Time  the  Wound  continued 
open,  and  that  the  Urine  came  out  that  Way,

The  next  Male  Body  was  like  wife  of  a  young  Boy,  who  died  fix 
Weeks  after  he  had  been  Cut.  The  Wound  remained  Hill  open,  and 
was  of  a  very  livid  Colour.  Between  the  ReBum,  Os  Sacrum  and  Perito¬ 
neum  there  was  a  fetid  Ulcer,  the  Matter  of  which  run  out  at  the 
Wound  ;  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  was  parted  from  the  Penis,  and  the 
Veflels  of  the  Penis  cut.  The  ReBum  was  wounded  and  gangrened ; 
and  by  this  laft  Accident  it  appears,  that  this  Child  had  been  Cut  upon 
the  Gripe.  The  Cavity  of  the  Hypogaflrium  was  filled  with  a  ferous  pu¬ 
rulent  Matter. 


The  next  Obfervations  are  taken  from  great  Numbers  of.  dead  Bo¬ 
dies  ;  and,  in  refped:  of  the  reft,  may  well  be  called  General  Obfervati¬ 
ons.  In  Three  Patients  Cut  by  Frere  Jacques,  fays  our  Author,  Worms 
were  feen  to  come  out;  in  one  through  the  Wound,  in  the  other 
two  through  the  Urethra ;  which  makes  it  plain  that  the  Inteftinum  ReBum 
had  been  Cut  in  all  of  them,  and  a  Communication  opened,  in  the 
firft  between  that  and  the  Wound,  and  in  the  reft,  between  it  and  the 
Bladder.  Again,  it  was  obferved  that  moft  of  his  Patients  died  with 
Convulfions,  and  all  of  them  with  a  greater  Lofs  of  Blood  than  com¬ 
monly  happens  to  thofe  who  are  Cut  the  Old  Way. 
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The  two  laft  Obfervations  were  made  on  the  fame  Body,  partly  be¬ 
fore  and  partly  after  the  Death  of  the  Patient.  About  feven  Weeks 
after  he  had  been  Cut,  his  Wound  was  looked  upon  to  be  in  a  very 
good  State,  but  as  far  from  being  clofed  as  at  the  Beginning  :  both 
Urine  and  a  purulent  glearious  Matter,  mixed  with  Gravel,  continued 
to  run  through  it,  and  the  Patient  was  ftill  in  a  very  weak  Condition. 
In  nine  Weeks  after  he  died,  and  his  Body  being  opened,  he  was  found 
to  have  a  Fiflula ;  the  Entry  thereof  was  fvery  narrow,  but  farther  in 
itwras  an  Inch  broad,  and  five  Inches  in  Length,  reaching  from  the 
Bent  of  the  Buttock  ( Moignon  de  la  fejfe)  to  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,, 
and  from  thence  between  the  Body  of  it  and  the  ReBum.  Into  the 
innermoft  Part  of  it  run  Matter  from  an  Abfcefs  which  lay  between  the 
Os  Sacrum  and  the  ReBum.  All  the  Parts  contained  in  the  Hypogaflrium 
were  very  black  ,*  and  as  there  is  no  room  to  doubt  butthat  the  firft  Caufe 
of  the  Fiftula  was  owing  to  the  Incifion,  it  is  like  wife  probable,  that 
before  or  after  having  cut  that  Part  of  the  Urethra  which  joins  to  the' 
Neck  of  the  Bladder,  he  had  loft  his  Way ;  fince  the  Body  of  the  Fiftula' 
lay  between  the  Bladder  and  the  ReBum ,  and  fince  it  was  evidently 
impofiible  for  him  to  make  an  Incifion  five  Inches  deep,  without  cut- 
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ting  many  Veffels,  and  alfo  making  the  Parts  fuffer  an  extreme  Vio¬ 
lence,  in  extrading  the  Stone  ;  there  is  reafon  to  think,  that  from  thefe 
two  Caufes  proceeded  that  Fluxion  which  produced  the  Abfcefs,  the 
Matter  of  which  had  corrupted  the  Parts.  (40) 
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Thefe  are  the  Obfervations  which  Afcry  has  given  us,  concerning 
the  Accidents  which  either  attended  or  followed  upon  Frere  Jacques 
Operation  ;  and  by  feeing  them  all  here  at  length,  the  Reader  will  not 
only  have  the  Satisfaction  of  obferving  all  the  various  Kinds  of  them, 
but  likewife  which  of  them  happen’d  moil:  frequently,  and  in  how  many 
different  Manners  they  were  combined  in  different  Subjeds. 

What  the  Author  has  remarked  in  feveral  Places,  concerning  the 
particular  Parts  cut  in  particular  Operations,  will  ferve  to  confirm  and 
illuftrate  an  Obfervation  I  have  already  made.  That  it  is  not  always 
a  Proof,  that  where  the  Accounts,  which  have  been  given  of  Frere 
Jacques  Methods  of  Cutting  are  different  from  olie  another,  fome  of 
them  muft  be  falfe ;  fince  by  the  Inftances  our  Author  has  here  fet 
down,  it  is  evident*  that  in  the  Courfe  of  his  Operations  at  Paris, 
he  differed  as  much  from  himfelf  as  thofe  Accounts  do  from  one 
another. 


I  go  on,  in  the  next  Place,  to  the  *  Conclufions  which  Monfieur 
Mery  has  drawn  from  thefe  Obfervations,  as  far  as  they  relate  either 
to  the  Operations  themfelves,  or  to  Frere  Jacques  as  the  Operator.

To  begin  by  the  Operations :  The  firft  Conclufion  concerning  thefe, 
which  I  (hall  mention  from  Monfieur  Mery>  is*  that  in  boxh  Frere  Jacques 
Methods  of  Cutting,  it  is  a  very  difficult  Matter  not  to  feparate  the 
Neck  of  the  Bladder  from  the  Urethra.  i  This  Propofition  he  proves 
thus  :  That  Part  of  the  Urethra  which  is  join’d  to  the  Neck  of  the 
Bladder,  being  fituated  in  the  Angle  formed  by  the  Union  of  the  OJfa 
Pubis ,  and  the  flat  Part  of  the  Incifion  Knife  being  laid  to  the  Infide 
of  thefe  Bones,  and  of  the  Protuberance  of  the  Ifchium ,  it  is  impoffible 
to  reach  the  Urethra  but  in  an  Oblique  Line ;  it  muft  therefore  necef- 
farily  be  cut  obliquely:  Accordingly  when  he  ufed  the  Staff,  he  cut  it 
half  thorough,  and  confequently  deftroy’d  half  its  Force  j  wherefore 
the 'Refiflance  of  the  Urethra  being  now  weaker  than  the  Effort  which 
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he  mull  make  to  draw  the  Stone  through  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder, 
which  in  this  Cafe  remains  entire,  the  reft  of  the  Urethra  is  quite  torn 
oft'  and  broken ;  to  which  this  likewife  very  much  conduces,  that  as  he 
draws  the  Stone  from  above  downwards  in  the  Direction  of  the  Wound, 
the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  is  forced  out  ot  the  Direction  of  the  Canal 
of  the  Urethra ,  and  by  this  Means  more  ealily  feparated  from  it.  The 
fame  Accident  may  likewife  follow  from  the  Violence  he  is  obliged  to 
ufe,  in  order  to  introduce  either  his  Forceps  or  his  Finger  into  the 
Bladder. 


When  he  cuts  upon  the  Gripey  the  Cafe  is  ftiil  more  evident ;  for  as 
here  in  making  the  Incifion,  he  has  not  the  Staff  to  direct  and  refill  his 
Knife,  the  Urethra  is  liable  to  be  cut  quite  through  at  once,  as  often  as 
he  meets  with  that  Part  of  it  which  lies  between  the  Infide  of  the  Os 
Pubis  and  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  ;  and  to  this,  as  we  have  feen,  was 
owing  the  Death  of  many  of  the  Children  whom  he  cut  this  Way.  (41) 


A  Second  Conclufion  drawn  by  Monfieur  Mery  is,  that  it  is  almoft 
impolfible  to  prevent  both  Incontinency  of  Urine  and  Fiftulas  in  Frere 
Jacques  Ways  of  Operating.  To  prove  this,  our  Author  begins  by  ob- 
ferving,  That  in  thefe  Methods  it  is  abfolutely  neceflary,  that  either 
the  Urethra  alone  be  cut,  or  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  alone,  or  the  Body 
of  it  alone,  or  laflly,  the  Neck  and  Body  together.  If  the  Urethra  alone 
be  cut,  and  be  not  torn  afterwards  from  the  Bladder,  he  thinks  fuch 
Patients  may  recover  perfe&ly.  If  either  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  alone, 
or  the  Neck  and  Body  together  are  cut,  it  is  evident  that  the  SphinBer 
mull;  be  cut  likewife  y  and  as  this  Mufcle  can  never  recover  again  its 
former  Tone,  an  Incontinency  of  Urine  mud  enfue,  tho*  the  Wound 
be  never  fo  well  cured.  If  the  Body  of  the  Bladder  alone  be  cut,  a  Fi- 
ftula  is  inevitable,  which  he  thus  proves :  The  Ufe  of  the  SphinBer  is 
to  fhut  the  Bladder,  and  hinder  the  Urine  from  running  out,  except 
when  the  Bladder  being  compreffed  by  the  Mufcles  of  the  Abdomen ,  the 
Urine  is  by  this  means,  and  by  the  Elafticity  of  its  own  Fibres  driven 
towards  the  Neck  of  it,  with  a  Force  which  is  greater  than  the  Re- 
fiftance  of  the  SphinBer  :  But  if  when  this  Force  is  apply’d,  at  the  time 
that  the  Bladder  is  wounded,  the  Refiftance  will  be  lefs  this  Way  than 
that  which  is  made  by  the  SphinBery  and  confequently  the  Urine  mud 
flow  out  at  the  Wound,  by  the  Continuance  of  which  a  Fiftula  will  be 
formed.  (42)

Thirdly, 


Thirdly,  The  Incontinence  of  Urine  and  Fiftulas  which  happen  from 
this  Way  of  Cutting  are  altogether  incurable.  Both  thefe  Inconveni- 
encies,  our  Author  obferves,  may  attend  the  old  Method ;  but  then, 
as  the  Fibres  ot  the  SphinEler  may  not  be  quite  deftroyed,  it  is  poflible 
for  them  to  con  trad:  again  and  recover  their  former  Tone  ;  whereas, 
when  that  Mufcle  is  cut  quite  through,  this  can  never  be  hoped  for. 
Fiftulas  likewife  which  are  fo  fituated,  as  that  Caufticks  and  other  pro¬ 
per  Remedies  may  be  applied  to  them,  are  curable ;  but  in  thofe  caufed 
by  Frere  Jacques  Method  of  Cutting,  this  is  impoflible.  (43) 


In  the  next  Place,  the  Staff  which  Frere  Jacques  makes  Ufe  of  is  alto¬ 
gether  infufficient  to  guide  the  Point  of  his  Knife,  or  hinder  it  from 
Hipping,  fometimes  to  one  Side,  and  fometimes  to  the  other.  If  his 
Knife  paifes  the  Staff  towards  the  fore  Side  of  the  Os  Pubis ,  it  will  be 
apt  to  enter  the  lower  Part  of  the  Scrotum  ;  and  by  wounding  the  Vef- 
fels,  opens  a  Pallage  for  the  Blood  amongft  the  Membranes  which  have 
been  cut :  By  this  means  Abfcelfes,  Inflammations  and  Gangrenes  in 
thefe  Parts  are  produced.  If  the  Point  of  the  Knife  runs  in  behind  the 
Os  Pubis ,  belides  the  Accidents  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  Conclulions, 
he  is  liable  to  wound  the  Bladder  through  and  through ;  and  by  this  oc- 
calion  Ablceffes,  &c.  in  all  the  Parts  contained  in  the  Hypogaftrium . 


Again,  the  Place  in  which  Frere  Jacques  makes  his  Incifion,  expofes 
him  very  often  to  wound  the  Inteflinum  Reclum . 


In  fine,  befides  the  Convulfions,  Hemorrhages,  and  other  mortal  In- 
conveniencies  which  often  happen  upon  his  Cutting  the  Blood  Velfels  of 
the  Penis,  &c .  if  any  of  thefe  Patients  fhould  recover,  they  muil  be 
impotent  all  their  Lives  after.  (44) 

This  is  the  Sum  of  what  Monfieur  Mery  has  told  us  concerning  the 
Inconveniencies  which  he  thinks  may  be  gathered  from  the  Nature  of 
Frere  Jacques  Operations,  as  well  as  from  the  Obfervations  which  Ex¬ 
perience  furnilhed  him  with.  As  for  what  relates  to  Frere  Jacques  him- 
felf  as  an  Operator,  it  is  but  of  very  fmall  Importance  for  any  body 
now  a-days,  to  know  wherein  his  particular  Mifcarriages  confified 
They  may  be  in  general  reduced  to  thefe  two  Heads;  his  Ignorance  of 
the  Stru&ure  of  the  Parts,  joined  to  a  Defcdt  of  Judgment,  which  he 

difco- 
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difcovered  on  many  Occafions  ;  and  Rafhnefsand  Want  of  Attention  in 
performing  his  Operations.  To  the  laft  of  thefe  were  owing  the 
Wounds  he  often  made  in  the  Bladder  with  his  Staff,  and  the  different 
Paffages  by  which  he  forced  his  Way  into  the  Stone,  with  his  Knife,  Fin¬ 
gers,  Forceps ,  &c.  in  the  fame  Perfon. 


Monfieur  Mery  has  likewife  made  a  Comparifon  between  Frere  Jacques 
Method  of  Cutting,  with  what  was  commonly  practised  at  that  Time 
but  as  all  the  Particulars,  upon  which  that  Comparifon  is  founded,  have 
been  partly  already  taken  Notice  ot  in  this  Hiftory,  and  the  reft  belong 
to  that  of  Mariams ,  it  would  be  a  ufelefs  Repetition  to  infift  any  further 
upon  it. 

Before  we  leave  Monfieur  Merys  Book,  it  will  be  proper  to  infert 
that  Part  of  the  Letter  mention’d  to  have  been  written  to  him  from  Or¬ 
leans  by  Monfieur  Noel ,  which  contains  the  Hiftory  of  the  Operations 
Frere  Jacques  performed  there. 

Frere  Jacques  Way  of  Cutting,  fays  Monfieur  Noel,  differs  from  that 
which  is  commonly  in  Ule,  only  in  the  Place  where  the  Incifion  is 
made  ;  for  inftead  of  the  Region  of  the  Perineum ,  he  begins  his  in  the 
Fold  of  the  Buttock,  ( ply  de  lafeffe)  from  thence  he  goes  obliquely,  di¬ 
recting  his  Knife  as  much  as  he  can  towards  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  ; 
but  as  the  different  Tnicknefs  of  the  Parts  in  different  Subjects  varies 
his  Operation  confiderably,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the  Incifion  is  not  al¬ 
ways  in  the  fame  Place  of  the  Bladder  ;  efpecially  fince  it  does  dot  ap¬ 
pear  that  he  has  any  certain  Rule  for  this,  but  cuts  fometimes  higher, 
fometimes  lower,  fometimes  further  back,  fometimes  further  forward  : 
However,  this  new  Operation  never  fucceeds  better  than  when,  either 
by  Chance,  or  by  the  Dexterity  of  the  Operator,  the  Incifion  happens 
to  be  in  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder. 

Frere  Jacques  perform’d  Eight  Operations  in  this  City,  Five  in  the 
Hotel  Dieu ,  and  Three  elfewhere.  The  Firft  was  upon  a  Man  of  Fifty 
Years  of  Age,  and  both  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  who  w'ere  prefen t  af- 
fured  me  that  it  was  done  with  a  great  deal  of  Dexterity ;  the  Stone 
w  as  much  of  the  Size  and  Figure  of  an  Egg,  and  none  that  favv  it  doubt¬ 
ed  of  the  Succefs.

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However,  Five  or  Six  Days  after  the  Patient  was  affli&ed  with  a  con- 
fiderable  Haemorrhage,  and  on  the  Tenth  with  another ;  fince  that 
time  he  has  felt  extream  Pains  in  the  Region  of  the  Perinaum,  Anus 
and  Scrotum,  caufed  by  an  Abfcefs  in  thefe  Parts,  which  is  at  length 
broken  by  means  of  proper  Remedies  applied  to  it.  It  open’d  in  the 
lower  Part  of  the  Scrotum ,  and  there  came  cut  a  great  Quantity  of  pu¬ 
rulent  Matter.  Ever  fince,  the  Urine  runs  both  that  Way  and  through 
the  Wound,  tho’  in  a  lefs  degree  than  before.  I  have  feen  him  drefs’d 
feveral  times  ;  and  by  examining  both  Wounds,  I  find  them  difpofed  to 
remain  Fiflulous.  The  Patient  is  in  a  very  low  Habit  of  Body,  and  in 
no  Condition  to  undergo  any  further  Tryals  for  a  Cure. 


The  Second  Operation  was  on  a  Man  of  Sixty.  It  was  very  long  and 
troublefome  ;  he  loft  the  Stone  feveral  times,  and  at  laft  it  broke.  It  was 
of  an  Oval  Figure,and  about  the  Size  of  a  Pidgeon’s  Egg.  When  it  was 
out,  there  was  aPart  of  the  Inner  Membrane  oi  the  Bladder  found  {lick¬ 
ing  to  it;  and  another  Portion  of  a  Membrane  followed  it  fome  time  af¬ 
ter,  in  which  fome  Gravel  was  wrapt  up.  The  Incifion,  contrary  to  his 
ufual  Cuftom,  was  begun  at  the  Extremity  of  the  Scrotum ,  and  from 
thence  run  obliquely  towards  the  Fold  of  the  Buttock.  The  Operator 
had  no  Incifion  Knife,  but  was  obliged  to  make  ufe  of  a  Razor.  Ever 
after  the  Operation,  the  Patient  was  troubled  with  the  Hickup,  a 
Loofenefs,  and  a  great  Tendon  in  the  Abdomen.  The  Penis ,  Scrotum 
and  Anus  were  hr ui fed,  and  of  a  livid  Colour  almofl  like  a  Gangrene, 
which  was  prevented  only  by  the  Care  and  Skill  of  the  Surgeon  em¬ 
ploy’d.  The  Wound  was  always  foul  and  rotten,  notwithflanding  the 
ftrongeft  Deterfives  that  could  be  applied.  It  refembled  the  Mouth  of 
a  Lampray  both  in  Figure  and  Colour,  and  the  Patient  complained  of 
an  exceffive  Heat  in  the  Scrotum  and  End  of  the  Penis ,  through  which  his 
Urine  palled  fometimes,  but  with  extream  Pain ;  and  it  never  ceafed 
to  come  out  at  the  Wound,  which  remained  in  fuch  a  miferable  State, 
that  his  Death  was  not  furprifing  to  any.  His  Body,  however,  was 
not  opened. 


The  Third  Ferfon  Frere  Jacques  Cut  was  Sixty  Six  Years  of  Age.  He 
extracted  two  fmooth  Oval  Stones ,  both  of  them  of  the  Size  of  an  Egg. 
I  was  inform’d  that  this  Operation  was  perform’d  very  dextroufly,  and 
in  very  little  Time.  The  Incifion  wa s  made  lower  than  in  the  refi, 
that  is,  at  a  greater  Diftance  from  the  Scrotum .  In  Five  or  Six  Weeks 
time  the  Patient  was  perfe&ly  recovered.  He  has  no  Incontinency  of 

Urine, 
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Urine,  and  it  came  through  the  Wound  only  for  the  firft  Eighteen  or 
Twenty  Days 

The  Fourth  Patient  was  about  Eleven  Years  old,  but  his  Wound  is 
not  as  yet  healed.  What  is  particular  in  him  is,  that  tho’  fome  Urine 
ftill  continues  to  flow  out  at  the  Wound,  yet  the  greateft  Quantity 
comes  through  the  Penis ,  and  not  involuntarily  neither.  His  Wound 
feems  now  to  be  in  a  very  good  Difpofltion,  if  the  Urine  that  runs  that 
Way  does  not  hinder  the  Cure.

The  Fifth  was  of  the  fame  Age,  but  he  died  the  fourth  or  fifth  Day 
after  the  Operation,  with  a  Fever  and  Vomiting.  This  Operation  was 
very  troublelome  and  violent ;  and  upon  opening  the  Body,  we  found 
that  the  Incifion  had  been  made  on  one  Side  of  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder, 
fome  Part  of  the  Sphincter ,  and  a  little  of  the  Body  being  Cut.  The 
Figure  of  the  Wound  was  triangular,  oblique  and  tranfverfe,  it  ha¬ 
ving  been  made  at  different  Times, 

- 
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The  Sixth  Patient  was  Cut  upon  the  Gripe ,  and  with  a  great  deal  of 
Eafe.  He  extraded  two  Stones ,  both  of  the  Bignefs  of  a  Walnut  with 
the  Husk  on.  The  Thirty  Fifth  Day  after  the  Operation  the  Urine 
began  to  come  out  the  right  Way  $  but  the  greateft  Part  of  it  paffes  ftill 
through  the  Wound,  and  in  all  Appearance  it  will  remain  Fiitulous. 

The  Seventh  Operation  was  made  on  a  young  Man  of  Twenty  Two 
Years  of  Age.  Frere  Jacques  could  neither  find  the  Stone  nor  Staff  with 
his  Knife,  which  made  it  a  long  while  before  he  could  extrad  it.  The 
Patient  died  in  four  Days  with  a  high  Fever  and  Vomiting ;  and  when 
he  was  opened,  we  found  the  whole  SphinBer  Cut  tranfverfely.  (45) 
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To  this  Place  likewife  may  belong  the  Refledions  which  Monfieur 
Saviard  has  made  upon  Frere  Jacques  in  Obf.  iop. 

On  the  1 8th  of  July  id?8  (it  is  printed  by  MiftakeTtfpd)  I  wasfent 
for  to  the  Abby  of  St.  Germain  des  Prez .,  together  with  Monfieur  Jacque- 
mier  Dodor  of  Phyftck,  Monfieur  1 urfan  Deputy  (Lieutenant)  to  the 
“  O  King’s 
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KingJs  Firft  Surgeon,  Mcff.  CoIIot ,  1 Jolet  and  Colignon  Lithotomifts,  to 
examine  the  Wound  of  a  BenediBine  Monk,  who  had  been  Cut  by  an 
Operator  nam*d  Frere  Jacques  Beaulieu .  We  found  the  Patient  ex- 
treamly  fallen  away,  with  a  flow  Fever,  which  had  continued  upon  him 
ever  fmce  the  Operation.  His  Wound,  which  we  were  told  had  been 
corrupted,  was  then  ruddy  enough  without  any  Hardnefsor  Tumour  a- 
bout  it,  but  as  wide  open  as  the  firft  Day  it  was  made.  We  faw  the 
Urine  run  out  at  it,  together  with  a  glairous  purulent  Matter,  and  a 
gravelly  Sediment. 

It  was  our  Opinion,  that  the  Bladder  was  ulcerated,  and  that  there 
were  but  little  Hopes  of  his  Recovery ;  we  ordered  what  we  thought 
proper,  but  he  died  the  21ft  of  September  following,  the  Wound  re¬ 
maining  always  open.

This  Frere  Jacques  was  and  is  ftill  looked  upon  by  fome  People  as  a 
very  wonderiul  Operator,  notwithftanding  all  the  Difcoveries  that  have 
been  made  of  his  Mifcarriages  ;  and  that  for  four  or  five  Reafons,  1. 
Becaufe  he  Operates  differently  from  the  other  Lithotomifts.  2.  Be- 
cauie  he  fbows  a  great  deal  of  Courage  in  Cutting,  and  Afturance  in 
bragging  of  his  Feats.  3.  Becaufe  he  appears  to  be  difinterefted.  4. 
Becaufe  he  wears  a  Religious  Habit,  and  has  a  great  Air  of  Devotion. 
5.  Becaufe  he  pretends  to  have  received  all  that  he  knows  in  Surgery  by 
Infpiration  ;  and  as  it  coft  him  nothing,  fo  he  is  willing  to  teach  other 
People  gratis. 

Thefe  are  the  Foundations  of  his  pretended  Merit,  and  it  is  a  very 
eafy  Matter  to  examine  the  Solidity  of  them. 

For  in  the  firft  Place,  what  Inference  can  be  drawn  touching  his  A- 
bilities  from  this,  that  he  Cuts  differently  from  other  Lithotomifts  ?  He 
is  not  a  bit  the  better  Operator  for  that,  except  his  Method  were  pre¬ 
ferable  to  the  reft,  which  it  certainly  is  in  no  refped,  except  in  killing 
a  greater  Number  of  Patients,  as  appeared  by  the  Tryals  made  of  it  at 
the  Hofpitals* 


Again, 
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Again,  is  he  a  better  Operator,  becaufe  he  is  bold  and  forward  > 
No  certainly  :  for  though  Aflurance  be  very  commendable  in  an  Ope¬ 
rator  ;  yet  hill  it  is  to  be  looked  upon  only  as  a  fubordinate  Talent, 
and  prefuppofes  Knowledge  and  Skill,  for  otherwife  it  is  pernicious ; 
and  that  Frere  Jaqaes  was  of  this  kind,  is  plain  from  the  Number  of 
Perfons  who  died  under  his  Hands. 


His  Readinefs  to  boaft  of  the  Cures  he  had  performed,  has  always 
been  looked  upon  as  a  Thing  very  unbecoming  in  any  Body,  but  much 
more  when  founded  upon  Lyes  and  Falfhoods.  This  is  Frere  Jacques 
Cafe ;  for  as  foon  as  he  arrived  in  Paris ,  he  gave  out,  that  by  his  New 
Method  he  cut  without  Pain  ;  that  his  Patients  would  recover  in  much 
lefs  Time  than  is  ufual,  and  that  without  any  Danger  of  a  Fiflula,  or 
other  Accidents  :  All  this  has  been  found  to  be  falfe.  His  Method  of - 
Cutting  is  much  oftner  attended  with  Fiflulas  and  Hsemorrhagy  that* 
the  others :  He  caufes  great  Pains  in  Operating,  and  his  Patients  are  a 
great  while  in  recovering  ;  his  Boaflings  therefore  ought  rather  to  make 
him  be  defpifed  and  undervalued,  than  be  looked  upon  as  any  Thing 
extraordinary. 


Can  his  Difintereftednefs  be  reckoned  a  Proof  of  his  Ability  ?  This 
is,  no  doubt,  a  very  commendable  Quality  in  him,  but  he  does  not 
potfefs  it  in  a  greater  Degree  than  the  other  Lithotomifls,  as  far  as  the 
Poor  are  concerned ;  for  all  who  Cut  in  the  Hofpitals  do  it  gratis ,  and 
even  to  fuch  as  are  not  there,  there  are  very  few  who  would  refufe 
their  Afliftance  upon  the  fame  Terms,  when  it  is  needful  ;  But  I  mud 
own,  if  Frere  Jacques  pretends  to  extend  his  Charity  to  the  Rich,  he 
outdoes  the  reft ;  but  at  the  fame  time  he  exceeds  the  Bounds  of  his 
Duty,  by  a  Zeal  which,  according  to  the  Gofpel  Phrafe,  is  not  according, 
to  Knowledge* 


His  Religious  Habit  and  Air  of  San&ity  are  but  equivocal  Signs. 
We  are  all  ufed  to  fee  fuch  Dreffes  every  Day,  and  therefore  ought  not 
to  wonder  at  any  Body  who  wears  them :  But  with  relation  to  Frere 
Jacques ,  the  Wonder  is  this ;  how  if  he  is  really  and  truly  a  Monk  is 
Superiours  fhould  ever  have  fent  him  on.  fuch  an  unaccountable  Errand, 
as  to  go  all  over  the  Kingdom,  and  Cut  People  of  both  Sexes  for  the 
Stone ;  which  he  cannot  do  without  viewing  Objedls  which  muft  put 

that  Chaftity,  of  which  he  has  made  a  Vow,  to  a  very  fevere  Tryal ; 

or,, 
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or,  if  he  be  not  a  Monk,  but  only  wears  the  Habit,  how  the  Church 
fhould  fuller  fuch  a  Difguife,  which  muil  infallibly  fcandalize  great 
Numbers  of  People.  4 

*  » 

But  the  greatefl  Wonder  of  all  is,  that  Frere  Jacques  fhould  be  efteem- 
ed  an  excellent  Lithotomiil,  meerly  upon  Account  of  his  Drefs,  as  if 
that  were  fufficient  to  give  him  more  fare  and  unerring  Knowledge  in 
Phyiick  and  Surgery,  than  the  moil  famous  Univerfities,  the  reading 
good  Books,  the  Leflons  of  the  beil  Mailers,  and  a  long  Pra&ice,  can 
give  to  others. 


I  doubt  not  but  Frere  Jacques  Devotion  has  gained  him  the  Confi¬ 
dence  of  many  People ;  for  this  is  a  ready  Way  to  lead  People  when¬ 
ever  we  have  a  Mind  :  But  I  doubt  very  much,  if  true  Devotion  can  be 
confident  with  the  vifible  Prevarication  which  the  Exercife  of  Surgery 
muil  engage  him  in,  if  he  be  truly  a  Monk,  or  with  the  Difguife  he 
puts  on,  if  he  is  not. 

We  have  only  now  to  examine,  if  he  has  obtained  all  that  he  knows 
in  Surgery  in  a  fupernatural  Way,  as  he  gives  it  out  himfelf.  Now  the 
fureil  Means  to  judge  of  the  Nature  of  a  Caufe,  is  by  the  Effects  it 
produces  :  If  therefore  Frere  Jacques  is  dire&ed,  and  immediately 
infpired  by  God  in  all  he  undertakes,  he  ought  always  to  facceed  > 
and  in  that  Cafe  he  would  certainly  be  the  moil  excellent  Litho- 
tomiil  in  the  World.  All  that  the  others  know,  they  are  very 
ready  to  own  comes  to  them,  either  from  the  Inftru&ion  of  their 
Mailer,  or  their  own  Labour.  But  as  every  body  muil  now  be  con¬ 
vinced  from  what  happened  at  both  Hofpitals,  that  Frere  Jacques  is 
lefs  fuccefsful  than  they,  it  is  impoflible  to  believe  he  is  divinely  in¬ 
fpired,  except  it  be  by  the  evil  Principle  of  the  Manicheans. 

* 

Having  thus  enquired  into  the  Reafons  of  fo  many  Peoples  being 
prejudiced  in  Favour  of  Frere  Jacques,  I  leave  every  Body  to  judge  if 
thefe  Prejudices  be  well  founded,  or  ought  not  rather  to  be  looked 
upon  as  Proofs  of  the  Ignorance  and  Unskilfulnefs  of  this  Religious 
Lithotomiil. 
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As  for  the  Propofals  he  makes  in  the  Publick  Gazettes,  to  teach  all 
Surgeons  his  Method  gratis ,  it  is  the  Migiftrates  Bufinefs  to  hinder 
thefe  Offers  from  being  accepted  ;  becaufe  as  his  Method  is  pernicious, 
it  ought  rather  to  be  abclifheci  than  perpetuated,  whatever  he.  may  pre¬ 
tend,  that  he  has  corrected  his  firft  Method,  that  he  has  made  good 
Ufe  of  the  Advices  given  him  in  the  Hofpitals  of  Paris ,  and  that  he 
now  ufes  the  fame  Inftruments  with  the  other  Lithotomifts  ;  for  all 
who  are  Judges  muff  know,  that  in  order  to  make  him  a  good  Opera¬ 
tor,  i.  He  ought  to  retain  nothing  which  makes  his  Method  differ  from 
the  Common,  which  is  certainly  much  better.  2.  He  ought  to  lay  a- 
fide  a  great  deal  of  his  Forwardhefs  in  operating,  becaufe  to  that  is 
owing  the  Temerity  with  which  he  thrufts  in  his  Inflruments  to  Places 
which  he  knows  nothing  of,  from  whence  irreparable  Diforders  enfue. 
3.  He  ought  to  lay  afide  the  Opinion  he  has  of  himfelf,  of  being  the 
beft  Lithotomiil:  in  the  Kingdom  ;  than  which  nothing  can  be  more 
falfe,  both  becaufe  his  Method  is  bad,  and  becaufe  he  knows  nothing 
of  the  Parts  concerned,  or  to  be  fhun’d  in  the  Operation  ;  neither 
has  he  any  Tindure  of  Surgery,  to  enable  him  to  remedy  the  Accidents 
which  may  befall  his  Patients.  While  he  retains  this  Prefumption  of 
his  own  Skill,  it  will  be  in  vain  to  think  of  his  making  any  Progrefs 
in  the  Art  he  profefles.  4.  He  ought  to  Cut  for  five  or  lix  Years  in  the 
Hofpitals  under  able  Mafters,  who  might  dired  him. in  his  Operations, 
tell  him  of  his  Faults,  and  explain  the  Confequences  of  them  :  For  it 
is  in  this  Manner  that  all  the  great  Lithotomiffs  in  France  have  been 
formed  ;  whereas  Frere  Jacques,  while  he  continues  to  be  fond  of  his 
own  bad  Method,  intrepid  in  his  Ignorance,  obftinate  in  his  Operati¬ 
ons,  and  prefumptuous  to  Excefs,  will  never  rife  above  the  Level  of  a 
Quack  and  a  Vagabond. 

Dionis  has  made  a  great  many  Remarks  on  Frere  Jacques  Methods  of 
Cutting  Males,  but  none  of  them  are  new  ;  and  therefore  it  will  be  Suf¬ 
ficient  to  fetdown  here  the  jConclufion  he  draws  from  the  whole  Hiftory 
of  them.  Tho*  I  do  not  approve  of  Frere  Jacques  Way  of  Cutting, 
fays  he,  yet  I  do  not  abfolutely  condemn  it,  for  there  is  fomething 
good  in  his  Method,*  and  I  am  perfwaded,  that  a  Surgeon,  who  is  a 
good  Anatomift,  knows  how  to  guide  his  Inftrument,  and  is  fo  far 
Matter  of  it  as  to  carry  it  where  he  pleafes,  may  Succeed  in  the  Pradice 
of  Frere  Jacques  Operation,  by  reafon  that  he  would  avoid  all  thofe 
pernicious  Accidents  which  attended  his  Performance  ,*  but  it  would  be 
to  expofe  the  Patient  to  too  great  Dangers  to  caufe  him  to  be  Cut  by 
that  Monk,  who  being  wholly  ignorant  of  the  Parts  to  be  Cut,  his 
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bold  Affurance  in  thrufling  in  his  Poynard  proceeds  only  from  the  Want 
of  a  fufEcient  Stock  of  Knowledge  to  forefee  the  Confequences.  (4 6) 

This  Judgment  of  Dionis  is  very  different  from  that  given  by  Mery* 
Mery  pretends  to  prove  from  the  Nature  of  the  Method  itfelf,  that  it 
ought  to  be  quite  laid  afide,  as  well  as  from  the  Charader  of  the  Monk, 
that  he  in  particular  ought  never  to  ufe  it.  Dionis  on  the  contrary  is 
of  Opinion,  that  the  Inconveniencies  that  were  found  to  attend  it,  were 
owing  more  to  the  Operator,  than  to  the  Nature  of  the  Operation ;  tho’ 
at  the  fame  time  it  muft  be  own’d,  that,  take  all  his  Words  together, 
they  amount  to  no  more  than  this >  Frere  Jacques  Operation  may  be 
pradifed  with  Succefs  by  thofe  who  are  able  to  avoid  whatever  the 
Want  of  Succefs  in  it  is  owing  to. 

Mr.  Chefelden ,  by  fuppofing  that  Frere  Jacques  Operation  was  the 
fame  with  Raus ,  and  that  Rau  pradis’d  his  with  great  Succefs,  de¬ 
clares  fufficiently  what  was  his  Opinion  of  it,  notwithftanding  all  the 
Inconveniencies  which  he  had  juft  before  mentioned  from  Dionis .  Thefe 
therefore  he  muft  have  look’d  upon  to  be  all  owing  to  the  Operator ; 
and  thus  his  Judgment  will  coincide  with  that  of  Dionis ,  with  this  Dif¬ 
ference  only,  that  his  he  reckons  to  be  confirmed  by  Matter  of  Fad, 
which  the  other  does  not  pretend  to.  (47) 

Albinus  conformably  to  the  Defcription  we  have  heard  from  him  of 
Frere  Jacques  Method,  has  given  us  his  Opinion  of  it  in  thefe  Words: 
This  Way  of  Cutting,  fays  he,  could  not  well  be  more  dangerous  than 
either  the  making  an  Incifion  into  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  or  into  the 
Urethra :  And  as  by  this  Means  both  thefe  remained  untouched  and 
altogether  free  from  the  bad  Confequences  which  ufually  attended  the 
thrufting  in  of  Inftruments,  the  violent  Dilatations,  and  the  extrad¬ 
ing  of  large  rugged  Stones  in  a  moft  cruel  Manner  through  fuch 
narrow  Paffages,  this  Method  feemed  highly  preferable  to  all  the  reft. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  as  this  Part  of  the  Bladder  lies  altogether 
hid,  it  was  a  very  difficult  Matter  to  get  at  it ;  yet  when  this  Opera¬ 
tion  was  rightly  performed,  no  Part  lay  in  the  Way,  of  Confequence 
enough  to  hinder  the  Succefs  of  it. 
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The  Danger  and  Difficulty  of  it  confifted  both  in  the  Thicknefs  of 
the  Parts  to  be  cut  through,  and  the  Nearnefs  of  fome  noble  Vifcera , 
which  were  by  all  Means  to  be  avoided  ;  for  if  either  the  Surgeon 
fhould  happen  to  thruft  his  Knife  too  far  in,  or  too  much  to  one  Side, 
he  runs  the  Rifque  of  Cutting  the  oppofite  Part  of  the  Bladder,  of  hurt¬ 
ing  the  Inteftinum  Return  and  VeJlcuU  Seminales ,  of  wounding  or  Cutting 
quite  through  the  Ureter ,  Eretior  Penis ,  Corpus  Cavernofum  Majus ,  the 
Urethra  it  felf,  and  of  other  fuch  melancholly  Accidents. 

Likewife  after  the  Wound  is  made,  it  is  an  eafy  Matter  to  miftake 
in  introducing  the  Forceps ,  by  thrufting  it  not  into  the  Bladder,  but 
amongft  fome  other  Parts  which  it  ought  to  have  paffed  by,  and  thus 
open  and  dilate  them,  and  pull  out  whatever  came  in  its  Way ;  which 
would  not  only  fruftrate  the  Defign  of  the  Operation,  but  bring  oil 
many  other  Inconveniencies.  Such  Accidents  we  have  both  heard  and 
read  to  have  happened  to  Frere  Jacques ,  who  neither  knew  the  Stru¬ 
cture  of  the  Parts,  nor  had  any  certain  Method  of  guiding  his  Knife 
or  Forceps ;  which  lafk  Mr.  Rau  looked  upon  to  be  the  only  Defect  of  his 
Operation. 


Wherefore  we  are  fo  far  from  commending  Frere  Jacques  Method 
of  Cutting,  that  we  are  not  afraid  to  affert  the  Practice  of  it  to 
be  highly  pernicious  and  deftruCtive  to  Mankind ;  and  had  it  not 
ferved  as  a  Hint  to  lead  Rau  to  the  Difcovery  of  the  beft  of  all  Me¬ 
thods,  it  had  better  never  have  been  heard  of.  (48)

Frere  Jaques  Method  of  Cutting  Females.

XI 7E  have  already  mentioned,  in  ievetal  Places,  that  Frere  Jacques  Cut 
*  *  W  omen  as  well  as  Men  ,*  but  we  have  delay’d  till  now,  to  give  an 
Account  wherein  thefe  two  Operations  differ’d,  and  the  Judgment  that 
has  been  made  of  this  Part  of  his  Method. 

Mr,  Buffered. Friend  tells  us  upon  this  Head,  that  Fr eve  Jacques  cut- 
teth  Women  upon  the  Staff y  and  in  the  fame  Place  as  Men.  He  did  per¬ 
form  this  Operation,  continues  he,  in  my  Prefence  upon  Three  ;  One 
whereof  was  a  Girl  of  Eleven  Years  old;  which  maketh  me  believe  that 
he  ufeth  the  fame  Way  in  all,  tho’  in  them  he  did  Cut  the  Internal 
"Neck  of  the  Uterus.  His  Opinion  therefore  is,  that  this  Way  of  Cut¬ 
ting  is  not  fo  fure  in  Women,  no  more  than  in  Men,  as  the  Ancient  Way. 


Mr.  Buff  ere  fubfcribesto  his  Correfpondent’s  Judgment :  Tho?  I  have 
not  tried  this  Way  upon  Women,  fays  he,  yet  I  cannot  approve  it  at  all, 
fince  one  cannot  avoid  Cutting  the  Neck  of  the  Uterus ,  the  Cicatrix  of 
which  might  prove  to  be  of  fome  ill  Confequence,  in  cafe  the  Woman 
ihould  come  to  be  with  Child.  (49) 


One  of  the  three  Experiments  which  Monfieur  Mery  law  Frere 
Jacques  make  upon  dead  Bodies,  was  upon  that  of  a  Woman,  and  he 
has  given  us  a  particular  Account  of  his  Method  of  Operating.  The 
Incifion,  he  fays,  was  made  on  the  Right  Side,  near  the  Protuberance 
of  the  Ifchium,  the  fame  Staff  he  ufed  for  Men  being  firft  introduced  into 
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the  Bladder.  It  was  about  an  Inch  and  an  half  long;  and  by  rrcafuring 
the  Situation  of  it  by  the  meansofcrofs  Lines,  he  found  that  the  lower 
Part  of  it  anfwered  to  the  Anus,  the  upper  to  the  external  Orifice  of  the 
Uterus,  and  the  middle  of  it  to  the  Raphe.  The  inward  Prog  refs  of  it  was 
in  this  manner;  After  having  palled  about  an  Inch  and  an  half  of  Fat, 
it  went  in  betwixt  the  Levator  Am  and  the  Accelerator  of  the  Clitoris ,  cut¬ 
ting  this  Mufcle  at  its  Origin,  and  from  thence  pierced  the  Vagina 
quite  through,  beginning  at  the  Backfide  of  it,  and  thus  reached  the 
Body  of  the  Bladder,  which  it  wounded  lengthways  from  the  Beginning 
of  the  Urethra  to  the  Infertion  of  the  Ureters,  but  without  touching  ei¬ 
ther  of  them.  The  Incifion  in  the  Vagina  and  in  the  Bladder  were  each 
of  them  an  Inch  long. 

Tho’  Mery  was  at  this  Time  as  much  prejudiced  in  favour  of  Frere 
Jacques,  as  he  was  afterwards  'againft  him,  yet  his  Method  of  Cutting 
Women  difgufted  him  from  the  very  firfi;  Moment  he  faw  this  Experi¬ 
ment.  This  appears  from  the  Reflections  which  he  fubjoins  to  his  De- 
fcription  of  it.  If  we  judge,  fays  he,  of  Frere  Jacques  Way  of  Operating 
upon  Women,  b,y  the  Structure  of  the  Parts,  and  by  the  Incifion  which 
he  makes  in  the  Vagina  and  Body  of  the  Bladder,  1  cannot  believe  that 
the^SVow  can  be  extra&ed  in  them  with  the  fame  Eafe  and  Advantages  as 
in  Men,  if  he  always  follows  the  fame  Methods  in  both,  as  I  have  hi-**, 
therto  feen  him ;  I  mean,  if  he  begins  his  Incifion  on  the  Infide  of  the  - 
Ifchiwn.  For  if  weconfider  that  the  Urethra  in  Women  is  but  fix  Lines 
in  length  beyond  the  Os  Pubis,  that  the  Cavity  is  but  a  Line  and  an 
half  in  Diameter,  and  that  it  lies  along  the  middle  of  the  fore  Part  of 
the  Vagina,  which  is  two  Inches  broad,  it  will  be  eafy  to  conceive  that 
whatever  Care  Frere  Jacques  takes  to  put  the  Vagina  out  of  his  Way,  and 
not  to  wound  it,  it  will  be  very  difficult  for  him  to  fhun  it,  and  almofl 
impoilible  to  get  into  the  Bladder  by  the  Urethra  in  the  Way  he  takes^ 
fince  it  Is  fo  very  fhort  and  lies  fo  clofe  to  the  Vagina .  Since  therefore 
the  Stone  cannot  be  extra&ed  by  this  Method,  without  Cutting  the 
Body  of  the  Bladder,  I  cannot  believe  it  lefs  dangerous  than  the  common 
Way  of  drawing  the  Stone  through  the  Urethra.  As  an  Incontinency  of 
Urine  moff  commonly  happens  in  this  W'ay,  fo  in  that  ufed  by  Frere 
Jacques  a  Fiftula  of  the  Bladder  into  the  Vagina  appears  to  me  inevita¬ 
ble;  which  is  at  leaE  as  great  an  Inconveniency,  fince  the  Urine  flows 
equally  involuntarily  here.  (50) 
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The  living  Bodies  which  Frere  Jacques  afterwards  Gut,  Were  but 
too  evident  Proofs  of  the  Truth  of  the  Reflexions  Monfteur  Mery 
here  makes.  The  firft  of  fhefe  was  Madam  de  Lorrairi  ;  he  began  f  he 
Incifion  two  Inches  higher  than  he  did  upon  the  dead  Body,  and  pierced 
the  Vagina  quite  through/  as  appeared  by  the  Quantity  of  Blood 
which  run  out  of  it.  What  other  Accidents  followed  upon  this  Opera¬ 
tion,  Monfleur  Mery  has  not  told  Us  ;  but  We  may  judge  what  they 
Were  by  the  Obfervations  which  he  made  on  other  Subjects.  (5 1) 


On  the  idth  of  May  following,  fays  he,  Frere  Jacques  cut  two  Girls 
at  the  Hotel  Dieu,  one  upon  the  Staff,  and  the  other  upon  th e  Gripe. 
The  youngeft  was  but  Four  Years  of  Age,  and  went  out  of  the  Hofpi- 
talthe  17th  of  June ,  the  outward  Wound  being  cured  ,*  but  fhe  conti¬ 
nued  to  be  troubled  with  an  Incontinency  of  'Urine.  The  other  was 
Fourteen  Years  old,  and  went  out  the  25th  of  the  fame  Month,  in  the 
lame  State  with  the  other.  Juft  as  file  was  to  leave  the  Hofpital,  Lwas? 
fent  for  to  examine  the  Caufe  6f  her  Incontinency  of  Urine,  and  I 
found  that  it  came  partly  through  the  Urethra ,  and  partly  through  the 
Vagina.  Another  Surgeon  that  was  there  injeXed  Barley  Water  through 
rhe  Urethra  into  the  Bladder,  which  prefently  flowed  out  at  the  Vagina , 
by  which  we  difcovcred,  that  1110*  the  exterior  Wound, 'all  the  Way  to 
the  Vagina  was  healed,  the  other  Incifion  from  the  Vagina  to  the  Bladder? 
was  ft  ill  open.  (52) 


Now  befiaesthe  Incontinency  of  Urine  which  attends  this  Accident, 
there  are  other  Confequences  no  lefs  terrible  that  muft  follow  upon  it,, 
efpecially  if  we  take  in  the  Danger  there  is  in  this  Method,  of 
falling  into  many  of  the  fame  Inconveniencies  which  have  been  al¬ 
ready  obferved  in  Men.  Women  muft  by  this  means  be  rendered  for 
ever  barren,  fince  the  continual  Flux  of  Urine  into  the  Bladder  muft  ne- 
ceffarily  hinder  the  Action  of  the  Semen  ,*  and  as' the  RZ&uin  may  lifcewife 
be  pierced,  the  grofs  Excrements  may  come  out  the  lame  Way  at  the 
fame  time..  From  thefe  and  fuch  like  Obfervations,  drawn  partly  from 
Experiments,  and  partly  from  the  Analogy  of  the  StruXure  of  the 
Parts  to  be  Cut  in  both  Sexes,  Monfieur  Mery  concludes,  that  Frere 
JacquesWay  of  Cutting  Women  ought  upon  no  account  whatever  to  be 
put  in  Practice,  (53) 
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Of  the  Eight  Patients  which  Frere  Jacques  art  at  Orleans ,  One  was  a 
Girl  between  Ten  and  Twelve  Years  of  Age,  but  fhe  died  the  Fourth 
Day  alter  the  Operation;  and  Monfieur  Noel,  in  the  foremention’d  Let¬ 
ter  to  Mery ,  has  given  us  the  following  Relation  of  it  :  Frere  Jacques 
fet  her  upon  the  Knees  of  a  Surgeon’s  Servant,  and  made  two  others 
hold  her  Thighs  :  He  began >by  making  a  violent  Prefture  upon  the  Hy- 
pogaflrium ,  with  his  Fingers  half  bent,  as  if  be  had -a  mind  to  bring  rhe 
Bottom  of  the  Bladder  nearer  its  Neck :  Then  he  introduced  a, Silver" 
Catheter  into  the  Bladder,  and  pulled  it  out  again  as  foon  as  he  had 
drawn  off  the  Urine  contained  in  it.  Afterwards  he  put  his  two  Fingers  - 
into  the  Return  to  command  the  Stomy  and  fo  made  his  Ineiffon  in  the 
ordinary  Place,  only  a  little  higher  ;  and  dire&ing  his  Knife  towards  the 
Stone ,  he  cut  the  Bladder.  This  being  done,  he  made  feveral  Motions 
in  the  Wound,  fome times  with  his  Forceps,  fometimes  with  his  Scoop, 
preffing  a-new  upon  the  Hypogaftrium  to  bring  down  the  Stom>  but  all 
to  no  purpofe ;  fo  that  at  length  he  was  obliged  to  thruff  his  Fingers  a 
fecond  time  into,  the  Anus,  and  to  ufe  his  Knife  once  more,  in  order  ei¬ 
ther  to  make  a  new  Inciffon,  or  enlarge  the  former.  Thus,  by  keeping 
the&ewe  well  down  with  his  Fingers,  after  two  or  three  Efforts,  he  at 
length  extracted  it  with  his  Forceps . 

The  Operation  was  no  fooner  over,  but  the  Patient  began  to  be  tor¬ 
mented  with  Pains  in  her  Belly,  Fever  and  Vomiting,  which  never  left 
her  till  fhe  died  :  Upon  opening  her  Body,  we  plainly  difcerned  that 
the  Incifion  had  been  made  in  the  Middle  and  membraneous  Part  o£ 
the  Bladder  ;  that  it  was  tranfverfe  and  a.  little  oblique,  with  three 
Angles  obfervable  in  it,  occafion’d  by  his  having  Cut  feveral  Times. 
The  Bladder  and  all  the  Parts  near  it  were  filled  with  Pusy  and  in  many 
of  them  there  were  Abfcefles  formed.  The  lower  Parts  of  the  Abdomen^ 
fuch  as  the  Pyramidal  Mufcles  and  the  Extremities  of  the  ReBi,  were 
very  much  bruifed,  livid,  and  tending  to  a  Gangrene,  tho3  there  Was 
no  Blacknefs  nor  Swelling  to  be  feen  upon  the  Skin.  (54) 

We  are  told  by  Dionis,  that  one  of  the  four  Patients  which  Frere 
Jacques  cut  in  the  Ckarite  of  Verfailles ,  was  a  Girl  of  Seven  Years  of 
Age,  who  died  three  Days  after  the  Operation. ...  Dionis  opened  her  in 
Pfefence  of  Monfieur  one  of  Frere  Jacques  Patrons,  and  found  the 
Bladder  wounded  in  the  Body  near  the  Neck.  In  the  Vagina  there 
was  a  Wound  of  the  Length  of  a  Nail,  made  by  the  Edge  of  the 
Knife,  in  thrufting  it  along  that  Part  to  come  at  the  Bladder ;  On  this  - 
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Occafion  P/ere  Jacques  faid,  that  the  Wounds  of  the  Vagina  are  of  no 
Confequence,  aiidfthat  he  frequently  happened  to  pierce  it.  (5j) 

Dionis  faw  him  cut  Two  Women  more,  and  in  both  the  fame  Ac¬ 
cidents  happened,  as  appeared  by  the  Blood  which  came  out  at  the 
Vagina  as  foon  as  the  Incifion  was  made.  And  he  obferves  further, 
that  the  fame  thing  fell  out  in  almofl  all  the  Women  he  cut,  (36) 
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C  H  A  P.  V. 

Monfieur  MeryV  Method  of  Cutting  for 

the  Stone. 
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*TpHE  Account  which  we  have  given  from  Authors,  of  Frere  Jacquet 
Operations  for  the  Stone ,  is  very  far  from  being  to  their  Advantage. 
The  moil  favourable  thing  that  has  been  faid  of  them,  by  any  Body  who 
was  in  a  Condition  to  judge  of  their  true  Merit,  is,  that  it  is  poflible 
they  may  fucceed  when  perform’d  by  a  skilful  Hand  ,•  and  that  fome 
tew  Cafes  may  happen,  in  which  they  may  perhaps  be  preferable  to  the 
ancient  Methods.  But  Monfieur  Mery ,  who  has  been  at  more  Pains  to 
examine  them,  than  all  the  other  Authors  put  together,  declares  him- 
felf  altogether  againfi  the  Pradice  of  them  in  any  Cafe ;  not  only  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  bad  Succefs  they  were  attended  with  in  the  Hands  of  that 
ignorant  inconfiderate  Monk,  but  alfo  by  comparing  the  Strudure  of 
the  Parts  concerned  with  the  Nature  of  the  Operation  itfelf,  and  from 
thence  deducing  the  many  grievous  Accidents  with  which  the  Pradicc 
of  them  will  moll  commonly,  if  not  always,  be  attended. 


All  this,  however,  is  to  be  underftood  of  thefe  Operations  taken  by 
the  Lump  \  for  when  they  are  pulled  to  Pieces,  Monfieur  Mery ,  even  in 
themidftof  all  his  Declamations  againfi  them,  cannot  help  feeing  fome 
Parts  of  them,  which  he  thinks  preferable  to  W'hat  anfwered  to  thefe  in 
the  former  Methods  of  Operating.  It  wras  natural  for  a  thinking  Man 
to  endeavour  to  bring  fuch  valuable  Parts  into  Pradice,  by  joining  to 
them,  either  from  his  own  Invention,  or  what  was  already  in  Ufe, 
whatever  he  judged  proper  to  compleat  this  w7hole  Operation  of  ex- 

R  trading 


trading  the  Stone,  freed  from  all  the  Difadvantages  which  Frere  Jacques 
Methods,  taken  all  together,  feem’d  to  him  to  labour  under. 

This  is  the  general  View,  which  not  only  Monfieur  Mery,  but  all  the 
other  Improvers  of  them,  propofed  to  themfelves  in  their  Improvements. 
What  thefe  have  been,  and  by  whom  made,  I  now  go  on  to  relate;  that 
is,  to  explain  fnch  Methods  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone,  as  differ  from  and 
were  pofteriour  to  thofe  of  Frere  Jacques,  but  to  the  Difcovery  of  which 
the  Authors  of  them  have  been  led  by  Hints  taken  from  what  they  ob- 
ferved  in  his. 

Of  thefe  Improvements,  the  firft  that  I  hear  of  were  made  by  Mon¬ 
fieur  Mery  ;  but  before  I  proceed  to  them,  it  •will  be  neceffary  to  fay 
fomething  concerning  this  great  Man’s  Life,  by  abridging  the  Eloge 
which  the  Elegant  Monfieur  Fontenelle  has  given  us  of  him  in  the  Me¬ 
moirs  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  for  the  Year  1722.  Printed  in  1724. 

John  Mery  was  born  at  Vatan,  in  the  Province  of  Berry,  the  6th  Day 
of  January  1645.  His  Father  was  a  Surgeon;  and  after  having  fen t 
his  Son  for  fome  Time  to  School,  finding  that,  whether  for  Want  of 
Inclination,  or  by  the  Fault  of  his  Mailers,  his  Genius  was  not  turned 
to  Letters,  he  refblved  to  bring  him  up  to  his  own  Bufinefs. 

At  Eighteen  Years  of  Age  he  went  to  Paris ,  to  improve  him felf  in 
the  Hotel  Dieu ,  the  beft  School  in  the  World  for  young  Surgeons. 
There,  not  fatisfied  with  the  Exercifes  of  the  Day,  he  ufed  as  often  as 
he  had  an  Opportunity,  to  convey  a  Body  out  of  the  Hofpital  to  his 
Lodging,  and  hide  it  in  his  Bed  till  he  had  Time  to  diffed  it. 


In  id8i,  he  drew  up  a  Defcription  of  the  Ear,  at  the  Defire  of  Mon¬ 
fieur  L’Amy>  Dodor  of  Phyfick,  to  be  inferted  in  the  Second  Edition 
of  his  Book  De  L? Ante  Sensitive.  It  was  in  that  Year  likewife,  that  he 
was  made  Surgeon  to  the  Queen. 
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In  1  <58 3 ,  Monfieur  Louioy,  then  Firft  Minifter  of  State,  appointed 
him  Surgeon  Major  to  the  Hofpital  of  the  Invaiides. 
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The  Year  after,  the  King  of  Portugal  having  deft  red  that  zPariJian^xir- 
geon  might  be  fent  h  m,  his  Queen  being  in  Jifpoled,  Monfteur  Mery 
was  pitched  upon  as  the  properefl  Perfon  to  execute  that  Commiilion. 
The  Queen  was  dea<J  before  fte  reached  L .:sbon'?  out  by-  the  other  ex¬ 
traordinary  Cures  which  he  performed  during  his  Sfc  y  there,  he  gain¬ 
ed  the  Eilfterh  of  the  'Porttigwetitto'  much*,  that  they  mac  .  '  p  mbit  ad¬ 

vantageous  Odtrs,  in  cafe  he  would  refolve  to  fettle  among  diem,  fie 
had  like  Proposals  made  to  him  in  Spain,  through  which  he  pifled  ;  but 
he  chofe  to  accept  neither  of  them,  but  to  return  to  his  own  Country, 
which  he  did  timely  enough  ift  that  fame  Year,  to  be  admitted  a  Mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Sciences,  by  the  Recommendation  of 
Monfteur  de  Louvois,  and  to  be  appointed  Surgeon  to  the  Duke  of  Bur¬ 
gundy ,  then  a  Child,  whom  he  accompany'd  in  a  Journey  the  Court 
made  to  Chambort ,  a  Royal  Palace  near  Blots* 


In  i  bp  2,  he  was  fent  by  the  Court  on  a  fecret  Commiflion  to  Eng¬ 
land;  and  indeed  it  always  remained  fo :  for  to  this  Day  no  Body  can 
tell  what  he  went  about. 


In  1700,  he  arrived  at  the  Heighth  of  his  Ambition,  being  named  • 
by  Monfteur  Harlay ,  Firft  Prefident  of  Panst  to  be  Firft  Surgeon  of 
the  Hotel  Dieu.  The  Functions  of  that  Poft,  together  with  his  Place 
in  the  Academy,  took  up  his  whole  Time ;  no  Confiderations  but 
Friendlhip  could  ever  perfwade  him  after  that,  to  pradfice  in  the  City, 
or  teach  Anatomy  to  any  but  his  Pupils  in  the  Hofpital ;  and  it  was  by 
his  Means  that  the  Anatomical  Theatre  \va$  eredted  there. 

His  great  Talent  lay  in  the  Exadfnefs  of  His  Obfervations.  He 
thought  it  fufficient  for  his  Purpofe,  to  fee  Things  precifely  as  they 
exifted  in  Nature,  without  being  often  at  Pains  to  build  Syftems  upon 
the  Phenomena  he  had  difeover’d.  When  he  ventured  fo  far  as  that,  he 
was  convinc'd  it  was  upon  very  fure  Grounds,  and  therefore  was  very 
ftiff  in  maintaining  his  own  Opinions.  His  Hypothefis  concerning  the 
Circulation  of  the  Blood  in  a  Foetus ,  was  an  Inftance  of  this ;  and  his 
Defence  thereof  againft  the  numerous  Attacks  that  were  made  upon  it, 
together  with  his  Obfervations  on  the  Methods  of  Cutting  pradfifed  by 
Frere  Jacques,  a  Francomtois ,  make  up  the  only  Book  he  ever  publifh'd. 
There  are  a  great  many  Papers  of  his  amongft  the  Memoirs  of  the 
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Academy;  and  he  left  behind  him  a  vaft  Number  of  valuable  Prepara« 
tions  of  the  Parts  both  of  Men  and  other  Animals. 


He  applied  himfelf  much  to  the  Knowledge  of  the  Blood  Veflels  and 
Nerves;  but  ufed  to  give  it  to  his  Friends,  as  an  Inftance  of  the  Im¬ 
perfection  of  Human  Knowledge,  that  the  Nature  and  Actions  of  the 
Fluids  contained  in  them  had  not  been  difcover’d.  Anatomifts,  he 
told  them,  might  be  compared  to  Porters,  who  know  all  the  Streets 
and  Comers  of  a  Town,  but  are  intirely  ignorant  of  what  palfes  with¬ 
in  Doors. 

They,  who  converfed  much  with  him,  attribute  to  him  feveral 
Difcoveries  which  pafs  under  other  Peoples  Names;  of  which  the 
Glands  afcribed  to  Mr.  Cowper ,  are  one  Initance. 

He  died  on  the  Third  Day  of  November  1722,  in  the  78th  Year  of 
his  Age,  leaving  Six  Children  behind  him.

It  appears  from  the  Refledions  Monfieur  Mery  has  given  us  on  Frere 
jacques  Operations,  that  he  had  feen  but  very  few  of  them,  before  he 
began  to  think  of  carrying  them  to  a  greater  Perfedion.  It  would  be 
to  no  purpofe,  however,  to  trace  all  the  Obfervations  which  lie  fcat- 
ter’d  up  and  down  his  Book  to  this  purpofe  ;  he  having  laved  us  that 
Trouble  himfelf,  by  bringing  them  all  under  one  View,  in  the  lad 
Chapter  of  that  Treatife,  in  which  we  may  fee  diflindly  firft,  by 
what  Steps  he  was  led  to  the  Improvements  he  has  made,  where¬ 
in  they  confift,  and  lailly,  what  are  the  Advantages  that  he  thinks 
may  be  expeded  from  them. 

As  to  the  firil  of  thefe,  he  acquaints  us,  That  fince  the  principal 
Dilorders  which  appeared  in  the  dead  Bodies  of  fuch  Perfons  as  had 
been  Cut  upon  the  Staff  by  Frere  Jacques ,  and  which  he  had  Opened, 
proceeded  only  from  this,  That  his  Staff  being  folid  and  round,  it 
was  impoflible  for  him,  with  all  the  Steddinefs  of  Hand  he  was  Ma¬ 
iler  of,  to  guide  the  Point  of  his  Knife  upon  the  Convex  Part  of  it  fo 
furely,  as  not  to  mifs  it  upon  mofl  Occafions  ;  One  would  be  apt  to 
think,  that  in  order  to  redify  his  Operation,  and  evite  all  the  difmal 
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Accidents  that  attended  it,  nothing  fliould  be  requifite  but  to  make 
ufe  of  a  furrowed  Catheter;  and  to  adjuft  the  Length  of  it  fo  exactly, 
as  not  to  run  the  Riique  of  piercing  the  Bottom  of  the  Bladder,  as  he 
frequently  did. 

But  if  we  confider  further,  (fays  our  Author)  that  the  only- Cafes  in 
which  Frere  Jacques  extrads  the  Stone  with  more  Facility  than  the  other 
Lithotomies,  are  when  he  Cuts  both  the  Neck  and  Body  of  the  Blad¬ 
der,  which  is  the  moft  aftonifhing  Part  of  his  Operations,  and  was  the 
chief  Thing  that  procured  him  the  Liberty  of  Cutting  in  the  two  Hofpi- 
tals  ;  and  if  we  confider,  on  the  other  hand,  that  the  wounding  of  thefe 
Parts  is  the  evident  Caufe  of  the  Incontinency  of  Urine  and  Fiftulas, 
with  which  the  moft  Part  of  thofe  who  furvived  his  Operations  were 
afflided :  When  thefe  two  Things  are  attended  to,  I  fay,  we  will  fee 
that  the  Improvements  I  have  mentioned  are  not  fufticient,  but  that  it 
is  moreover  abfolutely  neceffary  to  abftain  from  cutting  the  Neck  and 
Body  of  the  Bladder. 

Again,  if  we  refled,  that  the  Reafon  why  Frere  Jacques  ever  wounds 
the  Re&um,  is  only  becaufe  he  begins  his  Incifion  too  low  down,  and 
that  the  Opening  of  the  Nerves  and  Blood  VefTels,  from  whence  pro¬ 
ceeded  the  Hemorrhages,  Abfceffes,  and  Convulfions,  which  carried  off 
fo  many  of  his  Patients,  happen'd  by  thrufting  his  Knife  too  far  for¬ 
ward  ;  we  muft  conclude,  that  it  would  be  a  much  furer  Way  to  begin 
the  Incifton  in  the  Urethra ,  and  end  it  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Neck 
of  the  Bladder  ( al '  entree  du  col  de  la  Vejfie )  which  is  very  often  dilated 
by  the  Stone ,  which  the  Contradion  of  the  Fibres  of  the  Body  of  the 
Bladder  has  forced  into  the  Cavity  of  it. 

And  therefore  it  is  that  I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  the  greateft 
Difficulty  which  the  moft  expert  Lithotomifts  find  in  extrading  a 
Stone,  proceeds  more  feldom  from  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  than  from 
the  Urethra ;  becaufe  as  they  Cut  the  Urethra  on  the  Fore-fide  of  the 
( au  devant)  of  the  OJfa  Pubis ,  and  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  lying  behind 
thefe  Bones,  there  remains  at  leaft  an  Inch  of  the  Urethra  under  that 
Angle  formed  by  their  Union,  which  is  not  cut,  and  through  which 
the Stone  muft  pafs ;  that  is,  by  a  Way  which  is  narrower  than  the  Neck 
of  the  Bladder  ;  it  is  this  therefore  which  muft  caufe  the  Difficulty. 
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Upon  thefe  Principles  our  Author’s  Improvements  are  founded  : 
Wherein  they  confift,  he  goes  on  to  explain  in  the  following  Manner. 


In  order  to  rectify  the  ancient  Operation,  and  that  of  Frere  Jacques 
likewife,  and  evite  the  Accidents  which  either  accompany  or  follow 
them;  I  believe  it  would  be  proper,  the  Patient  firft' being  placed  and 
tied  in  the  ordinary  Manner,  to  begin  by  thrufling  a  furrowed  Cathe¬ 
ter  into  the  Bladder  with  the  Right  Hand,  then  to-  hold  it  with  the 
Left,  and  turn  that  End  of  it  towards  the  Right  Groin,  that  the  Con¬ 
cave  Part  being  directed  to  the  Infide  of  the  Left  Os  Pubis ,  the  Groove  may 
lie  a  little  obliquely.  Afterwards  taking  in  the  Right  Hand  a  crooked 
Bi floury  well  fixed  in  the  Handle,  between  Three  and  Four  Inches 
long,  Three  Lines  broad  or  thereabout,  the  Edge  on  the  Convex  Side* 
and  ending  in  a  very  fharp  pointed  Stilet,  about  an  Inch  in  length, 
thru#  it  dire&ly  into  that  Part  of  the  Groove  which  lies  in  the  An¬ 
gle  made  by  the  Junction  of  the  Ojja  Pubis ;  condu&  the  Stilet  all  the 
Way  into  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  ( conduire  le  Stilet  du  Biftom'i  dans  le 
Col  de  la  vejjie )  the  Point  of  it  being  kept  firm  in  the  Groove  of  the 
Catheter ;  then  lowering  the  Hand,  make  the  lncifion  down  from  the 
Neck  of  the  Bladder,  along  the  Infide  of  the  Os  Pubis ,  all  the  Way  to 
the  Protuberance  of  the  Ifchium.  The  Incihon  being  made,  introduce 
the  Conductors  or  Gorgeret  and-  Forceps  in  the  ordinary  Manner. 
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The  Leipfick  Journalifts  have  rendered- this  PaiTage  of  Monfieur  Mery, 
Conduire  le  Stilet  du  Bifiouri  dans  le  col  de  la  vefjte,  Pars  Aculeata  ScalpeUi 
uftp  in  Vefica  CoUum  adigenda  ;  by  which  it  is  plain,  they  conceived  that 
the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  was  to  be  pierced  by  the  Stilet ,  it  being  in  that 
Senfe  only  that  there  could  be  any  Force  required,  which  is  implied  in 
the  Word  adigere :  But  this  is  very  far  from  being  the  Author’s  Mean¬ 
ing,  the  principal  Part  of  his  Improvement  confifts  in  leaving  the  Neck  of 
the  Bladder  untouched  ;  and  by  conducting  the  Stilet  into  the  Neck  of 
the  BUdder,  he- underhands  no  more  than  that  asfoon  as  the  Stilet  was 
in  the  Groove  of  th &  Staffs  the  Operator  fhould  run  it  along  that,  all  the 
Way  into  the  Canal  or  Cavity  of  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  which  in 
solium  vefica  adigere  can  never  be  imagined  to  exprefs. 


The  Patient  muff  be  made  to  lie  upon  the  Right  Side ;  becaufe  by 
this  Means  the  Urine  not  having  fo  eafy  a  Defcent  towarus  the 
Wound,  will  more  readily  be  directed  into  its  former  Channel,  which 
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\vill  very  much  facilitate  the  Re-union  of  the  divided  Parts  ;  and 
the  common  Pra&ice  of  Binding  the  Patients  Thighs,  near  the  Knees, 
nvuft  not  be  omitted. 


In  this  manner,  according  to  Monfieur  Mery ,  may  the  Operation 
for  the  Stone  be  improved ;  and  the  Benefit  which  will  refult  there¬ 
from,  he  thinks,  will  be  very  conliderable ;  for  fir  ft,  the  Stone  may  be 
extracted  with  as  much  Facility  as  in  Frere  Jacques  Method,  without 
any  Danger  of  the  Accidents  which  attend  it.  Likewife  the  greateft 
Fart  of  thofe  Inconveniencies  which  accompany  the  common  Operation 
will  be  evited,  becaufe  the  Urethra  will  be  cut  all  ,;the  Way  to  the  Neck 
of  the  Bladder,  without  touching  the  Mufcles  of  t he  Penis,  or  wound¬ 
ing  any  Part  of  the  Scrotum ,  which  is  moil  commonly  attended  with 
Fluxions,  Inflammations  and  Gangreen.  Laftly,  by  following  this  Me¬ 
thod,  we  (hall  never  be  under  any  Neceflity  of  Cutting  upon  the  Griper 
either  Men  or  Children,  except  when  the  Stone  is  got  into  the  Urethra > 
and  flicks  out  in  the  Perinaum ;  and  in  that  Cafe  the  common  Way  of 
performing  this  Operation  Puffers  no  Difficulty,  (i) 


This  is  the  Account  that  Monfleur  Mery  has  given  us  of  his  own 
Method  of  Cutting  Males,  in  order  to  extrad  the  Stone ;  whether  ever 
he  put  it  in  Pradice  or  not  is  uncertain,  but  if  we  will  be  at  pains  to 
compare  it  with  Marianus3s  Operation  and  that  of  Frere  Jacques  both  to¬ 
gether,  it  will  be  found  that  what  is  new  in  it  is  only  the  Place  in  which 
he  makes  his  Incifion,  and  the  Figure  of  his  Knife:  And  if  we  com¬ 
pare  it  with  each  of  thefe  Methods  by  themfelves,  it  will  deferve  ra¬ 
ther  to  be  called  an  Improvement  of  that  of  Marianus ,  than  of  Frere. 
Jacques',  for,  properly  fpeaking,  it  was  the  Place  in  which  he  obferved 
this  laft  to  make  his  Incifion,  that  led  him  to  alter  the  Place  where  Ma¬ 
ri  anus3 s  Followers  make  theirs,  and  pitch  upon  a  new  one  equally  diffe¬ 
rent  from  both.  The  other  Parts  of  Monfleur  Mery3 s  Operation  he  has 
no  manner  of  Title  to  ;  but  ft  ill.,  fince  the  Merit  of  an  Invention  is 
only  to  be  determined  by  its  Ufefulnefs,  did  this  frn all  Improvement  rid 
his  Operation  of  the  Inconveniencies  which  the  others  are  liable  to, 
he  might  juflly  claim  the  fame  Share  of  Acknowledgment  from  Man¬ 
kind,  as  if  he  had  invented  a  Method  entirely  new. 


Monfleur  Mery  had  no  fooner  feen  Frere  Jacques  make  an  Experiment 
of  his  Method  upon  the  dead  Body  of  a  Woman,  but  he  thought  of 

re&ify-

rectifying  that  Part  of  his  Operation  likewife  :  For  having  made  the 
Reflections  which  have  been  already  mentioned,  concerning  the  Incon- 
veniencies  of  it,  he  adds.  That  if  it  fhould  appear  from  Experience, 
that  his  Conjedures  about  thefe  Inconveniencies  were  ill  grounded, 
and  that  both  the  Wounds  of  the  Vagina  and  Body  of  the  Bladder  are 
eafily  cured,  he  hath  a  Way  to  propofe  for  Cutting  of  Women,  which 
mufl;  hill  be  preferable  to  that  of  the  Monk.  His  Method  is  this : 
Let  a  furrowed  Catheter ,  fuch  as  is  commonly  ufed  for  Men,  be  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  Bladder,  and  with  the  Convex  Part  of  it  prefs  down 
to  the  Entry  of  the  external  Orifice  of  the  Uterus  ( a  ly entree  de  £  Orifice 
externe  de  la  Matrice)  that  Part  of  the  Vagina  which  lies  under  the  Ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  Body  of  the  Bladder,  and  the  Beginning  ofc  the  Urethra 
which  is  joined  to  it ;  then  cut  that  Part  of  the  Vagina  upon  the  Groove 
of  the  Staff ;  and  thus  it  will  be  eafy  to  get  into  the  Bladder  without 
hurting  the  Urethra ,  if  the  Incilion  is  made  but  a  very  little  Way  up  in 
the  Vagina . 


By  this  Method  the  Stone  may  be  extra&ed  out  of  the  Bladder  of  a 
Woman  with  the  fame  Advantages  that  Frere  Jacques  does  it  in  Men ; 
becaufe,  as  it  mufl:  pafs  through  the  Vaginay  it  will  pafs  out  at  the 
broadeft  Part  of  the  Angle  which  is  formed  by  the  Union  of  the 
Offa  PuhiSo 

It  may  likewife  be  made  ufe  of  in  young  Girls,  and  is  undoubtedly 
more  fure  and  lefs  painful  than  that  ufed  by  Frere  Jacques .  The 
Wound  made  in  the  Vagina  needs  not  be  above  Two  Lines  deep  ; 
whereas  in  his  Method  there  muff  be  feveral  Incifions,  which  taken  all 
together,  are  at  leafl  Three  Inches  deep ;  for  he  not  only  pierces  the 
Vagina  twice,  but  the  Wound  he  makes  from  the  Buttocks  into  it  is 
altogether  unneceflfary. 

This  Method  feems,  moreover,  to  be  better  than  that  of  Drawing 
the  Stone  through  the  Urethra ,  becaufe  as  both  that  and  the  Sphinfter  of 
the  Bladder  remain  untouched,  there  is  no  Danger  of  an  Incontinency 
of  Urine,  which  moil  commonly  follows  the  other.  (2) 

The  Suppofitions  upon  which  Monfieur  Mery  builds  the  Advantages 
of  this  new  Method  of  Cutting  Women,  are,  we  fee,  that  Wounds  in  the 
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Vagina  and  In  the  Body  of  the  Bladder  may  be  cured  ;  but  tho’  upon 
the  Tryals  he  afterwards  made  on  dead  Bodies,  he  was  fully  fatisned 
how  ealily  it  might  be  put  in  Practice,  yet  the  Obfcrvations  he  had  oc- 
cafion  to  make  of fuch  as  had  been  Cut  by  Frere  Jacques,  convinced  him 
at  length  that  thefe  Suppofnions  were  falfe ;  and  confequently,  that 
this  Method,  however  improved,  was  altogether  to  be  rejected.  This 
he  teflifies  in  the  following  Words  :  As  for  Frere  Jacques  Way  of  Cut¬ 
ting  Women  and  young  Girls,  fince  there  remains  always  a  Fiftula 
from  the  Bladder  into  the  Vagina,  it  is  evident  that  neither  that,  nor 
the  Method  in  which  I  propofed  it  to  be  amended,  ought  ever  to  be  put 
in  Practice  :  There  is  no  other  Way  left  but  to  draw  the  Stone  through 
the  Urethra  ;  and  tho*  an  Incontinency  of  Urine  fhould  remain,  it  does 
not  make  them  incapable  of  Conceiving,  which  is  very  much  to  be  feared 
from  that  which  proceeds  from  a  Fiftula.  (3) 


Before  I  take  leave  of  Moniieur  Mery ,  I  cannot  forbear  remarking 
that  fomething  very  like  the  Way  he  here  proposed  for  Cutting  of  Wo¬ 
men  is  mentioned  by  Monfieur  Buffiere ;  but  as  that  Author  had  put  it 
in  Practice  before  Frere  Jacques  Operations  w;ere  known  to  him,  it  can¬ 
not  be  called  an  Improvement  of  thefe  ,*  and  therefore  I  did  not  take 
Notice  of  it  in  that  Place,  which,  as  being  publifhed  before  that  of 
Monfieur  Mery ,  it  would  otherwife  have  deferved. 


In  Women,  fays  Mr.  Buffi erey  when  the  Stone  is  but  indifferent  big, 
the  old  Way  is  preferable  to  any  other  ;  but  if  it  was  very  big,  then  I 
had  rather  thruft  my  Finger  into  the  Vagina,  and  bring  the  Stone  as  near 
the  Neck  of  the  Bladder  as  can  be,  and  cut  the  Membranes  of  the  Va¬ 
gina  and  Bladder  upon  the  Stone .  I  did  Cut  a  Woman  in  Hamhourgh  by 
that  Way,  of  which  I  drew  a  Stone  weighing  five  Ounces  and  an  half, 
who  did  recover  very  well.  By  this  Way  we  did  prevent  the  Inconti¬ 
nency  of  Urine,  which  follows  always  the  Extraction  of  great  Stones  in 
Women.  (4) 
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Chap.  VI. 
Profejfor  RauV  Method. 


HP  HE  next  Improvement  of  Frere  Jacques  Operation  for  the  Stone y 
-*■  was  made  by  Mr.  Rau  in  Holland :  But  before  I  lay  before  the 
Reader  wherein  it  confided,  I  think  it  neceffary  to  make  him  a  little 
acquainted  with  that  great  Man’s  Life,  by  a  (hort  Abridgment  of  the 
elegant  and  faithful  Account  which  the  learned  Profeffor  Albinus  has 
lately  publifhed  of  it. 

John  James  Rau  was  born  at  Baden ,  a  fmall  Town  in  the  Circle  of 
Suabia  in  the  Year  1668.  His  Father  was  a  Wine  Merchant,  and  in 
fuch  indifferent  Circumftances,  that  he  was  obliged,  as  the  bed  Pro- 
vifion  he  could  make  for  his  Son,  to  bind  him  Apprentice  to  a  Surgeon 
in  Strasburg ,  before  he  was  full  Fourteen  Years  of  Age  :  There  he  re¬ 
mained  Three  Years ;  and  in  that  Time  thinking  he  knew  enough  of  his 
Bufinefs  to  gain  his  Living  in  any  Part  of  the  World,  he  refolved  to 
bid  adieu  to  his  own  Country,  and  try  his  Fortune  fomewhere  elfe. 
After  he  had  travelled  through  fome  Part  of  Germany,  he  went  to 
Hamburgh,  from  thence  to  Norway ,  where  he  lived  at  Bergen  with  Mr. 
Franen  the  Surgeon,  and  foon  after  to  Amfterdamy  being  unable  to  en¬ 
dure  the  rigorous  Cold  of  that  Climate.  At  Amfterdam  he  had  the 
good  Luck  to  get  to  be  Surgeon  of  a  Man  of  War,  in  which  he  went 
to  Spain  and  other  Countries ;  and  upon  his  return  to  Holland,  he  went 
on  board  the  Vice-Admiral  of  that  Fleet,  which  brought  King  IVilliam 
to  England* 
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During  his  Service  at  Sea,  he  found  Means  to  fave  as  much  Money 
as  enabled  him  to  go  to  Leyden,  and  there  fiudy  Phyfick  for  fome 
Time  ;  alter  which  he  went  to  Paris  to  improve  himfelf  in  Anatomy 
and  Surgery  under  Du  Verney ,  Mery,  Marefchal ,  Roumart ,  Old  Petit ,  and 
others.  In  1694,  he  returned  to  Leyden ,  and  there  took  his  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Phylick,  being  then  but  Twenty-fix  Years  of  Age. 

Being  by  this  Time  weary  of  a  wandring  Courfe  of  Life,  he  refolv’d 
to  fettle  at  Amflerdam ,  and  to  teach  Anatomy,  and  pradice  Phyfick 
and  Surgery  :  He  remained  there  fomething  more  than  Eighteen  Years  ; 
but  Two  of  them  were  not  pafi:  before  he  had  already  acquired  fo 
great  a  Reputation  in  Anatomy,  that  the  Magiftrates  of  that  City  ap¬ 
pointed  him  to  dilfed  in  the  publick  Theatre.  He  was  likewife  fo 
iuccefsful  in  the  Practice  of  Surgery,  that  he  was  fent  for  all  over  Hol¬ 
land  by  thofe  who  needed  his  Alfiftance,  and  for  the  Sake  of  no  Ope¬ 
ration  fo  much  as  that  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone,  which  he  performed  up¬ 
on  above  Sixteen  Hundred  People,  with  the  greateft  Applaufe,  and 
equal  Succefs. 

In  1705,  he  was,  fent  for  to  Leyden ,  to  give  fome  Publick  Leffons  of 
Anatomy  j  and  in  1713,  he  was  made  Profeflor  of  Phyfick,  Anatomy, 
and  Surgery,  in  that  famous  Univerfity,  upon  the  Death  of  Dodor  Bid - 
loo .  While  he  remained  in  Health,  he  was  extremely  diligent  in  dif- 
charging  the  Fundions  of  that  honourable  Profefiion  ;  but  his  Health 
abandoned  him  above  Four  Years  before  his  Death,  which  happened  in 
a  very  lamentable  Manner  on  the  18th  Day  of  September  1719*  in  the 
Fifty  firff  Year  of  his  Age. 

Befides  the  Anatomical  Treafure  which  he  bequeathed  to  this  Uni- 
verfity,  and  of  which  we  are  obliged  for  a  very  ample  and  methodical 
Account  to  the  Author  of  his  Life,  he  left  the  World  his  Oration  De 
Methodo  Anatomen  Docendi  &  Dijcendi ,  pronounced  on  the  Day  of  his 
Reception  as  Profefior  at  Leyden ;  a  Latin  Letter  De  Inventoribus  Septi 
Scroti,  and  a  Defence  of  it  againft  Dr.  Ruyfcb ;  together  with  feveral 
Improvements  both  in  Anatomy  and  Surgery,  the  Chief  of  which  may 
be  juftiy  reckon’d  the  Ddcoveries  he  has  made  of  the  true  Method  of 
Cutting  for  the  Stone, 
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As  for  D.  Raws  Character,  I  cannot  give  it  better  than  in  the  Words 
of  his  elegant  Hi  dorian,  Fait  Corpore  Magno ,  &  Rolmflo ,  fays  Alb  inns  y 
egregiaque  &  virili  plane  forma ;  vultu  Severe,  &  town  nomihil  tuente . 
Fait  Ammo  generofo  &  alacri ;  totus  tamen  paulo  fervidicr  atque  commotior . 
Caternm  Ingeniofus  Laboriofus  &  attentus ;  atque  gloria  femper  cupidiffimus  ; 
quam  non  arte,  fed  aperte  palamque  meritis  fuis  acquiere  ftudebat.  Vixit  in 
Calibatu  parce  &  Sobrie,  libere  tamen  &  cum  amicis  hilar  us.  Adulari  admo - 
dum  non  poteraty  neque  fuflinere  diu  fimulationem.  Itaque  nemini  facile  & 
din  par  cere  folebat ;  Jed  alios  reprehendebat,  err  ores  euellere  conab  atur  j  in  mul- 
tos  vehement ius  quoque  inveBus,  prafertim  Ji  quos  in  fua  arte  a  vero  abejfe 
exifiimaret.  Quod  eum  non  tam  carpendi  aut  ladendi  libidine  feciffe  credimus, 
quam  veritatis  afferenda  &  defendenda  ftudio  atque  impetu  quodarn ,  &  quod  non 
prorfus  abjecle  de  je  fentiret.  Quemadmodum  etiam  non  tam  vitio  vertendum  ei 
ejfe  videtur  quod  verbis  &  moribus  fuerit  afperior ;  quam  admirandum  potiusy 
talem  adhuc  evafijfe,  qui  vitam  tam  duram  &  erraticam,  &  tam  ah  omni 
humanitate  &  urbanitate  remotam;  egerit  in  ea  at  ate  y  qua  flexibiles  hominum 
animosy  ficut  moliffimam  ceram,  ad  arbitrium  fere  fociorumy  &  ut  fors  tulerit, 
formari  &  fingi  novimus. 

Thus  far  concerning  the  Life  of  our  famous  Lithotomift  ;  we  go  on 
now  to  the  fame  Albinas’ s  Account  of  his  Lithotomy. 
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Amongft  the  other  Parts  of  Surgery  which  Rau  had  learned  at  Paris; 
the  Operation  for  the  Stone  by  what  is  called  the  great  Apparatus  was  one  , 
and  it  is  certain,  that  for  fome  time  after  he  fixed  at  Amflerdam ,  he 
pradis’d  it  in  that  manner  himfelf ;  but  upon  feeing  Frere  Jacques  Cut 
in  Holland ,  and  having  examined  the  Bodies  of  many  fuch  as  died  in 
that  Monk’s  Hands,  he  from  that  Time  changed  his  Method  of  Cut¬ 
ting  in  the  Manner  which  we  are  now  to  explain. 

Several  Accounts  have  been  published,  and  many  more  handed  about 
concerning  this  Method  of  Profelfor  Rau,  but  all  of  them  trifling,  falfe, 
and  impeded ;  and  had  not  the  learned  D.  Albinus ,  who  had  often  feen 
Rau  Cut,  and  is  a  perfed  Judge  of  thefe  Matters,  thought  it  worth 
his  while  to  oblige  the  World  with  an  accurate  and  particular  Relation 
of  all  the  Steps  of  his  Operation,  we  mull  have  defpaired  of  ever  ha¬ 
ving  a  true  Knowledge  of  it.  * 
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I  fhall  trouble  the  Reader  but  with  Two  of  tliefe  Accounts,  both  of 
them  printed  ;  the  firft  by  a  Saxon  Phyfician  ;  and  the  other,  of  which 
fomething  has  already  been  faid,  by  Mr.  Chefelden . 

We  are  told  by  the  Phyfician,  that  in  his  Travels  through  England 
and  Holland ,  he  arrived  on  a  certain  Time  at  Amfterdam  ;  and  being 
there  refolved  to  attend  Dr.  Raus  Courfes  of  Anatomy  and  Surgery, 
amongft  other  Curiofities  he  faw  there,  one  was  the  Operation  for  the 
Stone  perform’d  by  him. 
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The  7  th  Day  of  February  1707,  fays  the  Traveller,  I  and  Mr.  Wick¬ 
ham  went  with  our  Maher  Ran  to  Cromenic ,  a  Village  near  Harlem , 
where  a  Boy  was  to  be  Cut  ;  which  was  done  in  the  Prefence  of  two 
Surgeons  and  Burghers  of  the  faid  Town.  After  the  Body  was  dil- 
pofed  in  a  proper  Poflure  with  his  Arms  bound,  and  his  Pofteriours 
laid  higher  than  his  Head,  and  his  Feet  fo  tied,  that  the  Part  to  be 
Cut  could  not  be  moved ;  Mr.  Rau  kneeling  with  one  Knee  upon  the 
Table,  fets  himfelf  direbfly  before  the  Patient,  thru  fling  in  a  common 
Catheter  moiflen’d  with  Oil  into  the  Yard;  at  laffc  meeting  with  the 
Stone y  he  withdraws  that,  and  puts  in  another  Catheter ,  fo  deep  that  he 
might  feel  it  upon  the  Perinmm  with  his  Fingers  ;  then  he  makes  an 
Jncifion  in  the  Left  Side  of  the  Per  rummy  four  Fingers  breadth  from 
the  Tuberofity  of  the  Os  Ifchium,  or  Huckle  Bone,  and  a  Fingers  breadth 
from  the  Ams9  which  Place  of  Incifion  the  Catheter  depreffes  to¬ 
wards  the  Per  in  mm.  His  Incifion  Knife  was  guarded*  a  Thumbs 
breadth,  looking  like  a  common  Launcet,  which  was  not  laid  above 
the  length  of  the  firft  Joint  of  the  Finger  :  Firft  he  cut  the  Skin,  and 
then  making  an  Incifion  through  the  Fat  and  the  Mufcles,  he  applied 
his  Itinerary ;  after  which  he  penetrated  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  then 
putting  in  the  Penknife  into  the  Wound,  holding  it  flrongly  with  his 
Hand,  he  delivered  it  to  me  ;  but  in  the  mean  time  {hatched  up  his 
Forceps,  and  drawing  out  his  Penknife,  he  thrufl  it  in  betwixt  the  Iti¬ 
nerary  and  Conduttor ,  dilating  the  Lips  of  the  Wound  by  thofe  two  faid 
Inftruments,  by  which  means  he  happily  drew  out  the  Stone.  When  it 
was  extracted  it  was  of  the  Size  of  a  little  Hen’s  Egg,  moiften’d  with 
Blood,  and  on  one  Side  furrounded  with  a  fmali  little  Membrane, 
where  perhaps  it.  had  an  Adhefion  to  the  Side  of  the  Bladder.  It  was 
almoft  of  a  round  Figure  and  uneven,  like  a  large  Sand  or  gretty  Stone. 
Cieanfing  the  Wound  with  a  Spunge,  he  applied  nothing  but  a  little 
Lint ;  and  fo  binding  up  the  Patient  he  put  him  to  Bed,  placing  under 
his  Buttocks  fome  Oatmeal  to  receive  the  Urine,  that  would  run  from

the  Wound  and  xheFaces  upon  Occafion.  He  ordered  the  Curtains  of  the 
Bed  to  be  drawn  clofe,  that  the  Light  might  not  difturb  the  Patients 
Reft,  to  compofe  whom  he  ordered  an  Anodyne  Emulfion  to  be  drunk 
ad  Libitum.  After  the  Operation,  and  the  Sick  being  juft  laid  upon 
the  Bed,  he  cried  out  of  exquifite  Pains  in  the  Gians  of  the  Yard,  when 
the  Stone  was  taken  away,  which  happens  by  Confent ;  in  all  which  the 
Membrane  of  the  Urethra  has  with  the  inward  Membrane  of  the  Bladder. 


On  the  7th  of  March ,  I  faw  another  Lithotomy  or  Operation  for 
the  Stone  performed  by  my  Mafter  on  a  Jewifb  Boy  of  Seven  Years  old ; 
in  which,  belides  what  I  have  already  told  you,  nothing  particular  hap¬ 
pened,  except  the  falling  down  of  the  Inteftinum  ReSlum ,  occafioned  by 
the  Cries  of  the  Patient ;  which  lubricating  with  Oil  he  put  up  again 
with  his  Fingers,  leaft  it  fhould  hinder  him  in  his  Operation. 


By  comparing  this  Account  of  Raus  Operation  with  that  which  is 
given  by  Albinus ,  it  will  be  very  eafy  to  fee  how  full  it  is  of  Miftakes, 
that  is,  how  much  it  is  of  a-piece  with  all  the  reft  of  this  Author's  Book. 

r 

Mr.  Chefelden  makes  Raus  Method  to  be  the  fame  with  that  of  Frere 
Jacques  ;  for  after  tranfcribing  fome  few  Things  from  Dionis  about  that, 
he  tells  us,  that  the  late  Mr.  Rau ,  Profeffor  of  Anatomy  at  Leyden ,  per¬ 
form’d  it  afterwards  in  Holland ,  Cutting  exa&ly  between  the  Entrance 
of  the  Ureters ,  and  with  great  Succefs. 

It  is  not  a  little  furprizing  how  Mr.  Chefelden ,  who  is  fo  perfe&ly  well 
acquainted  with  the  true  Structure  of  thefe  Parts  of  the  Body,  came  to 
let  himfelf  be  fo  grofly  impos’d  upon  by  the  Perfon  that  gave  him  this  Ac¬ 
count  of  Raids  Operation,  which  the  leaft  Refle&ion  muft  have  convinced 
him  to  be  falfe  and  impoffible,  as  Hiall  be  prefently  fhown.  What  he 
has  added,  is  I  believe  very  juft  ;  at  leaft  it  deferves  the  Attention  of  all 
fuch  as  fhall  ever  undertake  the  Pra&ice  of  Mr.  Raus  Operation.  In 
my  Opinion,  fays  he,  this  Way  of  Cutting  exceeds  the  two  former, 
(that  is,  the  greater  and  lcffer  Apparatus)  and  would  be  yet  better,  if 
the  Bladder  was  filled  with  W"ater  before  the  Operation. 

Thefe,  and  many  other  fuch  as  thefe  Accounts,  have  been  given  of 
Mr.  Raus  Method  of  Cutting  for  the  Stone  j  and  I  have  only  fet  down 
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two  Samples- of  them,  to  fhow  what  need  there  was  of  a  more  exa&  and 
compleat  Explanation  of  an  Operation,  which  the  Succefs  wherewith  it 
was  attended  muft  recommend  to  our  moft  ferious  Thoughts.  This 
the  ingenious  Dr.  Albinus  has  fully  executed  in  the  Manner  which  we 
now  proceed  to  fhow. 

Alter  having  explained  the  Method  of  Cutting  ufed  by  Frere  Jacques^ 
and  given  his  Opinion  ot  it,  which  as  we  have  already  feen,  he  con¬ 
cludes  with  this  Obfervation,  That  it  had  better  never  have  been 
heard  of,  had  it  not  ferved  as  a  Hint  to  lead  Rau  to  the  Difcovery  of 
his :  He  goes  on  to  inform  us,  that  Rau  having  fully  examined  the  Stru¬ 
cture  and  Situation  of  thefe  Parts,  which  are  either  to  be  cut  or 
fhun*d  in  this  Operation,  difcovered  the  only  Defect  of  Frere  Jacques 
Method  to  be  the  Want  of  fome  Way  whereby  the  Inftruments  might 
be  fafely  and  fecurely  direfted  towards  the  proper  Place  of  the  Bladder. 
This  he  alfo  found  out,  and  ufed  it  with  the  greateft  Succefs.  It  can¬ 
not  therefore  be  deny*d  but  that  Frere  Jacques  (hewed  Rau  the  Way  ; 
for  this,  however,  he  ought  always  to  be  praifed  and  valued,  that  by 
his  own  Skill  and  Induftry  he  made  that  Addition  to  the  Operation, 
by  which  alone  it  is  rendered  fure  and  fafe,  and  preferable  to  all  that 
have  hitherto  been  invented,  whereas  before,  it  was  dangerous,  un¬ 
certain,  and  oftentimes  fatal. 

His  Addition  confifted  in  a  Catheter  furrowed  or  grooved  on  the 
Convex  Side,  which  he  thruft  through  the  Urethra  into  the  Bladder, 
that  Convex  Side  prefling  againft  the  Part  of  it  which  was  to  be  Cut, 
fo  as  to  be  felt  without ;  and  by  this  Means  ferving  to  direcft  him  in 
making  the  Wound  in  the  Skin,  in  thrufling  in  the  Knife,  fo  as  to 
cut  the  Bladder  upon  it,  and  in  introducing  the  other  Inftruments 
which  guide  the  Forceps  ftrait  into  the  Wound,  as  was  practifed  in 
the  great  Apparatus. 

But  as  the  Common  Catheters  made  Ufe  of  by  thofe  who  cut  the 
Urethra  in  the  Rerinccumy  are  for  the  moft  part  too  little  bent  to  be  able 
to  prefs  fufHciently  againft  the  proper  Place  of  the  Bladder,  he  invented 
a  new  one,  different  from  the  others  ;  firft,  in  that  where  the- crooked 
Part,  and  confequently  the  Groove  begins,  the  Curvature  was  greater, 
and  alfo  in  that  the  Roftrum  or  Beek  at  the  ocher  Extremity  of  the 
crooked  Part  was  ftraiter  and  longer,  that  the  Knife  might  be  at

more  Liberty  to  run  both  Ways  upon  k5  and  fo  mate  a  large  Wound 
in  the  Bladder.  The  Comparison  of  the  Structure  of  thefe  Parts  in 
the  humane  Body,  with  what  was  to  be  done  in  the  Operation,  feem 
to  have  led  him  to  thefe  Things. 


He  placed  the  Patient,  ty*d  him,  and  ordered  him  to  be  held  almofi 
in  the  fame  Manner  as  they  who  cut  the  Urethra  in  the  Perin&um ,  except 
that  he  laid  him  upon  his  Back  on  a  low  Table,  in  fuch  a  Manner  as 
that  his  Back  was  lower  than  his  Buttocks,  for  the  more  convenient 
Situation  of  the  Part  to  be  cut.

Then  he  kneeled  down  before  the  Patient  upon  his  Right  Knee,  his 
Left  Leg  being  erect,  and  making  an  acute  Angle  with  the  Thigh,  the 
better  to  Support  his  Body.

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Next  laying  hold  of  the  Penis  with  his  Left  Hand,  with  his  Right 
he  thruft  the  Catheter  artfully  into  the  Bladder.

Then  taking  the  Handle  of  the  Catheter  between  the  Fingers  and 
Thumb  of  his  Left  Hand,  he  turned  it  gently  and  warily  towards  the 
Patient's  Belly  and  right  Groin,  that  the  furrowed  Convex  Side  there¬ 
of  might  be  apply\i  to  that  Part  that  was  to  be  Cut  ;  that  is,  as  has 
been  already  Said,  to  the  Left  Side  near  the  Neck,  and  Something  to¬ 
wards  the  Ipwer  and  back  Part.  •  0.  ..>•  ;  .  :;/0  >:sv -jz::: 
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This  being  done,  he  prefted  the  Catheter  gently  towards  that  Part, 
and  at  the  Same  time  put  his  Right  Thumb  upon  the  Soft  Place  of  the 
Buttocks,  on  the  Left  Side  of  the  Anus ,  between  that  and  the  great 
Protuberance  of  the  Os  lfchium>  upon  w'hich  we  fit,  juft  oppoftce  to  the 
Convex  Part  of  the  Catheter .

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Then  prcfting  the  Catheter  gently  towards  his  Right  Thumb,  and  at 
the  Same  time  his  Right  Thumb  towards  the  Catheter ,  from  the  Left 
and  lower  Parts  to  the  Right  and  upwards,  he  discovered  and  marked 
the  exad  Place  on  the  Out-fide  which  was  oppofite  to  the  Convex  Part 
of  the  Catheter ,  .for  there  the  Incifion  W'as  to  be  begun.

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This  Place  was  on  the  Left  Side  of  the  Anus,  about  an  Inch,  or  two 
Fingers  breadth  trom  that,  towards  the  Protuberance  of  the  ffchium. 
He  chofe  it  no  nearer  the  Anus,  for  fear  of  hurting  the  Int eft i mint  Rettwn; 
and  no  further  from  it,  that  he  might  not  be  obliged  to  thruft  the 
Knife  too  obliquely  towards  the  Catheter  :  However,  according  to  the 
Difference  of  Age  and  Stature,  Structure,  and  Largenefs  of  thefe  Parts, 
he  cut  the  Skin  fometimes  nearer  the  Anus >  fometimes  farther  from  it, 
and  fometimes  a  little  higher  or  lower  j  but  the  Convex  Part  of  the 
Catheter,  which  prefs'd  upon  the  Bladder,  always  directed  him  to  thePlace. 


This  being  difeovered,  he  began  by  Cutting  through  the  Skin  and 
a  fmall  Part  cf  the  Fat.  He  made  the  Wound  ftrait  and  long,  from 
above  downwards,  and  a  little  inclined  outwards  towards  the  Protu¬ 
berance  of  the  Ifchium,  to  keep  farther  from  the  Inteftinum  Return.  A* 
bout  this  firft  Incifion,  however,  he  was  not  very  follicitous. 


As  foon  as  it  was  made,  he  thruft  into  it  that  Part  of  his  Right 
Thumb  or  Fore-Finger,  which  is  oppofite  to  the  Nail,  to  feel  the  Staff , 
which  he  kept  with  his  Left  Hand  apply’d  to  that  Part  of  the  Blad¬ 
der  which  he  was  to  cut,  with  all  poflible  Steddinefs. 

When  he  had  found  the  Staff  he  pulled  back  his  Thumb,  and  thruft 
the  Point  of  his  Knife  immediately  into  the  Wound,  not  very  deep  at 
firft ;  and  directing  it  with  all  the  Caution  he  could  towards  the  Staff, 
he  cut  gently  all  that  came  in  his  Way:  And  for  fear  of  wounding  the 
Inteftinum  Re&um,  he  moft  commonly  firft  thruft  his  Finger  into  the 
Anus ,  to  examine  the  Situation  of  it  preeifely,  that  fo  he  might  be  able 
to  (hun  it  with  the  greater  Certainty. 

When  by  thefe  gentle  Steps  his  Knife  had  got  almoft  to  the  Bladder, 
he  thruft  his  Thumb  or  Fore-Finger  again  into  the  Wound  to  feel  for 
the  Catheter  as  before,  to  replace  it,  if  by  any  Motion  of  the  Patient  it 
had  changed  its  Situation,  and  alfo  to  remind  himfelf  of  the  Pofition  of 
the  Convex  Part  of  it,  upon  which  he  was  immediately  to  cut  the  Bladder. 

In  doing  this  he  ufed  more  Caution  and  Circumfpe&ion  than  before: 
He  firft  begged  of  the  Afliftants  not  to  let  the  Patient  move  any  Part, 
efpecially  his  Buttocks,  and  of  the  Patient  himfelf  to  keep  as  quiet  as 
poffible ;  then  holding  the  Catheter  fixed  in  its  Place  with  the  Left 
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Hand,  with  the  other  he  approached  the  Knife  towards  it,  through  the 
Wound,  without  making  any  further  lnciflon,  but  only  carefully  direct¬ 
ing  the  Point.  This  done  he  thruft  it  into  the  Groove  of  the  Catheter 
with  all  the  Attention  and  Warinefs  he  was  Maher  of :  And  it  was 
eafy  for  him  to  know  when  he  was  right,  by  the  Point  of  his  Knile 
prehing  upon  the  Bottom  of  the  Groove,  and  upon  the  Sides  of  it  when 
he  moved  it  gently  either  Way. 

Then  carrying  the  Knife  along  the  Groove  both  upwards  and  down¬ 
wards,  but  moftly  downwards,  and  favouring  the  Motions  of  it  by  the 
Pofition  of  the  Catheter,  he  made  a  pretty  large  Wound  in  the  Blad¬ 
der.  The  Situation  of  the  Staff  made  the  Incilion  incline  a  little  from 
above  outwards,  and  the  Security  of  the  Neighbouring  Parts  made  it 
neceffary  it  fliould  do  fo. 

He  continued  to  take  Care  that  the  Staff  tt\ou\&  not  flip  from  the 
Wound,  and  with  his  Fingers  examined  the  Largenefs  of  it,  feeling 
at  the  fame  Time  for  the  naked  Catheter,  if  he  had  any  Sufpicion  that 
it  was  out  of  its  Place,*  for  it  was  neceifary  that  the  Groove  fliould  be 
clofe  to  the  Incilion,  that  he  might  with  the  more  Security  thruft  the 
Male  ConduBor  into  it. 


Therefore  having  again  delired  the  Patient  to  lie  Rill,  he  took  the 
Male  Conductor  into  his  Right  Hand,  and  puflied  it  carefully  and 
fteddily  through  the  Wound  towards  the  Catheter;  and  after  fome  few 
Tryals,  fixed  it  in  the  Sulcus  without  any  thing  being  intercepted  be¬ 
tween  them,  which  it  was  eafy  to  judge,  both  by  the  Reflftance  and 
Hardnefs  of  the  Staff. 


When  he  was  affured  of  this,  he  puflied  the  ConduBor  with  more 
Force,  and  thruft  back  the  Staff,  drawing  the  Handle  of  it  gently  to¬ 
wards  him  at  the  fame  time. 

By  this  Means  the  Convex  Part  of  it  retired  from  the  Wound  into 
the  Cavity  of  the  Bladder,  and  the  ConduBor  remaining  flill  in  the  Sulcus 
was  fafely  guided  thither  likewifej  and  by  moving  it  gently  up  and 
down,  he  difcovered  either  by  its  touching  the  naked  Staff  or  the  Stone, 
that  it  was  really  in  the  Cavity  of  the  Bladder  where  he  wanted  it  to  be. 

The 
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The  other  Parts  of  this  Operation  were  performed  as  by  the  great 
Apparatus ;  for  with  his  Right  Hand  he  kept  the  Male  Conductor  in  the 
Bladder,  and  with  his  Lett  drew  the  Catheter  out  through  the  Urethra. 
Then  he  took  the  Male  Conductor  into  his  Left  Hand,  and  upon  that 
direded  the  Female  into  the  Bladder  with  his  Right ;  afterwards  hold¬ 
ing  the  two  Conductors  at  a  fufficient  Diftance  with  his  Left  Fingers,  he 
thruft  the  Forceps  between  them  into  the  Bladder  with  his  other  Hand, 
and  prefently  drew  out  the  Female  Conductor. 

Then  he  felt  with  the  Forceps  for  the  Stoney  that  he  might  be  fure  that 
Inft  rumen  t  had  not  miffed  its  Way,  but  was  really  within  the  Bladder, 
and  afterwards  drew  out  his  Male  Conductor  likevvife. 

He  ufed  to  open  the  Forceps  with  a  confiderable  Force  feverai  times  to¬ 
gether,  both  to  dilate  the  Wound  and  Bladder,  and  loofen  it  as  much 
as  he  could  from  the  Stone. 

When  this  was  done,  he  fearched  for,  laid  hold  of,  and  extra&ed  the 
Stone  with  the  Forceps ,  with  all  the  fame  Precautions  which  they  com¬ 
monly  do,  and  always  ought  to  ufe,  who  perform  this  Operation  by 
Cutting  the  Urethra  in  the  Perinaum. 

As  foon  as  one  Stone  was  taken  out,  he  thruft  other  Inftruments  into 
the  Bladder,  to  difcover  if  there  were  any  more  behind ;  and  with  a 
proper  Scoop,  and  very  often  with  his  Fore-Finger,  he  brought  away 
any  fmall  Bits  of  Stones,  Sand  or  clotted  Blood,  and  then  the  Patient  * 
was  laid  in  a  Bed  upon  his  Back. 

He  put  neither  Tent,  Plaifter  nor  Bandage  upon  the  Wound,  but 
kept  it  open  for  fome  Days  after  the  Operation ;  and  in  the  mean  time 
ordered  the  Patient  as  much  Ptifane  or  weak  Emulfion  as  he  could 
drink  ;  that  the  Urine  flowing  firft  copioufly  into  the  Bladder,  might 
wafh  it  throughly,  and  then  running  out  at  the  Wound,  might  carry 
along  with  it  the  Sand,  Blood,  or  whatever  elfe  might  remain.  After¬ 
wards  he  cured  the  Wound,  as  other  frefh  Wounds  ufually  are. 

With  how  great  Dexterity,  and  in  how  fhort  a  Time  he  always  per¬ 
formed  this  Operation,  there  are  innumerable  Witnefles  to  teftify  ,*  a- 
mong  whom  I  could  name  feverai  Perfons  of  Probity,  Learning  and  Cha¬ 
racter,  who  are  ftill  alive.  How  well  and  how  fuccefsfully  he  operated, 
the  Event  afterwards  proved  ;  for  the  far  greateft  Part  not  only  furvived 
the  Operation,  and  did  very  well  after  it,  but  recovered  in  an  incredi¬ 
bly  fhort  Time  fo  perfectly,  as  never  to  be  afRiCtea  with  a  Fiftula,  invo¬ 
luntarily 
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hmtary  Flux  of  Urine,  Barrennefs,  or  any  other  Accidents  which  fo 
oftend  attend  thofe  in  whom  the  Urinary  Paffages  have  been  Cut. 

And  tho*  this  Method  may  feem  more  difficult  to  be  put  in  Pra&ice 
upon  Women  ;  yet  even  thefe  he  Cut  the  fame  Way,  provided  they  werb 
Maids,  or  had  never  had  Children  :  neither  are  there  Inflanccs  wanting 
of  his  Succefs  among  fuch  as  had. 

This  excellent  Account  has  Dr.  Albinus  given  us  of  Raus  Method  of 
Cutting  for  the  Stone,  in  which  he  has  omitted  nothing  that  can  any 
Way  contribute  to  its  being  fully  underftood,  if  it  is  not  that  he  has  fet 
down  no  Obfervations  made  on  the  Bodies  of  fuch  as  died  before  the 
Wound  was  cured,*  by  which  we  Should  have  had  a  more  certain  Account 
of  all  the  Parts  cut,  than  is  to  be  found  in  this  Relation  atprefent. 

But  now,  if  we  compare  a  little  this  Method  with  all  thofe  that  went 
before  it,  it  will  be  found  to  contain  nothing  of  any  Confequence  that 
can  be  called  New,  except  the  extraordinary  Skill  and  Dexterity  of  the 
Operator,  and  his  cautious,  prudent  and  attentive  Manner  of  Opera¬ 
ting.  It  is  to  thefe  Things  only,  that  is  owing  any  Difference  to  be 
obferved  in  either  his  Inftruments,  orthefeveral  Steps  of  his  Operation  ; 
which  Differences  deferve  not  fo  much  to  be  call’d  New  Inventions,  as 
the  making  the  belt  Ufe  of  what  was  already  invented.  The  principal 
Thing  wherein  his  Way  of  Cutting  differs  from  that  of  Marianas ,  is  in 
the  Place  in  which  he  makes  his  Incifion ;  but  this  his  Hiftorian  owns 
to  be  the  fame  with  that  where  Frere  Jacques  made  his;  tho’,  as  I  have 
fufficiently  proved,  that  Monk’s  Defign  was  to  make  it  in  another  Place. 
Again,  he  differs  from  Frere  Jacques  Methods  in  the  Inftruments  he 
ufes,  and  the  manner  of  ufing  them ;  but  ail  this  he  took  from  the  great 
Apparatus ,  except  the  ftrait  Roftrum  of  his  Staff,  as  Mery  had  done  be¬ 
fore  him;  tho’ I  do  not  think  it  at  ail  probable  that  he  had  feen  Mery's 
Book,  before  he  had  compofed  the  Theory  of  his  own  Operation.  Mr. 
Raus  principal  Merit  therefore  confrfts  in  having  made  a  judicious 
Colleffion  of  die  Parts  of  feveral  Methods,  which  were  attended  with 
the  greateft  Advantages  and  leaft  Inconveniencies,  and'  framing  thefe 
into  one  Regular  Operation,  which  in  his  Hands  has  been  perhaps  more 
fuccefsful  than  any  hitherto  difcovered ;  but  whether  it  will  continue 
fo  to  be,  if  brought  into  Pra&ice  a-new,  muft  be  left  to  Experience 
and  Time  to  determine. 


FINIS. 
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POSTSCRIPT. 


IN  the  Beginning  of  the  foregoing  Chapter,  I  obferved  that  tho’  fe~ 
veral  Accounts  of  Profeflor  Raus  Operation  for  the  Stone  have  been 
publifhed,  and  many  more  handed  about  by  thofe  who  pretend  to 
have  feen  him  Cut,  yet  they  are  all  both  imperfect  and  full  of  Miltakes; 
and  that  it  is  entirely  owing  to  the  learned  and  accurate  Dr.  Albinus , 
that  this  great  Man's  Method  was  not  for  ever  loft  to  Pofterity. 


As  foon  as  the  Doctor’s  Book  was  publifhed  at  Leyden ,  he  did  me 
the  Honour,  amongft  feveral  of  his  ingenious  Friends  here  in  London ,  to 
fend  it  me  in  a  Frefent ;  and  at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society, 
I  thought  proper  to  lay  before  them  an  Abflrad  in  Englifh  of  that  Part 
of  it  which  relates  to  Mr.  Raus  Operation  for  i\\e  Stone  ;  together  with 
feveral  Preparations,  from  which  I  demonffrated  and  deferibed  the  Parts 
concerned  in  it. 


Thefe  Preparations  I  have  had  now  a  good  many  Years  by  me :  They 
make  part  of  a  compleat  Collection  that  I  have  made,  by  which  all  the 
poflible  Ways  of  getting  in  to  the  Humane  Bladder,  in  order  to  extraCt 
a  Stone ,  may  with  the  greatefl  Clearnefs  be  illufrated ;  and  the  Advan¬ 
tages  and  Inconveniencies  of  each  of  them,  as  far  as  thefe  depend 
on  the  Structure  of  the  Parts,  with  the  greatefl  Certainty  deter¬ 
mined. 

Of  thefe  Ways,  I  always  reckoned  that  prablis’d  by  Profeflor  Ran  to 
be  one,  long  before  I  had  heard  any  thing  of  his  true  Method,  or  even 
cf  that  of  Frere  Jacques,  from  which  it  is  taken  ;  and  indeed,  my  Pre¬ 
parations  will  ferve  to  direct  in  every  Step  of  his  Operation,  and  point 
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out  the  Parts  that  are  either  to  be  Cut  or  avoided  in  it,  as  fully  as  if 
I  had  had  Albinus  s  Book  before  me  when  I  went  about  them.  And  I 
will  venture  to  fay,  that  the  Examination  of  fuch  Preparations  as  thefe, 
when  frefh  Subjects  cannot  be  had,  which  every  Surgeon  and  Anatomifl 
muft  know  is  too  often  the  Cafe  w7ith  us,  is  the  lured;  and  ealieft  Way  to 
enable  us  to  underhand,  and  make  the  right  Ufe  of  what  has  been 
Written  upon  the  Subject  of  Lithotomy ,  which  of  late  Years  has  made 
fo  much  Noife  in  our  Phylical  World.

But  to  return  from  this  Ihort  Digreffion  :  If  I  may  judge  by  the  E- 
vent,  what  I  then  offered  to  the  Royal  Society  was  by  many  Members 
of  that  Honourable  Body  thought  no  unfuitable  Entertainment  for 
them  ;  for  from  that  Timefeveral  worthy  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  ha¬ 
ving  carefully  read  Albinuss  Book,  and  examined  my  Preparations,  be¬ 
gan  to  think  ferioufly  of  introducing  the  Practice  of  it  amongli  us. 
And  I  moft  willingly  embrace  this  Opportunity  of  doing  Juitice  to  the 
ingenious  Dr.  Bamber  and  Mr.  Chef  elders  by  declaring  in  a  publick 
manner,  (what  I  had  many  Opportunities  of  knowing,  having  afiifted 
at  mod  of  the  Experiments  they  made  on  dead  Bodies)  that  as  it  was 
their  Turn  to  Cut  in  the  two  great  Hofpitals  of  this  City  the  following 
Seafon  ;  I  beheld  with  the  utmoft  Pleafure,  the  Alacrity,  Induftry  and 
Application  with  which  they  foon  made  themfelves  Mailers,  each  in  the 
Way  that  fuited  his  Genius  bell,  of  the  true  Method  of  performing  an 
Operation,  which  they  thought  they  had  all  the  Reafons  that  Theory 
could  furnilh,  to  prefer  even  to  the  high  Way  of  Cutting,  which  both 
of  them  had  for  a  conliderable  Time  pradfiskl  with  great  Succefs. 


On  the  7th  Day  of  Jail  Augufl>  Dr.  Bamber  made  the  firfb  Tryai  of 
it  on  living  Bodies  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Hofpital,  and  lince  that  Time 
he  has  made  feveral  more.  In  all  thefe  Operations  he  has  thought  it 
proper  to  follow  every  Step  of  Mr.  Raus  Method,  except  that  he  filled 
the  Bladder  moderately  with  Water  ;  and  therefore,  as  his  Dexterity 
and  Skill  in  every  Operation  he  goes  about  are  fufficiently  known,  there 
remains  no  more  to  be  faid  about  them  ;  fave  only,  that  as  far  as  can 
be  judged  from  the  Number  he  has  Cut,  his  Succefs  is  hitherto  at  leaft 
equal  to  that  of  Mr.  Rau. 
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Mr.  Chefelden  began  to  Cut  in  St.  'Thomas's  Hofpital  a  few  Days  after 
Dr.  Bamber  ;  but  as  he  has  thought  fit  to  vary  Profeffor  Raus  Me¬ 
thod  confiderably,  I  muft  beg  leave  to  inftft  a  little  more  on  his  Opera¬ 
tion. 


I  have  already  mention’d  an  Account  of  Raus  Method  given  by  Mr. 
Chefelden ,  in  the  Preface  to  his  Treatife  on  the  High  Operation  for  the 
Stone,  publifhed  1 723,  as  he  had  received  it  from  thofe  who  had  been 
Scholars  to  Mr  .Ran,  and  feveral  times  prefent  at  his  Operations.  His 
Informations  were  indeed  very  lame  and  imperfed  ;  but  yet,  even  from 
thefe,  he  had  conceived  fo  favourable  an  Idea  of  that  Method,  as  to 
think  it  preferable  either  to  that  of  Celfus  or  Mariams  ;  and  withal, 
that  it  would  be  fliil  more  fo,  if  the  Bladder  was  fir  ft  filled  with 
Water. 


Alhinuss  late  Treatife  has,  as  I  have  already  remarked,  given  this  in¬ 
genious  and  moff  expert  Surgeon  an  Opportunity  of  examining  the 
whole  Matter  with  more  Clearnefs  and  Certainty  than  he  had  done  be¬ 
fore  ;  and  the  Fruit  of  the  Pains  he  has  been  at,  is  not  only  to  confirm 
him  in  his  former  favourable  Opinion  of  it,  but  alfo  to  bring  it  to  fuch  a 
degree  of  Perfedion,  as  in  his  Judgment  makes  it  preferable  to  all  the 
Methods  of  Cutting  that  have  ever  been  invented. 

Now,  as  Mr.  Chefelden  s  Method  muff  be  reckon’d  an  Improvement  of 
that  firjffc  attempted  by  Frere  Jacques ,  a  Defcription  of  it,  fuch  as  a 
Spectator  is  able  to  give,  does  even  upon  that  Account  very  well  deferve 
a  Place  in  the  Hiftory  I  have  ventured  to  write  of  the  Lateral  Operation 
for  the  Stone :  And  if,  in  what  I  fhall  fay  about  it,  I  fhall  happen  to  mi- 
ftake  or  omit  any  material  Circumftance,  I  wifh  that  may  ferve  as  an 
Inducement  to  the  happy  Improver  to  redify  and  compleat  whatever  is 
amifs  or  wanting  in  mine,  by  obliging  the  Publick  himfelf  with  a  more 
accurate  and  full  Account  of  his  own  Operation. 


The  Table  upon  which  the  Patient  is  placed  is  higheft  at  that  End 
upon  which  his  Buttocks  reft  ;  and  by  means  of  a  Pillow  laid  under 
him  there,  and  another  under  his  Head  when  he  lies  upon  his  Back, 
his  Belly  is  lower  than  any  other  Part  of  his  Body. 
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His  Buttocks  are  placed  upon  the  Edge  of  the  Table,  and  his  Knees 
being  feparated  from  one  another,  and  bent  as  much  i^s  they  can  be  con¬ 
veniently,  his  VVrifts  knd  Ancles  are  tied  together  j  and  he  is  kept  in 
that  Situation  by  three  Afliftants,  One  at  each  Leg,  and  a  Third  at  his 
Head  ,*  who  preffes  with  his  two  Hands  upon  the  Patient’s  Shoulders, 
to  keep  him  from  retiring  backward  from  the  Operator.

The  Patient  being  brought  from  his  Bed  in  a  Night-Gown,  and 
lituated  in  this  Manner,  the  Operator  thrufts  an  hollow  grooved  Steel 
Catheter ,  through  the  Urethra  into  the  Bladder  ;  and  with  a  Syringe 
mounted  with  an  Ox’s  Ureter ,  injedts  as  much  warm  Water  into  it  as 
the  Patient  can  bear  without  Pain,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  is  done  in 
the  Hj£h  Operation.  Into  one  Patient  of  about  Eighteen  Years  of 
Age,  and^vho  had  a  Stone  weighing  Six  Ounces  and  a  Quarter,  Mr. 
Chefelden  inje&ed  Seven  Ounces  of  Water  ,  but  he  thinks  the  Quantity 
may  always  be  determined  by  the  Complaints  of  the  Patient  without 
obierving  any  other  Rule. 

When  the  Water  is  injected,  and  fecured  from  running  out,  by  tying 
round  the  Penis  a  narrow  Slip  of  Flannel,  he  gives  the  End  of  the  Ca¬ 
theter  to  an  intelligent  Affiftant  to  hold  ;  whofe  principal  Care  is  to 
keep  it  from  rifing,  but  not  at  all  to  direct  the  Groove  to  the  Place 
where  the^Incifion  is  to  be  made,  for  a  Reafon  that  we  fhall  hear  pre¬ 
fen  tly. 

Then  the  Operator  having  feated  himfelf  upon  a  Chair,  the  Heighth 
of  which  is  fuitable  to  that  of  the  Table  on  which  the  Patient  is  laid, 
takes  a  pointed  Knife  with  a  Convex  Edge,  and  beginning  about  an 
Inch  above  the  Anus ,  on  the  Left  Side  of  the  Raphe ,  between  the 
Accelerator  Urina,  or  as  I  name  that  Mufcle,  ConftriElor  Urethra ,  and  the 
EreCtor  Penis ,  he  makes  an  Incifion  downwards  by  the  Side  of  the 
Sphincter  Ani ,  a  little  obliquely  outwards  as  it  defcends  from  Two 
and  an  Half  to  Four  Inches  in  Length,  according  to  the  Age  of  the 
Patient,  or  Size  and  Stru&ure  of  the  Parts.  This  firft  Incifion  he  en¬ 
deavours  to  make  all  at  one  Stroke,  fo  as  to  cut  through  the  Skin,  Fat 
and  all,  or  Part  of  the  Levator  Ani ,  which  lies  in  his  Way. 
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As  foon  as  this  is  done,  he  thrufls  the  Fore-Finger  of  his  Left  Hand 
into  the  Middle  of  the  Wound,  in  order  to  prefs  the  lnteflinum  Rettum 
to  one  Side,  that  it  may  be  in  lefs  Danger  of  being  Cut  ;  and  taking  a 
crooked  Knife  in  his  other  Hand,  with  the  Edge  on  the  Concave  Side, 
he  thrufls  the  Point  of  it  through  the  Wound  dole  by  his  Finger  into 
the  Bladder,  between  the  Vejicula  Seminalis  and  Os  Jfchiwn  of  the  fame 
Side  ;  then  lowering  his  Hand,  he  continues  this  fecond  Incifion  up¬ 
wards,  till  the  Point  of  his  Knife  comes  out  at  the  upper  Part  of  thefirft. 


This  Incifiofi  being  finifhed,  he  thrufls  the  Fore-Finger  of  his  Left 
Hand  through  the  Wound  into  the  Cavity  of  the  Bladder  ;  and  having 
felt  and  fecured  the  Stone,  he  introduces  his  Forceps  upon  his  Finger, 
and  endeavours  to  lay  fail  hold  of  the  Stone  with  it ;  then  he  pulls  out 
his  Finger,  and  taking  the  Forceps  in  both  Hands,  he  extrads  the  Stone 
with  greater  or  lefs  Facility,  aocording  to  the  Size  thereof,  or  Largenefs 
of  the  Wound  he  has  made. 


If  there  are  more  Stones  than  one,  he  feels  for  the  relf  with  his 
Finger,  then  introduces  his  Forceps>  and  extra&s  them  in  the  fame 
manner. 

During  the  whole  Operation,  the  Catheter  remains  in  the  Bladder  ; 
and  all  that  the  Afliflant  who  holds  it  has  to  mind  is,  as  has  been  al¬ 
ready  faid,  to  keep  it  from  rifing.  By  this  means  Mr.  Chefelden  thinks 
the  Bladder  is  prefixed  down  fufficiently  to  facilitate  the  Entry  of  the 
Forceps  upon  his  Finger  without  the  Ufe  of  any  Director  ,*  and  it  being 
filled  with  Water,  there  is  no  occafion  to  Cut  upon  a  Groove  ;  neither  is 
there  any  danger  of  laying  hold  of  the  Catheter  with  the  Forceps ,  if  due 
Care  is  taken  to  manage  that  rightly  after  it  is  in  the  Bladder. 

In  this  Method  of  Operating  there  are  but  one  or  two  Arterial 
Branches  cut,  from  which  there  is  any  Danger  of  an  Hsemorrhagy,  and 
not  always  from  them  neither :  However,  if  after  the  Wound  is  well 
cleanfed  and  waftied  with  a  wetted  Spunge,  any  Quantity  of  Blood 
continues  to  run,  he  ties  the  Veffels  immediately  ;  and  then  having  ap¬ 
plied  Pledgets  of  dry  Lint  and  other  proper  Drefiings,  the  Patient  is  af¬ 
terwards  carried  to  Bed. 
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This  is  Mr.  Chefeldens  regular  Method  of  Cutting ;  and  when 
no  Accident  happens,  which  it  was  impoflible  to  be  aware  of  be¬ 
fore  the  Operation,  he  has  been  feldom  above  a  Minute  (fometimes 
lefs)  between  the  Beginning  of  the  firft  Incifion  and  Extraction  of  the 

Stone. 


There  are  Circumftances,  however,  in  which  he  finds  it  neceflary  to 
vary  fome  Steps  of  his  Method.  Thefe,  as  far  as  I  have  been  Witnefs 
to,  or  can  remember  them,  are  as  follows  : 

Firft,  When  having  laid  hold  of  the  Stone  with  the  Forceps ,  he  finds 
by  the  Force  it  takes  to  draw  it  out*  or  other  Signs,  that  it  is  very  large, 
rather  than  expofe  the  Patient  to  the  Danger  and  Pain  of  a  violent  Di¬ 
laceration  of  the  Parts,  he  chufes  either  with  a  Pair  of  Scilfars,  if  it  is 
the  upper  Part,  or  his  Knife  if  the  lower,  to  enlarge  the  Wound  by  an 
additional  Incifion. 


Secondly,  If  after  the  fecond  Incifion  is  made_,  he  finds  by  the  Finger 
which  he  endeavours  to  thruft  into  the  Bladder,  that  the  Catheter  has 
flip’d  into  the  Wound,  which,  by  the  /training  of  the  Patient  and  other 
Accidents,  fometimes  happens ;  then  he  withdraws  his  Finger,  and 
inftead  thereof  thrufts  a  Gorgeret  into  the  Groove  of  the  Catheter ,  upon 
which  he  introduces  his  Forceps  in  the  ordinary  Manner.  It  is  only 
with  a  View  to  this  Accident,  that  he  prefers  a  grooved  Catheter  to  one 
entirely  round,  fucn  as  was  ufed  by  Frere  Jacques. 


Thirdly,  When  the  Afliftant,  who  holds  the  Catheter ,  gives  him  any 
ground  to  think  that  he  has  laid  hold  of  that  with  the  Forceps  inftead  of 
the  Stone ;  which,  tho5  he  believes  it  will  rarely  happen,  yet  is  not  im¬ 
poflible  ;  he  orders  it  immediately  to  be  pulled  out,  and  then  endeavours 
to  lay  hold  of  and  extrad  the  Stone  without  that  Conveniency  which  the 
prefling  down  of  the  Bladder  would  afford  him,  if  he  fhould  be  obliged 
to  introduce  his  Forceps  oftner  than  once. 
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Fourthly,  When  by  the  Smallnefs  or  Situation  of  the  Stone ,  he  finds 
this  Method  to  be  eafier  or  more  fafe,  he  thrufts  his  Fingers  into  the 
Anus  j  and  having  prefs'd  the  Stone  towards  the  Orifice  of  the  Wound,

he  pulls '  it  out  -with  his  other  Hand,  without  ufing  any  Forceps 
at  all. 
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Lafliy,  When  he  feels,  either  by  his  Finger,  or  the  Refiftance  the 
Stone  makes  to  the  Force  with  which  he  flrives  to  draw  it  out,  that 
there  is  any  kind  of  Conftridion,  either  of  the  Ureters  or  Membranes 
of  the  Bladder  about  it,  he  endeavours  by  thrufting  his  Fingers  into  the 
Anus,  or  other  proper  Methods,  to  bring  that  Part  near  the  Orifice  of  the 
Wound  ;  and  then  with  his  Knife  he  cuts  thefe  Membranes  which  had 
formed  the  Sphin&er  ,*  and  thus  the  Stone  being  difengaged  is  extraded 
with  the  greateft  Eafe. 

As  I  have  here  defcribed  Mr.  Chefeldens  new’  Operation  nearly  in  the 
fame  Order  that  Albinus  has  followed  in  that  of  Mr.  Rau ,  it  will  be 
eafy  for  the  Reader  to  perceive  what  Additions  or  Alterations  are 
owing  to  him,  or,  in  one  Word,  what  Improvements  he  has  made 
fo  that  it  would  be  altogether  fuperfluous  to  lengthen  this-  P  offer  ipt  any 
further,  by  comparing  them  together. 
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Mr.  Chefelden  has  hitherto  Cut  but  Seven  Patients  this  Way  that  I 
know  of ;  and  whoever  has  heard  of  the  wonderful  Succefs  wffiich  at¬ 
tended  his  Pradice  of  the  High  Operation,  will  have  but  little  room  to 
doubt  of  the  happy  Event  of  his  preferit  Method,  in  which  even  thefe 
firft  Tryals  have  fucceeded  equally,  if  not  beyond  whatever  he  could 
boaft  of  in  the  former.  ;  ,  ...  .  1  ■  . , 
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To  conclude:  Were  I  not  afraid  of  being  thought  to  pafs  the  Bounds  I 
prefcribed  to  my  felf  in  this  Hiftory,  of  only  relating  and  comparing  Fads 
together,  without  interpofing  my  own  judgment,  I  might  add,  that  in  my 
Opinion  there  is  nothing  wanting  in  Mr.  Chefeldens  Method  of  performing 
the  Lateral  Operation,  by  which  it  can  in  any  refped  be  improved,  except 
the  Ufe  of  crooked  Forceps  upon  fome  Occaiions  ;  for  I  have  frequently 
obferved  at  both  Hofpitals,  that  the  Stone  is  much  more  eafily  extraded, 
when  it  lies  on  that  Side  of  the  Bladder  in  which  the  Incifion  is  made, 
then  when  it  lies  on  the  other,  efpecially  if  the  Cavity  to  be  obferved 
there,  is  of  a  preternatural  Depth  or  Breadth,  as  it  fometimes  happens. 
Therefore  when  this  is  the  Cafe,  I  am  of  Opinion  that  if  the  For¬ 
ceps  were  a  little  crooked,  the  Stone  might  with  lefs  Difficulty  be  laid 
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hold  of,  than  by' the  ftrait  ones  which  have  been  hitherto  ufed. '  It  fe 
true,  that  crooked  Forceps  will  be  weaker  than  the  others  ;  but  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  Strength  would  be  more  than  compenfated  by  the  Facility  of 
charging  the ■  Stone  $  ,  becaufe  in  this,  rather  than  in  the  Force  neceflary 
to  extract  it  when  laid  hold  of,  the  Inconvehiency  I  am  talking  abopt 
feems  to  confifh
